I. -The  following  order  has  been  received  from  the  War  De- 
partment : 

War  DEFABTMKirr,  Wcuhington^  January  t,  1899. 
Ordbbs: 

It  is  with  deep  regret  that  the  War  Department  announces  to  the  Army  and 
the  country  the  death  of  Montgomery  C.  Meigs^  late  Quartermaster  General 
and  brevet  major  general  U.  S.  Army,  which  occurred  this  morning  at  his 
residence  in  this  city. 

Montgovfiery  Cunningham  Meigs  was  bom  at  Augusta,  Georgia,  May  8, 1816. 
He  entered  the  U.  8.  Military  Academy  July  1, 1833,  and  graduated  July  1, 1886. 
He  was  promoted  2d  lieutenant,  1st  Artillery;  transferred  to  the  Gorps  of 
Engineers  August  1, 1837,  to  date  from  July  1, 1836 ;  promoted  1st  lieutenant 
July  7, 1838,  and  captain  March  3, 1853.  He  was  engaged  in  the  building  of 
Fort  Delaware,  in  the  improvements  of  the  harbor  of  the  Delawture  River  and 
Bay,  and  in  various  other  works  along  the  Atlantic  coast  until  1841,  when  he 
became  superintending  engineer  of  the  construction  of  Forts  Wayne,  Porter, 
Niagara,  Ontario,  and  Montgomery.  He  had  charge  of  harbor  improvements 
in  Delaware  Bay  and  on  the  New  Jersey  coast,  the  Washington  Aqueduct, 
and  superintended  the  building  of  the  new  wings  and  dome  of  the  national 
Capitol  extension,  the  extoosion  of  the  General  Post-OfHce,  and  the  comple- 
tion of  Fort  Madison,  Maryland. 

He  was  appointed  colonel  11th  U.  S.  Infantry  May  14,  1861,  and  on  May 
15, 1861,  was  appointed  Quartermaster  General  U.  S.  Army,  witii  the  rank  of 
brigadier  general,  which  position  he  held  to  February  6,  1882,  upon  which 
date  he  was  retired.  He  was  brevetted  major  general  U.  S.  Army  July  6, 
1864,  for  distinguished  and  meritorious  services. 

During  the  war  he  was  engaged  in  equipping  and  supplying  the  armies  in 
the  field  from  May  15,  1861,  to  August  12, 1666,  and  was  present  at  several 
of  the  important  battles  of  the  war. 

Siiioe  the  war  he  has  performed  various  important  duties.  He  visited 
Burope  in  1875  and  1876,  on  special  service,  to  study  the  constitution  and  gov- 
ernment of  European  armies.  He  was  a  member  of  the  commission  for  the 
reform  and  reorganization  of  the  Army  and  for  devising  a  project  for  a  new 
building  for  the  National  Museum,  and  a  member  of  the  Army  Regulation 
Board. 

Since  his  retirement  he  has  been  architect  of  the  building  for  the  Pension 
Bureau,  Regent  of  the  Smithsonian  Institution,  and  Fellow  of  the  National 
Academy  of  Sciences. 

General  Meigs  was  personally  a  man  of  kind  and  amiable  character,  of  strict 
probity  and  sense  of  right,  and  of  great  breadth  of  intellect.    The  Army  has 


rarely  posBessed  an  ckffloer  who  combined  within  himself  so  many  and  valuable 

attainments,  and  who  was  entrusted  by  the  Government  with  a  greater  va> 

riety  of  weighty  responsibilities,  or  who  has  proved  himself  more  worthy  of 

confidence.    Theire  are  few  whose  character  and  career  can  be  more  justly 

conmiended,  or  whose  lives  are  more  worthy  of  respect^  admiration,  and 

emulation.

I— The  Convention  between  the  United  States,  Baden,  Switss- 
erland,  Belgium,  Denmark,  Spain,  France,  Hesse,  Italy,  Neth- 
erlands, Portugal,  Prussia,  Wurtemberg,  Sweden,  Greece,  Great 
Britain,  Mecklenburg-Schwerin,  Turkey,  Bavaria,  Austria,  Rus- 
sia, Persia,  Roumania,  Salvador,  Montenegro,  Servia,  Bolivia, 
Chili,  Argentine  Republic  and  Peru;  with  additional  articles: 
For  the  amelioration  of  the  wounded  in  armies  in  the  field;  con- 
cluded August  22, 1864 ;  acceded  to  by  the  President  March  1, 
1882;  accession  concurred  in  by  the  Senate  March  16,  1882; 
proclaimed  as  to  the  original  convention,  but  with  reserve  as 
to  the  additional  articles,  July  26,  1882;  commonly  known  as 
the  G^eueva  Convention  is  as  follows : 

OBiaiNAL  CX)NVBNTION. 

Artiolb  I.  Ambulances  and  military  hospitals  shall  be  ao* 
knowledged  to  be  neater,  and,  as  such,  shall  be  protected  and 
respected  by  belligerents  so  long  as  any  sick  or  wounded  may 
be  therein. 

Such  neutrality  shall  cease  if  the  ambulances  or  hospitals 
should  be  held  by  a  military  force. 

Art.  n.  Persons  employed  in  hospitals  and  ambulances,  com- 
prising the  staff  for  sui>erintendence,  medical  service,  adminis- 
tration, transport  of  wounded,  as  well  as  chaplains,  shall  par- 
ticipate in  the  benefit  of  neutrality,  whilst  so  employed,  and  so 
long  as  there  remain  any  woimded  to  bring  in  or  to  succor. 

Art.  m.  The  persons  designated  in  the  preceding  article  may, 
even  after  occupation  by  the  enemy,  continue  to  fulfil  their 
duties  in  the  hospital  or  ambulance  which  they  serve,  or  may 
withdraw  in  order  to  rejoin  the  corps  to  which  they  belong. 

Under  such  circumstances,  when  these  persons  shall  cease 
from  their  functions,  they  shall  be  delivered  by  the  occupying 
army  to  the  outposts  of  the  enemy. 

Art.  IV.  As  the  equipment  of  military  hospitals  remains 
subject  to  the  laws  of  war,  persons  attached  to  such  hospitals 
cannot,  in  withdrawing,  carry  away  any  articles  but  such  as 
are  their  private  property. 

Under  the  same  circumstances  an  ambulance  shall,  on  the 
contrary,  retain  its  equipment. 
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Art.  V.  Inhabitants  of  the  country  who  may  bring  help  to 
the  wounded  shall  be  respected,  and  shall  remain  free.  The 
generals  of  the  belligerent  Powers  shall  make  it  their  care  to 
inform  the  inhabitants  of  the  appeal  addressed  to  their  human- 
ity, and  of  the  neutrality  which  will  be  the  consequence  of  it. 

Any  wounded  man  entertained  and  taken  care  of  in  a  house 
shall  be  considered  as  a  protection  thereto.  Any  inhabitant 
who  shall  have  entertained  wounded  men  in  his  house  shall  be 
exempted  from  the  quartering  of  troops,  as  well  as  from  a  part 
of  the  contributions  of  war  which  may  be  imposed. 

Art.  VI.  Wounded  or  sick  soldiers  shall  be  entertained  and 
taken  care  of,  to  whatever  nation  they  may  belong. 

Commanders-in-chief  shall  have  the  power  to  deliver  imme- 
diately to  the  outposts  of  the  enemy  soldiers  who  have  been 
wounded  in  an  engagement,  when  circumstances  permit  this 
to  be  done,  and  with  the  consent  of  both  parties. 

Those  who  are  recognized,  after  their  wounds  are  healed,  as 
incapable  of  serving,  shall  be  sent  back  to  their  country. 

The  others  may  also  be  sent  back,  on  condition  of  not  again 
bearing  arms  during  the  continuance  of  the  war. 

Evacuations,  together  with  the  persons  under  whose  direc- 
tions they  take  place,  shall  be  protected  by  an  absolute  neu- 
trality. 

Art.  VII.  A  distinctive  and  uniform  flag  shall  be  adopted 
for  hospitals,  ambulances  and  evacuations.  It  must,  on  every 
occasion,  be  accompanied  by  the  national  flag.  An  arm-badge 
(brassard)  shall  also  be  allowed  for  individuals  neutralized,  but 
the  delivery  thereof  shall  be  left  to  military  authority. 

The  flag  and  the  arm-badge  shall  bear  a  red  cross  on  a  white 
ground. 

Art.  VIII.  The  details  of  execution  of  the  present  convention 
shall  be  regulated  by  the  commanders-in-chief  of  belligerent 
armies,  according  to  the  instructions  of  their  respective  gov- 
ernments, and  in  conformity  with  the  general  principles  laid 
down  in  this  convention. 

ADDITIONAL  ARTICLES. 

Article  I.  The  persons  designated  in  Article  11.  of  the  Con- 
vention shall,  after  the  occupation  by  the  enemy,  continue  to 
fuliil  their  duties,  according  to  their  wants,  to  the  sick  and 
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wounded  in  the  ambulance  or  the  hospital  which  they  serve. 
When  they  request  to  withdraw,  the  commander  of  the  occu- 
pying troops  shall  fix  the  time  of  departure,  which  he  shall 
only  be  allowed  to  delay  for  a  short  time  in  case  of  military 
necessity. 

Art.  II.  Arrangements  will  have  to  be  made  by  the  bellig- 
erent powers  to  ensure  to  the  neutralized  person,  fallen  into 
the  hands  of  the  army  of  the  enemy,  the  entire  enjoyment  of 
his  salary. 

Art.  III.  Under  the  conditions  provided  for  in  Articles  I. 
and  IV.  of  the  CJonvention,  the  name  **  ambulance"  applies  to 
field  hospitals  and  other  temporary  establishments,  which  fol- 
low the  troops  on  the  field  of  battle  to  receive  the  sick  and 
wounded. 

Art.  rV.  In  conformity  with  the  spirit  of  Article  V;  of  the 
Convention,  and  to  the  reservations  contained  in  the  protocol 
of  1864,  it  is  explained  that  for  the  appointment  of  the  charges 
relative  to  the  quartering  of  troops,  and  of  the  contributions  of 
war,  account  only  shall  be  taken  in  an  equitable  manner  of  the 
charitable  zeal  displayed  by  the  inhabitants. 

Art.  V.  In  addition  to  Article  VI.  of  the  Convention,  it  is 
stipulated  that,  with  the  reservation  of  officers  whose  detention 
might  be  important  to  the  fate  of  arms  and  within  the  limits 
fixed  by  the  second  paragraph  of  that  article,  the  wounded 
fallen  into  the  hands  of  the  enemy  shall  be  sent  back  to  their 
country,  after  they  are  cured,  or  sooner  if  possible,  on  condi- 
tion, nevertheless,  of  not  again  bearing  arms  during  the  con- 
tinuance of  the  war. 

[Articles  concerning  the  Marine,] 

Art.  VI.  The  boats  which,  at  their  own  risk  and  peril,  dur- 
ing and  after  an  engagement  pick  up  the  shipwrecked  or 
wounded,  or  which  having  picked  them  up,  convey  them  on 
board  a  neutral  or  hospital  ship,  shall  enjoy,  until  the  accom- 
plishment of  their  mission,  the  character  of  neutrality,  as  far 
as  the  circumstances  of  the  engagement  and  the  position  of  the 
ships  engaged  will  permit. 

The  appreciation  of  these  circumstances  is  entrusted  to  the 
humanity  of  all  the  combatants.  The  wrecked  and  wounded 
thus  picked  and  saved  must  not  serve  again  during  the  con* 
tinuance  of  the  war. 


Art.  YII.  The  religious,  medical  and  hospital  staff  of  any 
captured  vessel  are  declared  neutral,  and,  on  leaving  the  ship, 
may  remove  the  articles  and  surgical  instruments  which  are 
their  private  property. 

Abt.  YIII.  The  staff  designated  in  the  preceding  article  must 
continue  to  fulfil  their  f ilnctions  in  the  captured  ship,  assisting 
in  the  removal  of  the  wounded  made  by  the  victorious  party ; 
they  will  then  be  at  liberty  to  return  to  their  country,  in  con- 
formity with  the  second  paragraph  of  the  first  additional  ar- 
ticle. 

The  stipulations  of  the  second  additional  article  are  appli- 
cable to  the  pay  and  allowance  of  the  staff. 

Art.  IX.  The  military  hospital  ships  remain  under  martial 
law  in  all  that  concerns  their  stores ;  they  become  the  property 
of  the  captor,  but  the  latter  must  not  divert  them  from  their 
special  appropriation  during  the  continuance  of  the  war. 

Art.  X.  Any  merchantman,  to  whatever  nation  she  may  be- 
long, charged  exclusively  with  removal  of  sick  and  wounded, 
is  protected  by  neutrality,  but  the  mere  fact,  noted  on  the  ship's 
books,  of  the  vessel  having  been  visited  by  an  enemy's  cruiser, 
renders  the  sick  and  wounded  incapable  of  serving  during  the 
continuance  of  the  war.  The  cruiser  shall  even  have  the  right 
of  putting  on  board  an  officer  in  order  to  accompany  the  con- 
voy, and  thus  verify  the  good  faith  of  the  operation. 

If  the  merchant  ship  also  carries  a  cargo,  her  neutrality  will 
still  protect  it,  provided  that  such  cargo  is  not  of  a  nature  to  be 
confiscated  by  the  belligerents. 

The  belligerents  retain  the  right  to  interdict  neutralized  ves- 
sels from  all  communication,  and  from  any  course  which  they 
may  deem  prejudicial  to  the  secrecy  of  their  operations.  In 
urgent  cases  special  conventions  may  be  entered  into  between 
commanders-in-chief,  in  order  to  neutralize  temporarily  and  in 
a  special  manner  the  vessels  intended  for  the  removal  of  the 
sick  and  wounded. 

Art.  XI.  Wounded  or  sick  sailors  and  soldiers,  when  em- 
barked, to  whatever  nation  they  may  belong,  shall  be  protected 
and  taken  care  of  by  their  captors. 

Their  return  to  their  own  country  is  subject  to  the  provisions 
of  Article  VI.  of  the  Convention,  and  of  the  additional  Article 
V. 


Abt.  Xn.  The  distinctive  flag  to  be  used  with  the  national 
flag,  in  order  to  indicate  any  vessel  or  boat  which  may  claim 
the  benefits  of  neutrality,  in  virtue  of  the  principles  of  this 
Convention,  is  a  white  flag  with  a  red  cross.  The  belligerents 
may  exercise  in  this  respect  any  mode  of  verification  which 
they  may  deem  necessary. 

Military  hospital  ships  shall  be  disting^shed  by  being  painted 
white  outside,  with  green  strake. 

Abt.  XTTT.  The  hospital  ships  which  are  equipped  at  the  ex- 
pense of  the  aid  societies,  recognized  by  the  governments  signing 
this  Convention,  and  which  are  furnished  with  a  commission 
emanating  from  the  sovereign,  who  shall  have  given  express 
authority  for  their  being  fitted  out,  and  with  a  certificate  from 
the  proper  naval  authority  that  they  have  been  placed  under 
his  control  during  their  fitting  out  and  on  their  final  departure, 
and  that  they  were  then  appropriated  solely  to  the  purpose  of 
their  missipn,  shall  be  considered  neutral,  as  well  as  the  whole 
of  their  staff.  They  shall  be  recognized  and  protected  by  the 
belligerents. 

They  shall  make  themselves  known  by  hoisting,  together  with 
their  national  fiag,  the  white  fiag  with  a  red  cross.  The  dis* 
tinctive  mark  of  their  staff,  while  performing  their  duties,  shall 
be  an  armlet  of  the  same  colors.  The  outer  painting  of  these 
hospital  ships  shall  be  white,  with  red  strake. 

These  ships  shall  bear  aid  and  assistance  to  the  wounded  and 
wrecked  beUigerents,  without  distinction  of  nationality. 

They  must  take  care  not  to  interfere  in  any  way  with  the 
movements  of  the  combatants.  During  and  after  the  battle 
they  must  de  their  duty  at  their  own  risk  and  peril. 

The  belligerents  shall  have  the  right  of  controlling  and  visit- 
ing them;  they  wiU  be  at  liberty  to  refuse  their  assistance,  to 
order  them  to  depart,  and  to  detain  them  if  the  exigencies  of 
the  case  require  such  a  step. 

The  wounded  and  wrecked  picked  up  by  these  ships  cannot  be 
reclaimed  by  either  of  the  combatants,  and  they  will  be  re- 
quired not  to  serve  during  the  continuance  of  the  war. 

Abt.  XrV.  In  naval  wars  any  strong  presumption  that  either 
belligerent  takes  advantage  of  the  benefits  of  neutrality,  with 
any  other  view  than  the  interest  of  the  sick  and  wounded,  gives 
to  the  other  belhgerent,  until  proof  to  the  contrary,  the  right 
of  suspending  the  Convention,  as  regards  such  belligerent. 
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Should  this  presumption  become  a  certainty,  notice  may  be 
given  to  such  belligerent  that  the  Convention  is  suspended  with 
regard  to  him  during  the  whole  continuance  of  the  war. 

Art.  XV.  The  present  Act  shall  be  drawn  up  in  a  single 
original  copy,  which  shall  be  deposited  in  the  Archives  of  the 
Swiss  Confederation. 

The  additional  articles  have  been  acceded  to  by  the  United 
States,  and  signed  on  behalf  of  Great  Britain,  Austria,  Baden, 
Bavaria,  Belgium,  Denmark,  France,  Netherlands,  North  Ger- 
many, Sweden  and  Norway,  Switzerland,  Turkey,  and  Wiir- 
temberg,  but  will  not  acquire  full  force  and  effect  as  an  inter- 
national treaty  until  the  exchange  of  the  ratifications  thereof 
between  the  several  contracting  states  shall  have  been  effected. 

II— The  foregoing  convention  and  additional  articles  are  pub- 
lished by  order  of  the  President,  who  commands  that  the  original 
convention  and  the  first  five  of  the  additional  articles  shall  form 
part  of  the  **  Instructions  for  the  Government  of  Armies  of  the 
United  States  in  the  Field,"  as  published  in  General  Orders,  No. 
100, 1863,  from  this  office.

The  Subsistence  Department  will  purchase  (at  the  in- 
voice price  of  the  last  lot  of  the  article  received  by  the  officer 
making  the  purchase  prior  to  the  first  day  of  the  month  in  which 
the  purchase  is  made)  such  sound  and  well-conditioned  articles 
of  the  ration  (fresh  beef,  vegetables,  and  bread  excepted)  saved 
by  companies,  hospitals,  bakeries,  or  other  organizations,  as  the 
officers  in  charge  thereof  may  desire  to  sell  to  the  Department. 
Savinf;s  or  sales  of  fresh  beef  after  issue  to  the  troops  are  pro- 
hibited. 

Payments  for  savings  will  be  made  to  the  actual  commanders 
of  companies,  officers  in  charge  of  hospitals,  bakeries,  &c.,  by 
any  officer  performing  duty  in  the  Subsistence  Department  hav- 
ing funds  for  the  purpose — preferably,  and  always  when  prac- 
ticable, by  the  officer  who  takes  up  the  stores,  and  in  the  month 
in  which  he  accoimts  for  them. 

Vouchers  for  the  purchase  of  savings  will  be  made  in  the 
name  of  the  organization  to  which  they  belong,  and  will  be  in 
duplicate  (on  Form  No.  16,  or  preferably,  whenever  practicable, 
on  Form  No.  16  a)  when  the  purchasing  officer  pays  for  them  in 
the  same  month  in  which  he  takes  them  up  on  his  return.  The 
articles  and  quantities  on  these  vouchers  (totals  only  in  the 
case  of  Form  16  a)  will  be  entered  on  the  abstract  of  purchases 
(Form  No.  5)  for  the  month,  and  the  vouchers  will  accompany 
the  copy  of  the  abstract  ffied  with  the  accoimt  current. 

If  the  savings  are  not  paid  for  in  the  month  in  which  pur- 
chased, quadruplicate  vouchers  (Form  No.  16)  will  be  made 
out — one  set,  without  receipts,  to  accompany  the  Return  of 
Subsistence  Stores  for  the  month.

980.  Inspection  reports  of  condemned  property  will  be  made 
in  quadruplicate  on  the  blank  inventory  and  inspection  reports 
furnished  for  that  purpose,  each  complete  in  itself  and  showing 
fully  the  action  of  the  inspector.  If  all  articles  inspected  are 
found  to  have  no  money  value  at  or  near  the  place,  and  are  de- 
stroyed by  the  order  and  in  the  presence  of  the  inspector,  one  of 
the  quadruplicates  will  be  forwarded,  by  him,  to  the  headquar- 
ters of  the  department,  one  to  the  Inspector  General's  Office, 
Washington,  D.  C,  and  the  other  two  delivered  to  the  respon- 
sible officer.  In  other  cases  all  of  the  set  will  be  forwarded  to 
department  headquarters  for  orders  as  to  final  disposition  of  the 
property. 

983.  Orders  for  the  final  disposition  of  condemned  property 
will  be  indorsed,  by  the  proper  authority,  on  the  inspection  re- 
ports—each of  the  quadruplicates  being  made  complete  in  itself. 
One  of  the  set  will  be  forwarded  to  the  chief  of  the  staff  depart- 
ment to  which  thfe  property  belongs,  one  to  the  Inspector  Gen- 
eral's Office,  Washington,  D.  C,  and  two  to  the  officer  account- 
able therefor.

The  amount  to  be  paid  to,  or  received 
from,  each  organization  withdrawing  from,  or  joining,  the  ex- 
change shall  be  based  upon  the  estimate  of  the  disinterested 
officer,  provided  the  same  is  approved  by  the  post  commander ; 
otherwise  it  will  be  fixed  by  the  department  commander. 

III. -Funds  of  a  post  exchange,  although  not  public  money» 
^within  the  meaning  of  sections  5488,  5490,  and  5492  of  the  Re- 
vised Statutes,  are  entrusted  to  oMcers  of  the  Army  in  their 
official  capacity i  and  their  misapplication  is  punishable  under 
the  Articles  of  War. ,  When  practicable,  such  part  of  them  as  i» 
not  required  for  immediate  use  should  be  deposited  in  bank. 
The  deposits  will  be  made  to  indicate  clearly  that  the  funds  per- 
tain to  the  exchange,  and  not  to  the  private  account  of  the  de- 
positor.

The  director  of  the  sub-school  for  cavalry  shall  be  the  senior  of- 
ficer of  cavalry  present  next  to  the  commauiiing  officer  of  the 
school ;  the  director  of  the  sub-school  for  light  artillery  shall  be 
the  senior  officer  of  artillery  present. 

2.  The  commanding  officer  of  the  school  shall  be  the  colonel 
of  the  cavalry  regiment,  and  in  his  absence  the  senior  officer  of  * 
cavalry  or  artillery  present. 

3.  The  school  staff  shall  consist  of  the  commanding  officer 
and  all  the  field  officers  of  cavalry  and  artillery  present,  and 
the  adjutant  of  the  cavalry  regiment  shall  be  secretary  of  the 
school. 

4.  The  school  shall  at  all  times  be  governed  by  the  rules  of 
discipline  prescribed  for  all  military  posts  and  by  the  regulations 
of  the  school. 

5.  The  organization  of  the  cavalry  command  will,  as  far  as 
practicable,  be  complete  within  itself  for  all  purposes  of  admin- 
istration and  instruction.  In  like  manner  the  'organization  of 
the  artillery  command  will  be  complete  within  itself  for  like  pur- 
poses. 

6.  The  principal  object  of  this  school  is  instruction  in  the  com- 
bined operations  of  cavalry  and  light  artillery,  and  this  object 
should  be  kept  steadily  in  view. 

7.  One-half  of  each  instruction  year  shall  be  devoted  by  each 
sub-school  to  instruction  in  the  special  duties  of  its  own  arm 
with  the  addition  of  signaling  with  the  flag,  torch,  and  helio- 
graph, and,  if  practicable,  military  telegi'aphy. 

8.  The  second  half  of  each  school  year  shall  be  devoted  to  the 
field  work  and  exercises  of  the  two  arms,  cavalry  and  artillery 
combined. 


9.  Preparatory  to  the  work  of  instruction  in  each  year,  the 
school  staff  herein  provided  for  shall  prepare  a  full  scheme  for 
the  course  of  instuction  to  be  followed  that  year  for  the  sub- 
school  and  for  the  school  of  both  arms  combined. 

10.  At  the  close  of  the  instruction  year  the  director  of  each 
sub-school  shall  submit  to  the  commanding  officer  of  the  Cav- 
alry and  Light  Artillery  School  an  annual  report  of  the  progress 
and  wants  of  his  sub-school^  and  the  commanding  officer  shall 
in  like  manner  submit  a  like  report  to  the  Commanding  General 
of  the  Army. 

11.  The  Cavalry  and  Light  Artillery  School  shall  be  under  the 
immediate  orders  of  the  Commanding  General  of  the  Army,  but 
shall  be  subject  to  inspection  by  the  department  commander, 
and  in  emergencies  the  troops  belonging  to  the  school  shall  also 
be  subject  to  his  orders.

staff, north  23P  48^  west ;  center  of  Pensacola  Navy  Yard  chimney,  north  88^ 
2y  east ;  western  salient  of  Fort  Pickens,  south  9P  W  west);  thence  north  8^ 
4Slt  west,  one  thousand  tin'ee  liundred  one  and  four-tenths  (1,801^)  feet  to  a

fq>nr  (7,854)  feet ;  thence  north  76P  east,  four  thousand  and  ninety-two  (4,00d) 
feet ;  thenoe  south  14°  east,  two  thousand  one  hundred  and  ninety-four  and 
one-half  (S,194|)  feet  to  the  shore  of  Pensacola  Bay,  the  ends  and  directiona 
of  the  courses  on  the  western  boundary  being  marked  by  condemned  iron 
artillery  axles ;  thence  eastward  along  said  sOiore  to  the  place  of  beginning.

Troop  L  (Indian)  1st  Regiment ;  Troop  L  (Indian)  6th  Regi- 
ment; and  Troops  B  and  K,  7th  Regiment,  with  their  horses 
and  equipments,  to  Fort  Sheridan,  Illinois.  The  movements  by 
rail,  with  such  marching  as  may  be  necessary,  to  commence 
about  June  1,  or  as  soon  thereafter  as  the  Quartermaster  Gen- 
eral shall  have  reported  accommodations  at  Fort  Sheridan  in 
readiness. 

Troop  F,  7th  Regiment,  to  Fort  Myer,  Virginia.  The  move- 
ment, by  rail,  to  take  place  about  April  1.

Plattsburg  Barracks.  The  movements  to  be  in  detachments, 
and  by  rail,  with  such  marching  as  may  be  necessary.

The  movements,  by  rail,  to  commence  when  re- 
lieved by  companies  of  the  9th  and  21st  Regiments. 

Headquarters  and  five  companies  of  the  21st  Regiment  from 
the  Department  of  the  Platte  to  the  Department  of  the  East — 
headquarters  and  three  companies  to  Fort  Niagara,  and  two^ 
under  the  major,  to  Fort  Porter.  The  companies  to  be  desig- 
nated by  the  commanding  general  Department  of  the  Platte 
after  consultation  with  the  regimental  commander.  The  move- 
ments, to  commence  May  1,  to  be  in  detachments,  as  may  be 
most  convenient  and  economical,  and  by  rail,  with  such  march- 
ing to  rail  stations  as  may  be  necessary. 

The  lieutenant  colonel  and  remaining  companies  of  the  regi- 
ment will  continue  in  the  Department  of  the  Platte  until  further 
orders,  and  pending  the  designation  of  their  future  stations, 
with  suitable  accommodations,  in  the  Department  of  the  East. 

•HI- -All  enlisted  men  who  have  six  months,  or  less,  to  serve, 
and  who  do  not  intend  to  re-enlist,  will  be  left  at  their  present 
stations  to  be  transferred  or  attached  to  organizations  thereat, 
or  to  arrive. 

IV— The  respective  department  commanders  wiU,  through 
concert  of  action,  give  such  additional  directions  as  may  be 
necessary;  arrange  all  further  details  with  due  regard  to  econ- 
omy and  the  comfort  of  officers  and  men;  and  direct  the  transfer 
of  the  enlisted  men  hereby  authorized  and  ordered. 
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V-.As  far  as  practicable  all  regimental,  company,  and  the 
authorized  allowance  of  officers'  baggage  will  be  shipped  by  rail 
from  initial  points  to  the  new  stations  of  the  different  detach- 
ments of  each  regiment. 

VI..Conimanding  officers  will  see  to  it  that  the  property  to 
be  transported  is  confined  to  the  lowest  possible  limit,  and  that 
all  surplus  or  unserviceable  property  is  transferred  to  the  proper 
officer  at  the  station  from  which  the  troops  are  ordered.  En 
route  to  their  new  stations  troops  and  companies  will,  as  to  am- 
munition, take  only  the  amount  usually  carried  on  the  person 
of  the  soldier. 

yiI..The  transportation  required  by  this  order,  after  due  pro- 
posals from  the  lines  interested,  will  be  furnished  by  the  Quar- 
termaster's Department,  and  the  cost  of  each  movement  reported 
to  the  Quartermaster  General  as  soon  as  known.

The  following  act  of  Congress  is  published  for  the  informa- 
tion and  government  of  all  concerned : 

An  act  to  amend  an  act  entitled  **An  act  for  the  oonstractiom  of  a  railroad 
and  wagon  bridge  across  the  Mississippi  River  at  South  Saint  Paul,  Minne- 
sota,^^ approved  April  twenty-six,  eighteen  hundred  and  nin^y. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of 
the  United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  That  the 
act  entitled  **An  act  for  the  construction  of  a  railroad  and 
wagon  bridge  across  the  Mississippi  River  at  South  Saint  Paul, 
Minnesota,"  approved  April  twentyndx,  eighteen  hundred  and 
ninety,  as  amended  by  an  act  entitled  **An  act  to  amend  an  act 
entitled  'An  act  for  the  construction  of  a  bridge  at  South  Saint 
Paul,  Minnesota,' *'  approved  February  twenty-fourth,  eighteen 
hundred  and  ninety-one,  be,  and  hereby  is,  amended  as  follows : 

First,  by  striking  out  section  one  of  said  bill  as  amended,  and 
substituting  in  lieu  thereof  the  following : 

''That  the  South  Saint  Paul  Belt  Railroad  Company,  its  suc- 
cessors and  assigns,  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  authorized  to  con- 
struct and  maintain,  at  a  point  suitable  to  the  interest  of  navi- 
gation, a  railroad  bridge,  or  a  combined  railroad,  wagon,  and 
foot-passenger  bridge,  across  the  Mississippi  River  from  a  suit- 
able point  on  its  west  bank,  at  or  near  the  city  of  South  Saint 
Paul,  in  the  State  of  Minnesota,  and  within  the  limits  of  section 
two,  township  twenty-seven,  range  twenty-two  west,  to  a  cor- 
responding point  on  its  east  bank,  and  to  lay  on  or  over  said 
bridge  a  railroad  track  or  tracks  for  the  more  perfect'connec- 
tion  of  any  railroad  or  railroads  that  are  or  shall  be  constructed 
to  said  river,  on  either  or  both  sides  thereof,  at  or  opposite  said 
places,  under  the  limitations  and  conditions  hereinafter  pro- 
vided ;  that  said  bridge  shall  not  interfere  with  the  free  naviga- 
tion of  said  river  beyond  what  is  necessary  to  carry  into  ejffect 
the  rights  and  privileges  hereby  granted ;  and  in  case  of  any 
litigation  arising  from  any  obstruction  or  alleged  obstruction 
to  the  free  navigation  of  said  river,  or  damage  resulting  from 
the  same,  the  cause  may  be  tried  before  the  circuit  court  of  the 
United  States  in  and  for  any  district  in  which  any  portion  of  said 
bridge  or  obstruction  touches ;  said  bridge  may,  at  the  option 
of  the  company  building  the  same,  be  constructed  to  provide 
for  the  passage  of  railroad  trains  alone,  or  for  the  passage  of 


railroad  trains  and  for  the  safe  passage  of  wagons  and  vehicles 
of  all  kinds,  for  the  transit^  of  animals  and  for  foot  passengers, 
all  for  such  reasonable  rates  of  toll  as  may  be  fixed  from  time 
to  time  by  the  Secretary  of  War." 

Second,  by  striking  out  section  seven  of  said  bill  and  substi- 
tuting in  lieu  thereof  the  following,  to  wit : 

'*Seo.  7.  That  this  act  shall  be  null  and  void  if  actual  con- 
struction of  the  bridge  herein  authonzed  be  not  commenced 
within  one  year  and  completed  within  three  years  from  the 
date  of  the  approval  of  these  amendments."

By  direction  of  the  Secretary  of  War  paragraphs  910  and  911 
of  the  Regulations  are  amended  to  read  as  follows : 

910.  No  person  under  the  age  of  twenty-one  years  will  be  en- 
listed or  re-enlisted  without  the  written  consent  of  his  parents 
or  a  legally  appointed  guardian.  Recruiting  officers  must  be 
very  particular  to  ascertain  the  true  age  of  the  recruit ;  if  any 
doubt  exist  as  to  the  applicant's  statement  r^arding  his  age, 
his  oath  will  not  be  taken  as  conclusive  evidence  of  the  fact, 
and  if  he  cannot  furnish  competent  proof  to  support  his  state»- 
ment  he  will  be  rejected.  Boys  between  the  ages  of  sixteen 
and  eighteen  years  will  not  be  enlisted  except  as  musicians  or 
to  learn  music ;  and  then  only  after  their  aptitude  for  such  du- 
ties has  been  duly  ascertained,  and  with  the  approval  of  the 
superintendent  (general,  department  or  regimental),  which  will 
only  be  given  when  the  applicant  is  wanted  to  fill  a  known  va- 
cancy. 

911.  When  minors  present  themselves  for  enlistment  they 
will  be  treated  with  great  candor.  Their  parents  or  guardians 
will  be  found  and  informed  of  the  applications,  that  they  may 
make  objection  or  give  consent.

1.  The  division  will  be  placed  in  charge  of  an  officer  of  the 
Adjutant  General's  Department,  to  be  selected  by  the  Secretary 
of  War. 

%,  In  addition  to  its  other  duties  the  division  will  be  charged 
with — 

(a)  The  collection  and  classification  of  military  information 
of  our  own  and  foreign  countries,  especially  with  respect  to 
armed,  reserved,  and  available  strength,  natural  and  artificial 
means  of  communication  (rivers,  canals,  highways,  and  rail- 
roads); the  manufacture  of  arms,  ammunition,  and  other  war 
material ;  supplies  of  food,  horses,  draft  animals,  &p.,  &c. 

(6)  The  preparation  of  instructions  for  the  guidance  of  officers 
of  the  Army  serving  or  traveling  abroad,  or  acting  as  military 
attach^,  and  the  arrangement  and  digest  of  information  con- 
tained in  their  repcHi». 

(c)  The  issuance  to  the  Army  of  military  maps,  monographs, 
books,'  papers,  and  other  publications,  and  the  dissemination 
of  valuable  information  on  military  subjects  throughout  all 
branches  of  the  service. 

(d)  Correspondence  with  State  authorities  and  militia  officers 
on  questions  affecting  the  organization  and  armament  of  the 
militia  of  the  several  States  and  Territories  and  of  the  District 
of  Columbia,  and  the  reference  to  proper  authority  of  questions 
for  decision  relating  to  tactical  instruction,  discipline,  and  equip- 
ment. 

ifi)  The  preparation  of  instructions  to  the  officers  detailed  by 
the  Secretary  of  War  to  visit  the  several  encampments  of  State 
troops  and  to  witness  the  movements  and  exercises  of  the  mili- 
tia, as  well  as  the  digesting,  arrangement,  and  preservation  of 
all  reports  that  may  be  duly  submitted  by  them. 
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if)  The  study  and  preparation  of  plans  for  the  mobilization 
and  transportation  of  militia  and  volunteers  and  their  diaband- 
ment,  and  for  the  concentration  of  the  military  forces  of  the 
United  States  at  the  various  strategic  points  on  or  near  the 
frontiers  of  the  country. 

8.  The  Division  of  Military  Information  will  also  have  charge 
of  a  museum  to  be  established  for  the  proper  care  and  preserva- 
tion of  such  military  relics  as  are  now  in  the  several  bureaus  of 
the  War  Department,  or  as  may  hereafter  be  obtained. 

4.  The  officer  in  charge  shall  perform  such  other  duties  as  natu- 
rally appertain  to  the  division,  or  as  may  be  hereafter  assigned 
to  him  from  tim:e  to  time  by  the  Secretary  of  War.

By  direction  of  the  Secretary  of  War  the  following  is  pub- 
li^ed  for  the  information  and  guidance  of  all  concerned : 

I.  Enlistments  and  re-enlistments  for  the  Hospital  Corps  wili 
be  made,  as  a  rule,  by  medical  officers  of  the  Army. 

U.  Recruiting  officers  stationed  where  there  is  no  medical  ex- 
aminer of  recruits  may  make  enlistments,  or  re-enlistments,  for 
the  Hospital  Corps  upon  the  written  authority,  in  each  case,  of 
the  Surgeon  General.  In  such  cases  the  recruiting  officer  in 
making  the  required  physical  examination  will  be  guided  by 
*'  Greenleafs  Epitome"  and  such  special  instructions  as  may  be 
issued  by  the  Surgeon  General.  Every  private  thus  enlisted 
from  civil  life  will  be  sent  immediately  to  the  nearest  military 
post  for  a  full  medical  examination.  Should  the  soldier  pan 
satisfactorily  this  examination  he  will  be  forwarded  to  a  com- 
pany of  instruction  at  such  post  as  the  Surgeon  General  may 
designate.  The  necessary  transportation  under  the  provisions 
0^  this  order  wiU  be  obtained  from  the  Quartermaster's  Depart- 
ment. 

III.  The  figure  cards  and  record  of  body-marks  required  by 
paragraph  2,  General  Orders,  No.  33»  of  1889,  from  this  office, 
in  the  cases  of  privates  of  the  Hospital  Corps  enlisted  at  a  re- 
cruiting rendezvous  and  sent  to  a  military  poet  for  medical  ex- 
amination, will  be  prepared  by  the  medical  officer  who  makes 
such  examination. 

IV.  Paragraph  1566  of  the  Regulations  is  revoked,  and  para- 
graph 1561,  as  amended  by  General  Orders,  No.  88,  of  1890,  from 
this  office,  is  further  amended  to  read  as  follows : 

1561.  The  enlistment  papers  of  all  members  of  the  Hospital 
Corps  will  be  executed  in  duplicate.  In  the  6ases  of  privates 
enlisted  from  civil  life  at  a  rendezvous  where  there  is  no  medi- 
co examiner  of  recruits  and  tent  to  the  nearest  military  post 
for  a  full  medical  examination,  the  enlistment  papers  together 
with  the  form  for  physical  examination  will  be  sent  to  the 
proper  post  surgeon,  by  whom  they  will  be  forwarded  to  the 
Surgeon  General ;  the  enlistment  papers  of  all  other  members 
of  the  Hospital  Corps  will  be  forwarded,  with  the  form  for 
physical  examination,  direct  to  the  Surgeon  General,  who  wiU 
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render  to  the  Adjutant  General  a  monthly  recruiting  return  of 
the  Hospital  Corps  accompanied  by  one  of  each  set  of  enlistment 
papers  for  the  month.

JThe  following  order  from  the  War  Department  is  published 
for  the  information  dnd  guidance  of  all  concerned  : 

War  Depabtmemt, 
Washington^  March  96, 1899. 

By  authority  of  the  President  of  the  United  States  dated  March  17, 1893, 
and  under  the  provisions  of  the  first  section  of  the  act  of  Congress  approved 
July  5,  1884,  entitled  ''An  act  to  provide  for  the  disposal  of  abandoned  and 
useless  military  reservations,'^  the  military  reservation  of  Fort  Selden,  New 
Mexico,  declared  by  the  President  November  28, 1870,  is  hereby  transferred 
and  turned  over  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  for  disposition,  as  provided  in 
subsequent  sections  of  the  aforesaid  act,  or  as  may  be  otherwise  provided  by 
law,  the  same  being  no  longer  required  for  military  piu'poses. 

The  said  reservation  embraces  parts  of  sections  1,  2,  8,  4,  and  9 ;  all  of  sec- 
tions 10, 11,  12, 13, 14,  and  15 ;  parts  of  sections  16  and  21 ;  all  of  section  22 ; 
and  parts  of  sections  28,  24,  25,  26,  27,  and  28  of  township  21  south,  range  1 
west ;  and  ports  of  sections  6, 7,  and  18  of  township  21  south,  range  1  east  of 
New  Mexico  principal  meridian ;  contains  15  square  miles  and  13.7381  acres, 
and  is  embraced  in  the  following-described  boundaries,  to  wit : 

Commencing  at  a  point  13  feet  due  north  of  the  flagstaff  of  the  post,  marked 
by  a  stone  on  which  is  cut  "  In.  Point,  U.  S.  Mil.  Res.,  etc.,''  from  thence  due 
north  2  mUes  to  the  point  of  beginning ;  thence  due  east  2  miles ;  thence 
due  south  2  miles  and  40.0d5  chains ;  thence  south  G5P  W  west,  1  mile  and 
90.59  chains  to  a  point  on  the  left  bank  of  the  Rio  Grande ;  thence  along  and 
down  the  said  left  bank  to  a  point  2  miles  south  and  2  miles  and  4.751  chains 
east  of  the  initial  point  to  the  southeast  comer ;  thence  due  west  4  mUes  and 
4.7^1  chains  to  the  southwest  comer ;  thence  due  north  4  miles ;  thence  due 
east  2  miles  to  the  point  of  beginning.  (The  points  of  the  compass  are  true 
and  not  magnetic ;  the  variation  12°  89^  east.)

By  direction  of  the  Secretary  of  War  the  following  opinion 
of  the  Attorney  Qeneral  is  published  to  the  Army  for  the  infor- 
mation and  guidance  of  all  concerned :

8iB:  By  letter  of  December  0, 1891,  the  then  acting  Secretary  oC  War  re- 
quested the  answer  of  the  Attorney  General  to  the  following  question : 

'*  Does  the  act  entitled  'An  act  to  promote  the  administration  of  justice  in 
the  Army/  approved  October  1, 18Q0  (26  Stats.,  648),  give  the  reviewing  officer 
power  to  mitigate  or  to  approve  a  part  and  disapprove  a  part  of  a  sentence 
of  a  summary  court  ?  ^* 

The  act  referred  to  provides  that  hereafter,  in  time  of  peace,  all  offenses 
cognizable  before  a  garrison  or  regimental  court-martial  shall,  within  twenty- 
four  hours  from  tbe  time  of  the  arrest  of  tiie  offender,  be  submitted  to  a  sum- 
mary court,  consisting  of  the  line  officers  second  in  command  at  the  poet  or 
station  ot  the  accused,  which  court  is  to  bave  power  after  hearing  the  case  to 
adjudge  the  punishment  to  be  infficted.  No  sentence  adjudged  by  aaid  sum- 
mary court  is  to  be  executed  imtil  it  shall  have  been  approved  by  the  post  or 
ether  commander.  It  is  provided  that  any  enlisted  man  brought  befcnie  such 
'court  may  have  a  trial  by  court-martial  on  request,  as  a  matter  of  right.  II 
win  be  observed  that  this  section  doe^  not  repa^  articles  81,  83,  88,  et  seg., 
providing  for  regimental  and  garrison  courts-martial,  or  article  104,  providing 
that  no  sentence  of  a  court-martial  shall  be  carried  into  execution  until  the 
whole  proceeding  be  approved  by  the  officer  ordering  the  court,  or  by  the 
officer  commanding  for  the  time  being ;  or  that  part  of  article  112,  providing 
that  every  officer  commanding  a  regiment  or  garrison  in  wfaldh  a  regimental 
or  garrison  court-martial  may  be  held,  shall  have  power  to  pardon  or  mitigate 
any  punishment  which  such  court  may  adjudge.  The  summary  court  pro- 
vided in  the  act  of  October  1, 1890,  is  merely  a  substitute  for  the  garrison  or 
r^lmental  cocfrt-martlal.  The  accused  may  still,  as  a  matter  of  right,  have 
Ids  trial  by  court-martial,  in  which  case  he  will  enjoy  the  benefit  of  article  104 
and  article  112.  There  is,  however,  no  provision  in  the  new  act,  approved 
October  1, 1890,  by  which  the  power  of  pardon  or  mitigation  is  given  to  the 
commanding  officer  of  tbe  post,  nor  is  there  ansrthing  in  the  act  which  extends 
artide  112  so  that  it  shall  apply  to  convictions  by  the  siinunary  court.  The 
power  of  pardon  is  vested  by  the  Constitution  in  the  President,  and  in  the 
absence  of  special  provision  to  the  contrary  it  must  there  remain.  It  is  a 
power  the  existence  of  which  cannot  rest  on  mere  implication,  but  must  be 
expressly  conferred. 

Bat  it  is  said  that  the  power  to  approve  includes  power  to  partially  approve 
and  partially  disapprove,  and  so  to  mitigate  sentences.  The  language  of  the 
act  as  to  approval  is  as  follows : 

**There  shall  be  a  summary  court  record  book  or  docket  kept  at  each  mill- 
taiy  post,  and  in  the  field  at  the  headquarters  of  the  command,  in  which  shall 
beentered  a  record  of  all  cases  heard  and  determined,  and  the  action  had 
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thereon,  and  no  sentenoe  adjud^^  by  said  summary  court  shall  be  executed 
until  it  shall  have  been  approved  by  the  post  or  other  commander/' 

What  is  the  nature  of  this  power  and  duty  of  approval  in  the  commanding 
officer  ?   An  examination  into  its  derivation  will  be  of  assistance. 

We  derived  both  our  common  law  and  our  military  law  from  England. 
And  to  that  country's  history  we  may  properly  look  for  the  origin  of  the  prin- 
ciples and  procediu'e  in  both.  From  Clode's  Military  Law  (Eng.),  Chap.  VII, 
par.  6,  page  145,  we  learn  that— 

*'The  original  intention  of  interposing  the  authority  of  the  Crown,  as  con- 
firming officer  before  a  court-martial  sentence  was  carried  into  execution, 
was  assuredly  one  of  mercy.  Militaiy  tribunals  were  (then,  at  any  rate,  if 
not  now)  prone  to  severity,  and  hence  the  attribute  of  mercy  was  secured  to 
the  criminal.'*^ 

And  in  support  of  this  view  the  high  authority  of  Ijord  Chancellors  Hard- 
wicke  and  Talbot  is  cited.  In  their  reports  to  King  George  II  (Reports  of  the 
Law  Officers  to  George  II,  Vol.  1, 610-590),  they  say  (page  510): 

**  Though  it  is  provided  that  the  sentence  of  any  general  court-martial  shall 
not  be  put  in  execution  until  report  be  made  of  the  whole  proceedings  to  his 
Majesty  or  the  general  commanding  in  chief,  and  his  directions  are  signifled 
thereupon:  yet  we  conceive  that  was  only  to  give  his  Majesty  an  opportunity 
of  extending  his  royal  mercy  by  pardon  or  reprieve. '^ 

And  again  (page  514) : 

"  According  to  the  principles  of  the  law  of  England,  the  King  personally 
never  gives  judgment,  especiiUly  of  punishment ;  for  mercy  is  his  proper  act.^' 

No  revisory  power  over  the  trial  and  sentence  of  criminals  by  common-law 
courts  in  England,  exists,  except  that  which  is  exercised  by  the  Crown, 
through  the  Home  Office,  by  way  of  pardon.    The  power  of  pardoning  mili- 
tary offenders  was  used  for  the  same  purpose  and  led  to  distinctions  between 
its  exercise  as  a  revisory. power  and  as  an  act  of  pure  mercy  and  grace.    The 
confirming  or  approving  of  the  sentence  of  the  court-martial  became  a  revis- 
ion of  the  proceedings  like  that  of  an  appellate  court.    The  pardoning  and 
mitigating  power  remained  to  be  exercised  on  different  grounds,  resting 
wholly  in  the  arbitrary  discretion  of  the  pardon  ing  power.    If  this  is  the  true 
derivation  of  oiu:  present  system  of  milita  ry  procedure,  then  certain  conclu- 
sions must  follow  which  make  easy  the  2uiswer  to  the  question  here  under 
discussion.    The  fact  tiiat  the  power  of  the  Crown  over  sentences  of  courts- 
martial  is  divided  into  approving,  pardoning,  or  mitigating,  is  strc>ng  evidence 
that  neither  includes  the  others.    The  power  of  approval  is  strictly  a  revi- 
sory power.    In  the  consideration  of  the  vaUdity  of  a  sentence,  therefore,  the 
approving  authority  would  be  limited  to  an  examination  of  the  power  of  the 
court  to  impose  the  sentence  and  the  legality  of  the  proceedings  upon  which 
it  was  founded.    It  would  seem  to  be  contrary  to  generally  accepted  ideas  of 
a  legal  review  of  the  proceedings  of  a  lower  court  that  the  revising  authority 
should  be  enabled  to  pass  upon  and  modify  a  simple  exercise  of  discretion  in 
the  lower  tribunal.    Within  the  limits  of  the  punishment  provided  by  law, 
the  discretion  of  the  sentencing  court  is  complete  to  affix  such  penalties  as  it 
sees  fit.    At  least,  a  revisory  jurisdiction  could  not  do  more  than  to  set  aside 
the  sentence  altogether  for  an  abuse  of  discretion.    It  could  not  make  a  new 
tence.    Whether  the  approving  officer  might  disapprove  an  illegal  and 
^ate  part  of  the  sentence,  and  order  the  enforcement  of  the  remainder* 
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is  a  question  not  before  us,  but  it  would  seem  clear  on  principle  that  where 
there  is  no  invalidity  in  tne  sentence,  any  modification  of  it  by  the  confirm- 
ing authority,  by  lessening  its  severity,  is  an  exercise  of  the  pardoning  or 
mitigating  power,  and  not,  properly  speaking,  an  approval  or  disapprovaL 

The  conclusion  reached  is  supported  by  tiie  decision  of  the  present  acting 
Judge  Advocate  General,  and  would  seem  to  follow  from  a  decision  of  Gen- 
eral Hancock  in  1874,  approved  by  the  then  Judge  Advocate  General,  upon 
the  right  of  the  approving  authority  to  so  modify  an  illegal  sentence  as  to 
bring  it  within  the  power  of  the  court-martial.  (Ives'  Military  Law,  page 
184.) 

The  summary-court  act  is  a  substitute  for  poet  and  regimental  ooarts-mar* 
tial,  and  offenders  may  or  may  not  submit  themselves  to  its  jurisdiction.  The 
Articles  of  War,  as  we  have  seen,  expressly  give  to  the  officer  convening  the 
courts-martial  not  only  the  approving,  but  also  the  pardoning  and  the  miti- 
gating power.  The  summary-court  act  gives  to  the  commanding  officer  only 
(he  approving  power.  This  may  have  been  a  mere  cctsua  omtMiM,  but  there 
is  nothing  which  entitles  us  to  so  regard  it.  On  the  contrary,  it  must  be 
taken  as  strong  evidence  of  the  purpose  of  Congress  to  withhold  from  the 
commanding  officer,  in  case  of  summaiy-court  coAvictions,  the  pardoning 
and  mitigating  power.  Following  the  distinctions  heretofore  pointed  out, 
therefore,  it  must  be  concluded  that  the  act  entitled  "  An  act  to  promote  the 
administration  of  justice  in  the  Army,"  approved  October  1, 1890  (96  Stats., 
M8),  does  not  "give  the  reviewing  officer  power  to  mitigate  or  to  approve  and 
disapprove  a  part  of  a  sentence  of  a  summary  courf  where  the  sentence 
was  within  the  power  of  the  court-martial  to  impose.

By  direction  of  the  Secretary  of  War,  paragraph  301  of  the 
Regulations,  as  amended  by  General  Orders,  No.  38,  March  28, 
1890,  and  General  Orders,  No.  78,  September  14, 1891,  from  this 
office,  is  further  amended  to  read  ad  follows : 

301.  Every  financial  transaction  of  which  a  company  is  capa- 
ble shall  appear  in  itemized  form  in  the  report  of  the  company 
fund,  which  shall  consist  of  the  gross  amount  of  all  moneys  re- 
ceived from  the  following  sources : 

First.  Tax  on  post  trader  when  a  band  is  not  maintained  (para- 
graphs 285,  353). 

Second.  Bakery  fund  (paragraph  295). 

Third.  Sale  of  surplus  garden  products  (paragraph  319). 

Fourth.  Post  Exchange  profits  (paragraph  341). 

Fifth.  Savings  arising  from  an  economical  use  of  the  ration* 

Sixth.  Board  of  citizens  from  company  rations. 

Seventh.  Sale  of  kitchen  refuse. 

Eighth.  Sale  of  animals  or  fowls  belonging  to  the  company. 

Ninth.  Voluntary  contributions  from  whatever  source. 

Tenth.  Gross  receipts  from  the  company  amusement-room. 

Eleventh.  Sale  of  articles  purchased  under  the  fifth,  sixth, 
seventh,  and  eighth  heads  as  hereafter  authorized. 

The  company  fund  will  be  kept  in  the  hands  of  the  company 
commander  and  will  be  disbursed  by  him  for  the  following  pur- 
poses : 

First.  For  food,  or  anything  to  produce  food,  for  the  improve- 
ment of  the  soldiers'  table-fare. 

Second.  For  aprons  and  jackets  necessary  in  the  company 
kitchen  and  mess-room. 

Third.  For  dish-towels,  insect  and  vermin  destroying  prepara- 
tions, knife-brick,  and  other  substances  necessary  for  the  cleans- 
ing of  kitchen  and  mess  ware. 

Fourth.  For  extra  compensation  to  head  cook. 

Fifth.  For  the  various  things  necessary  to  establish  and  con- 
duct an  amusement-room,  and  to  keep  its  resources  in  repair. 

Sixth.  For  outdoor  games  and  appurtenances  of  athletic 
sports. 

Seventh.  For  books. 

Eighth.  For  kitchen,  mess,  and  barrack  furniture  in  addition 
to  such  as  is  issued  by  the  Quartermaster's  Department. 


Expenditures  under  the  fifth,  sixth,  seventh,  and  eighth  heads 
shall  not  exceed  the  amount  received  under  the  ninth,  tenth, 
and  eleventh  heads  heretofore  specified.  Money  advanced  by 
individuals  to  establish  an  amusement-room  will  be  regarded 
as  a  voluntary  loan,  and  taken  up  as  such  on  the  account-cur- 
rent ;  reimbursement  therefor  will  be  made  exclusively  from 
profits  or  sale  of  fixtures  of  the  amusement-room,  and  will  be 
appropriately  entered  on  the  account-current  as  an  expenditure. 

The  funds  of  detachments,  and  bands  having  a  separate  mess, 
will  be  regarded  as  company  funds  and  administered  accord- 
ingly.

In  consequence  of  the  recent  adoption  of  new  Drill  Regulations 
for  the  Cavalry,  Light  Artillery,  and  Infantry  of  the  Army, 
during  the  period  of  the  current  year  to  he  given  to  practical 
instruction  in  tactics  and  other  military  exercises,  as  required 
by  paragraphs  218  and  219,  Army  Regulations,  thorough  instruc- 
tion in  the  new  Regulations  will  be  coupled  with  critical  exami- 
nation of  their  practical  working,  with  a  view  to  the  determi- 
nation of  any  errors  which  ought  to  be  corrected. 

Department  conmianders  will  so  regulate  the  portion  of  time 
to  be  given  to  the  drills  of  each  character  as  to  cover,  as  far  as 
practicable,  the  entire  scope  of  the  new  Regulations.  They  are 
authorized  for  this  purpo$e  to  unite  the  garrisons  of  different 
posts,  so  far  as  niay  be  done  by  marching  without  cost  for  trans- 
portation. 

For  the  purposes  of  instruction  of  the  troops  of  each  garrison, 
as  well  as  those  of  combined  garrisons,  the  troops  will,  as  far  as 
practicable,  be  formed  into  battalions  and  squadrons  each  imder 
the  command  of  a  field  officer,  or  the  senior  officer  of  the  arm 
present  for  duty.  Wherever  the  carrison  is  not  large  enough 
for  this  purpose,  the  commandmg  officer  will  take  personal 
command  of  the  troops  of  his  own  arm,  while  the  troops  of  any 
other  arm  at  the  post  shall  be  under  the  personal  command  of 
the  senior  officer  of  that  arm  present. 

Department  commanders  are  authorized  to  designate  either 
regimental  commanders,  or,  when  desirable,  other  senior  offi- 
cers of  infantry  or  cavalry,  to  witness,  inspect,  and  report  upon 
the  instruction  of  the  several  garrisons  under  their  conmiand, 
with  a  view  to  informing  the  Commanding  General,  at  the  close 
of  the  current  year,  of  all  that  may  be  required  for  more  thorough 
instruction  of  the  Army  during  the  ensuing  year. 

The  commanding  officers  of  companies,  troops,  and  battalions 
should  be  given  as  great  freedom  in  the  instruction  of  their 
respective  commands  as  is  consistent  with  efficient  direction, 
supervision,  and  inspection  by  higher  commanding  officers,  the 
purpose  being  to  develop,  in  officers  of  all  grades,  that  capacity 
for  independent  action  which  is  essential  to  the  exercise  of  com- 
mand in  time  of  war. '  ^ 

Post  commanders  will  see  that  the  details  for  extra  and  spe- 


cial  duty  are  so  changed,  from  time  to  time,  as  will  give  to  all 
under  their  command  the  necessary  opportunity  for  instruction 
in  the  new  Drill  Regulations,  and  for  this  purpose  the  adminis- 
trative  duties  of  each  post  may,  in  the  discretion  of  command- 
ing officers,  be  performed  during  the  first  or  second  half  of  the 
day  during  the  season  of  practical  instruction,  the  other  half 
being  devoted  entirely  to  military  duties. 

All  commanding  officers  of  infantry,  and  cavalry,  and  light 
artillery  are  invited  to  make  carefully  considered  reports  upon 
the  operation  of  the  new  Eegulations,  with  their  suggestions  of 
amendments  and  their  views  respecting  the  division  of  the  prac- 
tice season  in  such  manner  as  to  obtain  the  most  thorough  in- 
struction in  all  that  is  required  for  efficiency  in  field  service. 

All  post,  regimental,  and  departmental  commanders  will  make 
reports  at  the  end  of  the  season,  showing  fully  the  degree  of  pro- 
ficiency attained  by  the  several  garrisons,  and,  as  far  as  possible, 
by  each  individual  officer  whose  attainments  merit  special  com- 
ment of  any  kind. 

The  officers  of  the  Inspector  (General's  Department,  during

"Sec.  1216.  That  when  any  enlisted  man  of  the  Army  shall  have  distin- 
gmshed  himself  in  the  service,  the  President  may,  at  the  recommendation  of 
the  commanding  officer  of  the  regiment  or  the  chief  of  the  corps  to  which 
such  enlisted  man  belongs,  grant  him  a  certificate  of  merit.'^

there  shall  be  established  and  located  on  said  lands  an  army 
post  of  such  character  and  capacity  as  the  Secretary  of  War 
shall  direct  and  approve ;  and  upon  the  approval  and  accept- 
ance of  said  lands  by  the  Secretary  of  War  for  an  army  post, 
and  in  consideration  of  the  convevance  to  the  United  States  of

said  lands,  all  the  right,  title,  and  interest  of  the  United  States 
in  and  to  the  parcel  of  land  situated  in  said  city,  and  comaionly 
known  as  the  *' Arsenal  grounds,"  and  bounded  on  the  north  by 
Ninth  street,  and  on  the  east  by  McAlmont  street,  and  ou  the 
west  by  the  Quapaw  line,  containing  thirty-six  acres,  more  or 
less,  shall  become  Tested  in  the  city  of  Little  Rock  upon  the 
express  trust  and  condition  that  said  grounds  shall  be  forever 
exclusively  devoted  to  the  uses  and  purposes  of  a  public  park 
for  said  city.

Sir  :  In  pursuance  of  the  provision  of  law  imposing  upon  the  Second  Comp- 
troller the  duty  of  reporting  to  the  Secretary  of  War  the  manner  and  form 
of  keeping  and  stating  the  accounts  of  the  persons  employed  in  the  military 
establishment  (sec.  278,  R.  S.),  I  have  the  honor  to  report  to  you  the  following 
requirements  in  the  matter  of  the  rendition  of  certain  accounts,  with  a  view 
to  their  promulgation  to  all  disbursing  officers  of  the  Engineer,  Quarter- 
master>  and  Subsistence  Departments  of  the  Army : 

All  vouchers  rendered  by  disbursing  officers  or  agents  of  the  Engineer, 
Quarterdaaster,  and  Subsistence  Departments,  for  purchases  or  services  not 
under  contract,  excepting  services  by  the  day  or  month,  must  be  accompa- 
nied by  the  original  bills  for  the  same,  f lumished  by  the  person  from  whom 
the  purchase  was  made  or  by  whom  the  service  was  rendered.  In  case  any 
bill  pertains  to  more  than  one  voucher,  it  should  be  filed  with  the  first  and 
reference  thereto  made  on  each  of  the  others. 

Vouchers  rendered  by  disbursing  officers  or  agents  of  the  Engineer,  Quar- 
termaster, and  Subsistence  Departments,  for  services  by  the  day  or  month, 
should  show  the  inclusive  dates  of  service,  the  time  for  which  payment  is 
made,  and  the  rate  of  pay.

west,  nine  hundred  and  eighty-five  and  one-tenth  (985t^)  feet ;  from  flag  num- 
ber 2  the  southernmost  point  of  the  smaller  island  bears  south  93°  05'  west, 
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iVtCM  at  which  ariioUs  of  Equipage  will  be  charged  in  oa$e  of  lo$$t

Under  Par.  1271  of  the  Begulations,  each  enlisted  man  is  allowed,  for  the  first  year 
of  every  enlistment,  th^sum  of  five  dollars  for  the  purpose  of  having  his  clothing 
altered  and  fitted  to  his  person.  This  sum  is  included  in  the  first  six  months  of  the 
first  year's  aUowanoe  as  published  in  the  accompanying  tables. 

The  annual  money  allowance  of  band  sergeants  and  band  musicians,  authorized  bj. 
Par.  237  of  the  Begulations,  will  be  the  same  as  that  for  company  sergeants  and 
privates  of  the  respective  arms  from  which  they  are  detailed,  emd  such  articles  of  band 
uniforms,  including  music  pouches,  as  do  not  form  part  of  their  annual  clothing  al* 
lowance  to  which  they  are  authorized,  may  be  issued,  but  not  charged  to  them,  except 
in  case  of  loss  or  damage.

The  annual  money  allowance  of  enlisted  men,  retired,  is  three-fourths  of  the  aver* 
age  annual  clothing  allowance  as  prescribed  in  this  order  for  an  enlistment  of  five 
years,  one-twelfth  of  such  amount  to  be  paid  monthly.

Enlisted  men  who,  upon  their  enlistment,  are  ftimished  with  overcoats  having 
different  cape  linings  than  the  arm  of  service  to  which  they  are  finally  assigned,  will 
be  furnished,  without  cost,  with  new  linings,  and  the  sum  of  $1.00  each  for  inserting 
said  linings  will  be  defrayed  by  the  Quartermaster  Department  upon  receipt  of  esti- 
mate of  funds.    (Cir.  No.  6,  H.  Q.  A.,  1886.) 

In  no  case  should  the  Quartermaster  Department  be  put  to  the  expense  of  changing 
any  part  of  the  uniform  by  reason  of  vobtniary  transfer  of  men  from  one  arm  of  the 
service  to  another.^Declsion  Sec.  of  War,  Letter  Feb.  20,  1892.)

Resolved  hy  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United 
Stales  of  America  in  Congress  assembled.  That  all  appropriations 
for  the  necessary  operations  of  the  Government,  and  of  the 
District  of  Columbia,  and  for  the  payment  of  pensions,  under 
existing  laws,  which  shall  remain  unprovided  for  on  the  thir- 
tieth day  of  June,  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-two,  be,  and 
they  are  hereby,  continued  and  made  available  for  a  period  of 
fifteen  days  from  and  after  that  date,  unless  the  regular  appro- 
priations provided  therefor  in  bills  now  pending  in  Congress 
shall  have  been  previously  made  for  the  service  of  the  fiscal 
year  ending  June  thirtieth,  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-three ; 
and  a  sufficient  amount  is  hereby  appropriated,  out  of  any 
money  in  the  Treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated,  to  carry  on 
the  same :  Provided,  That  no  greater  amount  shall  be  expended 
for  such  operations  than  will  be  in  the  same  proportion  to  the 
appropriations  i^or  the  fiscal  year  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety- 
two,  as  fifteen  days'  time  bears  to  the  whole  of  said  fiscal  year : 
Provided  further.  That  the  total  expenditures  for  the  whole  of 
the  fiscal  year  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-three  under  the 
several  appropriations  hereby  continued,  shall  not  exceed  in 
the  aggregate  the  amounts  finally  appropriated  therefor  in  the 
several  bills  now  pending,  except  in  cases  where  a  change  is 
made  in  the  annual,  monthly,  or  per  diem  compensation,  or  in 
the  numbers,  of  officers,  clerks,  or  other  persons  authorized  to 
be  employed  by  the  several  appropriations  hereby  continued,  in 
which  cases  the  amounts  authorized  to  be  expended  shall  equal 
fifteen  three  hundred  and  sixty -fifths  of  the  appropriations  for 
the  fiscal  year  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-two,  and  three  hun- 
dred and  fifty  three  hundred  and  sixty-fifths  of  the  appropria- 
tions contained  in  the  several  bills  now  pending  when  the  same 
shall  have  been  finally  passed,  unless  the  salary  or  compensa- 
tion of  any  office  shall  be  increased  or  diminished  without  chang- 
ing the  grade  or  the  duties  thereof,  in  which  case  such  salary  or 


compensation  shall  relate  to  the  entire  fiscal  year  and  run  from 
the  beginning  thereof.

A  PROCLAMATION. 
To  whom,  it  may  concern : 

Whereas  the  governor  of  the  State  of  Idaho  has  represented  to  me  that 
within  said  State  there  exists  an  insurrection  and  condition  of  domestic  vio- 
lence and  resistance  to  the  laws,  to  meet  and  overcome  which  the  resources 
at  his  command  are  unequal ;  and 

Whereas  he  has  further  represented  that  the  Legislature  of  said  State  is 
not  now  in  session,  and  cannot  be  promptly  convened ;  and 

Whereas,  by  reason  of  said  conditions,  the  said  governor,  as  chief  execu- 
tive of  the  State,  has  called  upon  me,  as  Chief  Executive  of  the  Government 
of  the  United  States,  for  assistance  in  repressing  said  violence  and  restoring 
and  maintaining  the  peace : 

Now,  the]:efore,  I,  Benjamin  Harrison,  President  of  the  United  States,  by 
virtue  of  section  4,  Article  IV,  of  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States,  and  of 
the  laws  of  Congress  enacted  in  pursuance  thereof,  do  hereby  command  all 
persons  engaged  in  said  insurrection  and  in  resistance  to  the  laws  to  imme- 
diately disperse  and  retire  peaceably  to  their  respective  abodes. 

In  witness  whereof,  I  have  hereunto  set  my  hand  and  caused  the  seal  of  tho 
United  States  to  be  affixed. 

Done  at  the  city  of  Washington  this  fifteenth  day  of  July,  in  the  year  of  our 
Lord  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  ninety-two,  and  of  the  Inde- 
pendenoe  of  the  United  States  the  one  hundred  and  sixteenth.

For  pay  for  medical  services  at  posts  where  there  are  no  med- 
ical officers,  fifteen  thousand  dollars ;  for  pay  of  not  exceeding 
one  hundred  hospital  matrons,  twelve  thousand  dollars :  for  pay 
of  not  exceeding  fourteen  veterinary  surgeons,  thirteen  thousand 
eight  hundred  dollars ;  in  all,  forty  thousand  eight  hundred  dol- 
lars. 

For  pay  of  not  exceeding  thirty-eight  paymasters'  clerks,  at 
one  thousand  four  hundred  dollars  each ;  not  exceeding  thirty 
paymasters'  messengers  and  traveling  expenses  of  paymasters' 
clerks  and  expert  accountant  of  the  Inspector-General's  De- 
partment, eighty-four  thousand  two  hundred  dollars  :  Provided, 
That  the  number  of  paymasters'  clerks  shall  be  reduced  one  for 
every  paymaster  reduced  under  the  operations  of  this  act :  Pro- 
vided further.  That  the  maximum  sum  to  be  allowed  paymas- 
ters' clerks,  and  the  expert  accountant  of  the  Inspector-Gren- 
eral's  Department,  when  traveling  on  duty,  shall  be  four  cents 
per  mile,  and  in  addition  thereto,  when  transportation  can  not 
be  furnished  by  the  Quartermaster's  Department,  the  cost  of 
same  actually  paid  by  them,  exclusive  of  parlor-car  or  sleeping- 
care  fare  and  transfers. 

For  compensation  of  reporters  and  witnesses  attending  upon 
courts-martial  and  courts  of  inquiry,  seven  thousand  two  hun- 
dred and  seventy-nine  dollars  and  seventy-eight  cents. 

For  additional  pay  to  officer  in  charge  of  public  buildings  and 
grounds  in  Washington,  District  of  Columbia,  one  thousand 
dollars. 

For  expert  accountant  for  the  Inspector-General's  Depart- 
ment, to  be  appointed  hereafter  in  case  of  vacancy  by  the  »Sec* 
retary  of  War,  two  thousand  five  hundred  dollars. 


For  commutation  of  quarters  to  commissioned  officei*s  on 
duty  without  troops,  at  stations  where  there  are  no  public  quar- 
ters, one  hundred  and  seventy  thousand  dollars :  Provided^ 
That  officers  temporarily  absent  on  duty  in  the  field,  shall  not 
lose  their  right  to  quarters  or  commutation  thereof  at  their 
permanent  station  while  so  temporarily  absent :  And  provided 
further,  That  the  accounting  officers  of  the  Treasury  are  hereby 
authorized  to  credit  disbursing  officers  of  the  Army  with  the 
amount  of  any  such  sums  as  may  have  been  charged  against 
them  on  account  of  payment  of  commutation  of  quarters  to  of- 
ficers temporarily  absent  from  their  permanent  station. 

For  pay  of  a  clerk  attendant  on  the  collection  and  classifica- 
tion of  military  information  from  abroad,  one  thousand  five  hun- 
dred dollars  ;  and  the  officers  detailed  to  obtain  the  same  shall 
be  entitled  to  mileage  and  transportation  and  also  commutation 
of  quarters  while  on  this  duty,  as  provided  when  on  other  duty. 

For  allowance  for  travel,  retained  pay,  clothing  not  drawn, 
and  for  interest  on  deposits,  payable  to  enlisted  men  on  dis- 
charge, eight  hundred  and  seventy-five  thousand  dollars. 

For  additional  pay  to  officer  commanding  the  military  prison 
at  Fort  Leavenworth,  Kansas,  five  hundred  dollars. 

For  mileage  to  officers  when  traveUng  on  duty  without  troops, 
when  authorized  by  law,  not  to  exceed  one  hundred  and  fifty- 
five  thousand  dollars  :  Provided,  That  in  disbursing  this  amount 
the  maximum  sum  to  be  allowed  and  paid  to  an  officer  shall  be 
four  cents  per  mile,  distance  to  be  computed  over  the  shortest 
usually  traveled  routes,  and  in  addition  thereto  the  cost  of  the 
transportation  actually  paid  by  the  officer  over  said  route  or 
routes,  exclusive  of  parlor-car  or  sleeping-car  fare  and  trans- 
fers :  And  provided  further,  That  when  any  officer  so  travel- 
iug  shall  travel  in  whole  or  in  part  on  any  railroad  on  which 
the  troops  and  supplies  of  the  United  States  are  entitled  to  be 
transported  free  of  charge,  or  over  any  of  the  bond-aided  Pa- 
cific railroads,  he  shall  be  allowed  for  himself  only  four  cents 
per  mile  as  a  subsistence  fund  for  every  mile  necessarily  trav- 
eled over  any  such  railroads :  And  provided  further,  That  the 
transportation  furnished  by  the  Quartermaster's  Department  to 
officers  traveling  without  troops  shall  be  limited  to  transporta- 
tion in  kind,  not  including  sleeping  or  parlor  car  accommoda- 
tions, over  free  roads,  over  bond-aided  Pacific  railroads,  and  by 
conveyance  belonging  to  the  said  Department.     Making  in  all,

for  pay  and  general  expenses  of  the  Army,  thirteen  million  two 
hundred  and  ninety -nine  thousand  one  hundred  and  forty-nine 
dollars  and  eighty-two  cents. 

All  the  money  hereinbefore  appropriated  shall  be  disbursed 
and  accounted  for  by  the  Pay  Department  as  pay  of  the  Army, 
and  for  that  purpose  shall  constitute  one  fund. 

The  pay  of  officers  of  the  Army  may  be  withheld  under  sec- 
tion seventeen  hundred  and  sixty-six  of  the  Revised  Statutes 
on  account  of  an  indebtedness  to  the  United  States  admitted  or 
shown  by  the  judgment  of  a  court,  but  not  otherwise  unless 
upon  a  special  order  issued  according  to  the  discretion  of  the 
Secretary  of  War. 

SUBSISTENCE  OF  THE  ARMY. 

For  the  purchase  of  subsistence  supplies  for  issue  as  rations  to 
troops,  civil  employees  when  entitled  thereto,  hospital  matrons, 
military  convicts  at  posts,  prisoners  of  war  (including  Indians 
held  by  the  Army  as  prisoners,  but  for  whose  subsistence  appro- 
priation is  not  otherwise  made),  estimated  for  the  fiscal  year  on 
the  basis  of  ten  million  one  hundred  and  three  thousand  five 
hundred  and  sixty-five  rations  ;  for  sales  to  officers  and  enlisted 
men  of  the  Army  ;  for  authorized  extra  issue  of  candles,  salt 
and  vinegar ;  for  public  animals ;  for  issues  to  Indians  visiting 
military  posts  and  to  Indians  employed  with  the  Army  without 
pay,  as  guides  and  scouts ;  for  payments  for  cooked  rations  for 
recruiting  parties  or  recruits  ;  for  hot  coffee,  baked  beans,  and 
canned  beef  for  troops  traveling  when  it  is  impracticable  to  cook 
their  rations ;  for  scales,  measures,  weights,  utensils,  tools,  sta- 
tionery, blank  books  and  forms,  printing,  advertising,  commer- 
cial newspapers,  use  of  telephones,  office  furniture ;  for  tempo- 
rary buildings,  cellars,  and  other  means  of  protecting  subsistence 
supplies  (when  not  provided  by  the  Quartermaster's  Department): 
for  bake  ovens  at  posts  and  in  the  field  and  repairs  thereof ;  for 
extra  pay  to  enlisted  men  employed  on  extra  duty  in  tlie  Sub- 
sistence Department  for  periods  not  less  than  ten  days  at  rates 
fixed  by  law ;  for  compensation  of  civilians  employed  in  the 
Subsistence  Department,  and  for  other  necessary  expenses  inci- 
dent to  the  purchase,  care,  preservation,  issue,  sale,  and  account- 
ing for  subsistence  supplies  for  the  Army  ;  for  the  payment  of 
the  regulation  allowances  for  commutation  in  lieu  of  rations  to 
enlisted  men  on  furlough,  to  ordnance  sergeants  on  duty  at  un- 


garrisoned  posts,  to  enlisted  men  stationed  at  places  where  ra- 
tions in  kind  can  not  be  economically  issued,  to  enlisted  men 
traveling  on  detached  duty  when  it  is  impracticable  to  carry  ra- 
tions of  any  kind,  to  enlisted  men  selected  to  contest  for  places 
or  prizes  in  the  department,  division,  and  army  rifle  competi- 
tions while  traveling  to  and  from  places  of  contest ;  in  all,  one 
million  seven  hundred  thousand  dollars,  to  be  expended  under 
the  direction  of  the  Secretary  of  War ;  and  not  more  than  one 
hundred  and  ten  thousand  dollars  thereof  shall  be  applied  to  the 
payment  of  civilian  employees  of  the  Subsistence  Department, 
and  hereafter  no  enlisted  man  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  more 
than  one  ration  daily :  Provided,  That  sergeants  of  ordnance 
shall  receive  the  same  allowance  of  clothing  as  other  sergeants 
in  like  staff  Departments. 

quartermaster's  department. 

Regular  supplies  :  For  the  regular  supplies  of  the  Quartermas- 
ter's Department,  consisting  of  stoves  and  lieating  apparatus 
and  repair  and  maintenance  of  the  same,  for  heating  offices, 
hospitals,  and  barracks  and  quarters  :  of  ranges  and  stoves  and 
appliances  for  cooking  and  serving  food  ;  of  fuel  and  lights  for 
enlisted  men,  guards,  hospitals,  storehouses,  and  offices,  and  for 
sales  to  officers ;  for  the  equipments  of  bake  houses  to  carry  on 
post  bakeries ;  for  the  necessary  furniture,  text  books,  paper, 
and  equipments  for  the  post  schools  and  libraries  ;  for  the  table- 
ware and  mess  furniture  for  kitchens  and  mess  halls,  each  and 
all  for  the  enlisted  men  of  the  Army  ;  of  forage  in  kind  for  the 
horses,  mules,  and  oxen  of  the  Quartermaster's  Department  at 
the  several  posts  and  stations  and  with  the  armies  in  the  field, 
including  its  care  and  protection  ;  for  the  horses  of  the  several 
regiments  of  cavalry,  the  batteries  of  artillery,  and  such  com- 
panies of  infantry,  members  of  the  hospital  corps,  and  scouts 
as  may  be  mounted,  and  for  the  authorized  number  of  officers' 
horses,  including  bedding  for  the  animals  ;  of  straw  for  soldiers' 
bedding ;  and  of  stationery,  including  blank  books,  for  the  Quar- 
termaster's Department,  certificates  for  discharged  soldiers, 
blank  forms  for  the  Pay  and  Quartermaster's  Departments,  and 
for  printing  division  and  department  orders  and  reports,  two 
million  five  hundred  and  seventy -five  thousand  dollars :  Pro- 
videdf  That  no  part  of  this  appropriation  shall  be  expended  on 
printing  unless  the  same  shall  be  done  by  contract,  after  due 
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notice  and  competition,  except  in  such  case  as  the  emergency  ! 
will  not  admit  of  the  giving  notice  for  competition  :  Provided  i 
further,  That  after  advertisement  all  the  supplies  for  the  use  of  i 
the  various  departments  and  posts  of  the  Army  shall  be  pur- 
chased where  the  same  can  be  purchased  the  cheapest,  quality  i 
and  cost  of  transportation  considered :  And  provided  further, 
That  hereafter  no  money  appropriated  for  the  support  of  the 
Army  shall  be  expended  for  post  gardens  or  exchanges,  but 
this  proviso  shall  not  be  construed  to  prohibit  the  use  by  post 
exchanges  of  public  buildings  or  public  transportation  when, 
in  the  opinion  of  the  Quartermaster-General,  not  required  for 
other  purposes. 

INCIDENTAL  EXPENSES. 

For  postage :  cost  of  telegrams  on  official  business  received 
and  sent  by  officers  of  tlie  Army  ;  extra  pay  to  soldiers  employed 
on  extra  duty  under  the  direction  of  the  Quartermaster's  Depart- 
ment in  the  erection  of  barracks,  quarters,  and  storehouses,  in 
the  construction  of  roads,  and  other  constant  labor,  for  periods 
of  not  less  than  ten  days,  and  as  clerks  for  post  quartermasters 
at  military  posts ;  for  expenses  of  expresses  to  and  from  the 
frontier  posts  and  armies  in  the  field,  of  escorts  to  paymasters 
and  other  disbursing  officers,  and  to  trains,  where  military  es- 
corts can  not  be  furnished  ;  expenses  of  the  interment  of  officers 
killed  in  action  or  who  die  when  on  duty  in  the  field  or  at  mili- 
tary posts  or  on  the  frontiers  or  when  traveling  under  orders, 
and  of  noncommissioned  officers  and  solders  ;  authorized  office 
furniture  ;  hire  of  laborers  in  the  Quartermaster's  Department, 
including  the  hire  of  interpreters,  spies,  or  guides  for  the  Army; 
compensation  of  clerks  and  other  employees  to  the  officers  of 
the  Quartermaster's  Department ;  for  the  apprehension,  secur- 
ing, and  delivering  of  deserters  and  the  expenses  incident  to 
their  pursuit ;  and  for  the  following  expenditures  required  for 
the  several  regiments  of  cavalry,  the  batteries  of  light  artillery, 
and  such  companies  of  infantry,  members  of  the  Hospital  Corps, 
and  scouts  as  may  be  mounted,  and  for  the  trains,  to  wit,  hire 
of  veterinary  surgeons,  purchase  of  medicine  for  horses  and 
mules,  picket  ropes,  blacksmith's  tools  and  materials,  horse- 
shoes and  blacksmitli's  tools  for  the  cavalry  service,  and  for  the 
shoeing  of  horses  and  mules,  and  such  additional  expenditures 
as  are  necessary  and  authorized  by  law  in  the  movement  and 
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operation  of  the  Army  and  at  military  posts,  and  not  expressly 
assigned  to  any  other  department,  six  hundred  and  fifty  thou- 
sand dollars  :  Provided,  That  two  hundred  thousand  dollars  of 
the  appropriation  for  incidental  expenses,  or  so  much  thereof  as 
shall  be  necessary,  shall  be  set  aside  for  the  payment  of  enlisted 
men  on  extra  duty  at  constant  labor  of  not  less  than  ten  days 
in  the  Quai-termaster's  Department,  but  no  such  payment  shall 
be  made  at  any  greater  rate  per  day  than  is  fixed  by  law  for  the 
class  of  persons  employed  at  the  work  done  therein. 

For  the  purchase  of  horses  for  the  cavalry  and  artillery,  and 
for  the  Indian  scouts,  and  for  such  infantry  and  members  of  the 
Hospital  Corps  as  may  be  mounted,  and  the  expenses  incident 
thereto,  one  hundred  and  thirty-five  thousand  dollars :  Pro- 
vided,  That  the  number  of  horses  purchased  under  the  appro- 
priation, added  to  the  number  on  hand,  shall  not  at  any  time 
exceed  the  number  of  enlisted  men  and  Indian  scouts  in  the 
mounted  service  :  and  that  no  part  of  this  appropriation  shall 
be  paid  out  for  horses  not  purchased  by  contract,  after  competi- 
tion duly  invited  by  the  Quartermaster's  Department,  and  an 
inspection  by  such  department,  all  under  tlie  direction  and  au- 
thority of  the  Secretary  of  War. 

Army  Transportation :  For  transportation  of  the  Army,  in- 
cluding baggage  of  the  troops,  when  moving  either  by  land  or 
water ;  of  supplies  to  the  militia  furnished  by  the  War  Depart- 
ment ;  of  the  necessary  agents  and  employees ;  of  clothing,  camp 
and  garrison  equipage,  and  other  quartermaster's  stores  from 
army  depots  or  places  of  purchase  or  delivery  to  the  several 
posts  and  army  depots,  and  from  those  depots  to  the  troops  in 
the  field  ;  of  horse  equipments  and  of  subsistence  stores  from 
the  places  of  purchase  and  from  the  places  of  delivery  under 
contract  to  such  places  as  the  circumstances  of  the  service  may 
require  them  to  be  sent ;  of  ordnance,  ordnance  stores,  and 
small  arms  from  the  foundries  and  armories  to  the  arsenals, 
fortifications,  frontier  posts,  and  army  depots  ;  freights,  wharf- 
age, tolls,  and  ferriages ;  the  purchase  and  hire  of  draft  and 
pack  animals  and  harness,  and  the  purchase  and  repair  of 
'wagons,  carts,  and  drays,  and  of  ships  and  other  seagoing  ves- 
sels and  boats  required  for  the  transportation  of  supplies  and 
for  garrison  purposes  ;  for  drayage  and  cartage  at  the  several 
posts  ;  hire  of  teamsters  and  other  employees ;  extra-duty  pay 
of  enlisted  men  driving  teams,  repairing  means  of  transporta- 
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tion,  and  employed  as  train  masters,  and  in  opening  roads  and 
building  wharves ;  transportation  of  the  funds  of  the  Army, 
the  expenses  of  sailing  public  transports  on  the  various  rivers, 
the  Gulf  of  Mexico  and  the  Atlantic  and  Pacific  oceans ;  for 
procuring  water  and  introducing  same  to  buildings  at  such  posts 
as  from  their  situation  require  it  to  be  brought  from  a  distance  ; 
and  for  the  disposal  of  sewage  and  drainage,  and  for  construct- 
ing roads  and  wharves  ;  for  the  payment  of  army  transporta- 
tion lawfully  due  such  land-grant  railroads  as  have  not  received 
aid  in  Government  bonds  (to  be  adjusted  in  accordance  with 
the  decisions  of  the  Supreme  Court  in  cases  decided  under  such 
land-grant  acts),  but  in  no  case  shall  more  than  fifty  per  centum 
of  the  full  amount  of  service  be  paid ;  in  all,  two  million  seven 
hundred  thousand  dollars :  Provided y  That  such  compensation 
shall  be  computed  upon  the  basis  of  the  taritf  or  lower  special 
rates  for  like  transportation  performed  for  the  public  at  large, 
and  shall  be  accepted  as  in  full  for  all  demands  for  such  serv- 
ice :  Provided  further.  That  in  expending  the  money  appro- 
priated by  this  act,  a  railroad  company  which  has  not  received 
aid  in  bonds  of  the  United  States,  and  which  obtained  a  grant 
of  public  land  to  aid  in  the  construction  of  its  railroad  on  con- 
dition that  such  railroad  should  be  a  post  route  and  military 
road  subject  to  the  use  of  the  United  States  for  postal,  military, 
naval,  and  other  government  services,  and  also,  subject  to  such 
regulations  as  Congress  may  impose  restricting  the  charges  for 
such  government  transportation,  having  claims  against  the 
United  States  for  transportation  of  troops  and  munitions  of  war 
and  military  supplies  and  property  over  such  aided  railroads, 
shall  be  paid  out  of  the  moneys  appropriated  by  the  foregoing 
provision  only  on  the  basis  of  such  rate  for  the  transportation 
of  such  troops  and  munitions  of  war  and  military  supplies  and 
property,  as  the  Secretary  of  War  shall  deem  just  and  reason- 
able under  the  foregoing  provision,  such  rate  not  to  exceed  fifty 
per  centum  of  the  compensation  for  such  government  trans- 
portation as  shall  at  the  time  be  charged  to  and  paid  by  private 
parties  to  any  such  company  for  like  and  similar  transporta- 
tion ;  and  the  amount  so  fixed  to  be  paid  shall  be  accepted  as 
in  full  for  all  demands  for  such  service :  Provided  farther. 
That  no  money  herein  appropriated  shall  be  used  in  payment  of 
the  transportation  of  troops  and  supplies  of  the  Army  over  any 
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of  the  non-bonded  lines  owned  by  the  Union  Pacific  Railway 
CJompany  or  by  the  Central  Pacific  Railroad  Company,  but  this 
provision  shall  not  withhold  payment  from  lines  leased  and 
operated  but  not  owned  by  said  companies. 

Barracks  and  quarters  ;  For  barracks  and  quarters  for  troops, 
storehouses  for  the  safe  keeping  of  military  stores,  for  offices^ 
and  for  the  hire  of  buildings  and  grounds  for  summer  canton- 
ments, and  for  temporary  buildings  at  frontier  stations,  for  the 
construction  of  temporary  buildings  and  stables,  and  for  re- 
pairing public  buildings  at  established  posts,  seven  hundred 
thousand  dollars:  Provided,  That  no  exi)enditures  exceeding 
five  hundred  dollars  shall  be  made  upon  any  building  or  mili- 
tary post,  or  grounds  about  the  same,  without  the  approval  of 
the  Secretary  of  War  for  the  same,  upon  detailed  estimates  by 
the  Quartermaster's  Department ;  and  the  erection,  construc- 
tion, and  repair  of  all  buildings  and  other  public  structures  in 
the  Quartermaster's  Department  shall,  as  far  as  may  be  practi- 
cable, be  made  by  contract,  after  due  legal  advertisement :  And 
provided  further ^  That  no  more  than  one  million  two  hundred 
thousand  dollars  of  the  sums  appropriated  by  this  act  shall  be 
paid  out  for  the  services  of  civilian  employees  in  the  Quarter- 
master's Department,  including  those  heretofore  paid  out  of  the 
funds  appropriated  for  regular  supplies,  incidental  expenses, 
barracks  and  quarters,  army  transportation,  clothing  and  camp 
and  garrison  equipage  ;  that  no  employee  paid  therefrom  shall 
receive  as  salary  more  than  one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  per 
month,  unless  the  same  shall  be  specially  fixed  by  law  ;  and  no 
part  of  any  of  the  moneys  so  appropriated  shall  be  i)aid  for  com- 
mutation of  fuel  and  for  quarters  to  officers  or  enlisted  men. 

Construction  and  repairs  of  hospitals  :  For  construction  and 
repairs  of  .hospitals  at  military  posts  already  established  and 
occupied,  including  the  extra- duty  pay  of  enlisted  men  em- 
ployed on  the  same,  and  including  also  all  expenditures  for  con- 
struction and  repairs  required  at  the  Army  and  Navy  Hospital 
at  Hot  Springs,  Arkansas,  except  quarters  for  the  officers,  fifty 
thousand  dollars. 

For  consti-uction  of  quarters  for  hospital  stewards  at  military 
posts  already  established  and  occupied,  including  the  extra-duty 
pay  of  enlisted  men  employed  on  the  same,  seven  thousand  dol- 
lars :  Provided^  That  the  posts  at  which  such  quarters  shall  be 
constructed  shall  be  designated  by  the  Secretary  of  War,  and 
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such  quarters  shall  be  built  by  contract,  after  legal  advertise- 
ment, whenever  the  same  is  practicable. 

For  shelter,  shooting  galleries,  ranges,  repairs,  and  expenses 
incident  thereto,  eight  thousand  dollars. 

Clothing,  camp  and  garrison  equipage :  For  cloth,  woolens, 
material,  and  for  the  manufacture  of  clothing  for  the  Army; 
for  issue  and  for  sale  at  cost  price,  according  to  the  Army  Regu- 
lations; for  altering  and  fitting  clothing  and  washing  and  clean- 
ing when  necessary ;  for  equipage  and  for  expenses  of  packing 
and  handling,  and  similar  necessaries,  one  million  tw^o  hundred 
thousand  dollars  ;  Provided,  That  out  of  the  money  hereby  ap- 
propriated for  clothing  and  equipage  of  the  Army  there  shall 
not  be  expended  at  the  military  prison  at  Fort  Leavenworth  a 
sum  in  excess  of  one  hundred  and  twentv-five  thousand  dollars. 

For  all  contingent  expenses  of  the  Army  not  provided  for  by 
other  estimates,  and  embracing  all  branches  of  the  military  serv- 
ice, to  be  exi)ended  under  the  immediate  orders  of  the  Secretary 
of  War.  fifteen  thousand  dollars. 

MEDICAL  DEPARTMENT. 

Medical  and  Hospital  Department :  For  the  purchase  of  med- 
ical and  hospital  supplies,  including  disinfectants  for  general 
post  sanitation,  expenses  of  medical  purveying  depots,  pay  of 
employees,  medical  care  and  treatment  of  officers  and  enlisted 
men  of  tlie  Army  and  Signal  Corps  on  duty  at  posts  and  sta- 
tions for  which  no  other  provision  is  made,  for  the  proper  care 
and  treatment  of  cases  in  the  Army  suffering  from  contagious 
and  epidemic  diseases,  and  the  supply  of  the  Army  and  Navy 
general  hospital  at  Hot  Springs,  Arkansas,  advertising,  and 
other  miscellaneous  expenses  of  the  Medical  Department,  one 
hundred  and  seventy  thousand  dollars  ;  and  not  over  forty-five 
thousand  dollars  of  the  money  appropriated  by  this  paragraph 
shall  be  applied  to  the  payment  of  civilian  employees  of  the 
Medical  Department:  Provided,  That  so  much  of  section  thirty- 
seven  hundred  and  nine,  Revised  Statutes,  as  requires  adver- 
tisement before  purchase  shall  not  apply  to  the  purchase  of 
medicines  and  medical  supplies. 

Medical  Museum  and  Library  ;  For  Army  Medical  Museum, 
preservation  of  specimens,  and  the  preparation  or  purchase  of 
new  specimens,  five  thousand  dollars ;  for  the  library  of  the 
Surgeon-General's  Office,  seven  thousand  dollars ;  in  all,  twelve 
thousand  dollars. 
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ENGINEER  DEPARTMENT. 

Engineer  Depot  at  Willets  Point,  New  York :  Incidental  ex- 
penses of  the  depot,  including  fuel,  lights,  chemicals,  stationery , 
hardware,  extra-duty  pay  to  soldiers  necessarily  employed  for 
periods  not  less  than  ten  days  as  artificers  on  work  in  addition 
to  and  not  strictly  in  line  of  their  military  duties,  such  as  car- 
penters, blacksmiths,  draftsmen,  printei*s,  lithographers,  pho- 
tographers, engine  drivers,  teamsters,  wheelwrights,  masons, 
machinists,  painters,  overseers,  laborers,  repairs  of  and  for  ma- 
terials to  repair  public  buildings,  machinery,  and  unforeseen 
expenses,  four  thousand  dollars. 

For  purchase  of  materials  for  the  instruction  of  engineer  troops 
at  Willets  Point  in  their  special  duties  of  sappers  and  miners,  for 
land  and  submarine  mines,  and  pontooneers,  torpedo  drill,  and 
signaling,  thirty-five  hundred  dollars. 

For  purchase  and  repair  of  instruments  to  be  issued  to  officers 
of  the  corps  of  engineers  and  to  officers  detailed  and  on  duty  as 
acting  engineer  officers  for  use  on  public  works  and  sui-veys,  two- 
thousand  dollars. 

Library  of  the  Engineer  School  of  Application :  Purchase  and 
binding  of  professional  works  of  recent  date  treating  of  military 
and  civil  engineering  and  kindred  scientific  subjects,  five  hun- 
dred dollars. 

The  purchase  of  pontoon  material  required  to  complete  one 
division  of  reserve  and  one  division  of  advance-guard  equipage, 
five  thousand  dollars. 

In  all,  fifteen  thousand  dollars. 

ORDNANCE  DEPARTMENT. 

Ordnance  service :  For  current  expenses  of  the  ordnance  serv- 
ice required  to  defray  the  current  expenses  at  the  arsenals ;  of 
receiving  stores  and  issuing  arms  and  other  ordnance  supplies  ; 
of  police  and  office  duties  ;  of  rents,  tools,  fuel,  and  lights ;  of 
stationery  and  office  furniture ;  of  tools  and  instruments  for  use; 
incidental  expenses  of  the  ordnance  service,  and  those  attend- 
ing practical  trials  and  tests  of  ordnance,  small  arms,  and  other 
ordnance  supplies,  including  payment  for  mechanical  labor  in 
the  office  of  the  Chief  of  Ordnance,  eighty  thousand  dollars. 

For  manufacture  of  metallic  ammunition  for  small  arms  and 
ammunition  for  reloading  cartridges,  and  tools  for  the  same,  in- 
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eluding  the  cost  of  targets  and  material  for  target  practice,  and 
marksmen's  medals,  and  insignia  for  all  the  arms  of  the  service, 
one  hmidred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars. 

For  repairing  and  preserving  ordnance  and  ordnance  stores 
in  the  hands  of  troops  and  for  issue  at  the  arsenals  and  depots, 
five  thousand  dollars. 

For  purchase  and  manufacture  of  ordnance  stores  to  fill  requi- 
sitions of  troops,  one  hundred  thousand  dollars. 

For  infantry,  cavalry,  and  artillery  equipments,  including 
horse  equipments  for  cavalry  and  artillery,  one  hundred  and 
thirty  thousand  dollars. 

For  overhauling,  cleaning,  and  preserving  new  ordnance 
stores  on  hand  at  the  arsenals,  five  thousand  dollars. 

For  firing  the  morning  and  evening  gun,  at  military  posts, 
prescribed  by  General  Orders  Numbered  Seventy,  Headquarters 
of  the  Army,  dated  July  twenty-third,  eighteen  hundred  and 
sixty-seven,  twenty  thousand  six  hundred  dollars. 

For  targets  for  artillery  practice  and  implements  for  mechani- 
cal maneuvers,  five  thousand  dollars. 

For  purchase  of  machine  guns,  improved  musket  caliber,  of 
American  manufacture,  twenty  thousand  dollars. 

For  manufacture  of  arms  at  the  national  armories,  four  hun- 
dred thousand  dollars :  Promdedy  That  if  the  Secretary  of  War 
shall,  upon  the  report  of  the  small  arms  board  now  in  session, 
adopt  a  new  rifle  or  system  for  rifles  for  the  military  service,  or 
for  trial  with  a  view  to  such  adoption,  then  this  appropriation 
shall  be  available  for  the  procurement  of  such  arms :  Provided 
further.  That  purchases  may  be  made  in  open  market,  in  the 
manner  common  among  business  men,  when  the  aggregate  of 
the  purchase  does  not  exceed  two  hundred  dollars :  Provided 
further,  That  not  more  than  sixty  thousand  dollars  of  the 
money  appropriated  for  the  Ordnance  Department  in  all  its 
branches  shall  be  applied  to  the  payment  of  civilian  clerks  in 
said  department. 

RECRUITING  SERVICE. 

For  expenses  of  recruiting  and  transportation  of  recruits  frona 
rendezvous  to  depot,  including  sending  of  recruiting  parties  to 
small  towns,  and  not  exceeding  one  thousand  two  hundred  dol- 
lars for  payment  of  a  clerk  to  the  oflScer  disbursing  the  appro- 
priation, in  all,  one  hundred  and  thirty  thousand  dollars. 
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SIGNAL  SERVICE. 

For  expenses  of  the  Signal  Service  of  the  Army,  as  follows  : 
Poi'chase ;  equipment  and  repair  of  field  electric  telegraphs, 
signal  equipments,  and  stores ;  binocular  glasses,  telescopes, 
heliostats,  and  other  necessary  instruments,  including  abso- 
lutely necessary  meterological  instruments  for  use  on  target 
ranges ;  telephone  apparatus  and  maintenance  of  the  same : 
maintenance  and  repair  of  military  telegraph  lines,  including 
salaries  of  the  civilian  employees,  supplies  and  general  repairs, 
and  other  expenses  connected  with  the  duty  of  collecting  and 
transmitting  information  for  the  Army  by  telegraph  or  other- 
wise, twenty-two  thousand  dollars ; 

In  aU,  twenty-two  thousand  dollars. 

CONTINGENT  EXPENSES. 

For  contingent  expenses  of  the  office  of  the  Commanding 
General,  in  his  discretion,  one  thousand  seven  hundred  and 
fifty  dollars. 

For  contingent  expenses  at  the  headquarters  of  the  several 
military  departments,  including  the  staff  corps  serving  thereat, 
being  for  the  purchase  of  the  necessary  articles  of  office,  toilet, 
and  desk  furniture,  binding,  maps,  books  of  reference  and  po- 
lice utensils,  three  thousand  dollars,  to  be  allotted  by  the  Sec- 
retarv  of  War.

I-.An  act  making  appropriations  for  the  support  of  the  Military  Academy 
for  the  fiscal  year  ending^  Jmie  thirtieth,  eighteen  hmidred  and  ninety- 
three. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of 
the  United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled^  That  the 
foUowing  sums  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby,  appropriated,  out 
of  any  money  in  the  Treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated,  for 
the  support  of  the  Military  Academy  for  the  fiscal  year  ending 
June  thirtieth,  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-three : 

For  pay  of  one  Superintendent  of  the  United  States  Military 
Academy  (colonel),  in  addition  to  pay  as  lieutenant-colonel  of 
engineers,  five  hundred  dollars. 

For  pay  of  eight  professors,  twenty- seven  thousand  dollars. 

For  one  commandant  of  cadets  (lieutenant  colonel),  in  addi- 
tion to  pay  as  captain,  one  thousand  two  hundred  dollars. 

For  pay  of  one  instructor  of  practical  miUtary  engineering 
(major),  in  addition  to  pay  as  first  lieutenant,  nine  hundred  dol- 
lars. 

For  pay  of  one  instructor  of  ordnance  and  science  of  gunnery 
(major),  in  addition  to  pay  as  first  lieutenant,  nine  hundred  dol- 
lars. 

For  pay  of  eight  assistant  professors  (captains),  in  addition  to 
pay  as  first  lieutenants,  four  thousand  dollars. 

For  pay  of  three  senior  instructors  of  cavalry,  artillery,  and 
infantry  tactics  (captains),  in  addition  to  pay  as  second  lieuten- 
ants, one  thousand  Hvq  hundred  dollars. 

For  pay  of  four  assistant  instructors  of  cavalry,  artillery,  and 
infantry  tactics  (captains),  in  addition  to  pay  as  second  lieuten- 
ants, two  thousand  four  hundred  dollars. 

For  pay  of  one  adjutant,  in  addition  to  pay  as  second  lieuten- 
ant, four  hundred  dollars. 

For  pay  of  one  treasurer,  quartermaster,  and  commissary  of 
cadets,  in  addition  to  pay  as  captain  of  infantry,  seven  hundred 
dollars. 

For  pay  of  one  master  of  the  sword,  one  thousand  five  hun- 
dred dollars. 
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For  pay  of  cadets,  one  hundred  and  sixty -six  thousand  dol- 
lars ;  and  no  cadet  shall  receive  more  than  at  the  rate  of  five 
hundred  and  forty  dollars  a  year. 

For  pay  of  one  teacher  of  music,  one  thousand  and  eighty  dol- 
lars. 

For  pay  of  the  Military  Academy  band,  nine  thousand  two 
hundred  and  forty  dollars,  which  shall  be  in  full  for  the  pay  of 
the  said  band  for  the  year  ending  June  thirtieth,  eighteen  hun- 
dred and  ninety-three,  any  law  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding. 

For  additional  pay  of  professors  and  officers  (on  increased 
rank)  for  length  of  service,  ten  thousand  three  hundred  and 
twenty-five  dollars. 

For  pay  of  field  musicians  : 

One  sergeant,  two  hundred  and  four  dollars ; 

Fourteen  privates,  two  thousand  one  hundred  and  eighty-four 
dollars ; 

Additional  pay  for  length  of  service,  two  hundred  and  eighty- 
eight  dollars ; 

Retained  pay  on  discharge,  two  hundred  and  eighty-eight  dol- 
lars;

and  for  pay  of  overseer  and  master  builder  and  citizen  me- 
chanics, and  labor  employed  upon  repairs  and  improvements 
that  can  not  be  done  by  enlisted  men,  sixteen  thousand  dollars. 

For  fuel  and  apparatus,  namely :  Coal,  wood,  charcoal,  stoves, 
grates,  heaters,  furnaces,  ranges  and  fixtures,  fire  bricks,  clay, 
sand,  repairs  of  steam-heating  apparatus,  grates,  stoves,  heaters, 
ranges,  furnaces,  and  mica,  fifteen  thousand  dollars. 

For  gas  pipes,  fixtures,  lamp-posts,  gasometers,  and  retorts, 
and  annual  repairs  of  the  same,  one  thousand  five  hundred  dol- 
lars. 
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For  fuel  for  cadets*  mess  hall,  shops,  and  laundry,  three  thou- 
sand dollars. 

For  postage  and  telegrams,  two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars. 

For  stationery,  namely:  Blank  books,  paper,  envelopes,  quillSi 
steel  pens,  rubbers,  erasers,  pencils,  mucilage,  wax,  wafers,  fold- 
ers, fasteners,  rules,  files,  ink,  inkstands,  typewriting  supplies, 
penholders,  tape,  desk  knives,  blotting  pads,  and  rubber  bands, 
eight  hundred  dollars. 

For  transportation  of  materials,  discharged  cadets,  and  fer- 
riages, one  thousand  seven  hundred  and  fifty  dollars. 

Printing :  For  printing  and  binding,  type,  materials  for  ofiice, 
including  repairs  to  motor,  diplomas  for  graduates,  annual 
registers,  blanks,  and  monthly  reports  to  parents  of  cadets,  one 
thousand  dollars. 

One  printing  press  with  steam  and  other  attachments,  one 
thousand  five  hundred  dollars. 

For  clerk  to  the  disbursing  officer  and  quartermaster,  one 
thousand  two  hundred  dollars. 

For  clerk  to  adjutant  in  charge  of  cadet  records,  one  thousand 
two  hundred  dollars. 

For  clerk  to  treasurer,  one  thousand  two  hundred  dollars. 

For  one  clerk  to  the  adjutant,  one  thousand  dollars. 

For  department  of  cavalry,  artillery,  ani  infantry  tactics, 
namely  :  For  tan-bark  or  other  proper  cover  for  riding  hall,  to 
be  immediately  available  and  to  be  purchased  in  open  market 
on  written  order  of  the  Superintendent,  six  hundred  dollars  ;

For  department  of  natural  and  experimental  philosophy  :  For 
additions  to  apparatus  to  illustrate  the  principles  of  mechanics, 
acoustics,  optics,  and  astronomy,  one  thousand  dollars ;  for 
books  of  reference,  scientific  periodicals,  text-books,  stationery, 
materials,  and  repairs,  four  hundred  dollars ;  for  pay  of  me- 
chanic assistant,  one  thousand  dollars ;  for  repairs  to  the  ob- 
servatory building  and  clocks,  four  hundred  and  fifty  dollars ;

11— An  act  to  amend  the  act  approved  March  first,  eighteen  hundred  and 
eighty-seven,  relating  to  the  Hospital  Corps  of  the  Army. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the-  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of 
the  United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  That  sec- 
tion six  of  the  act  approved  March  first,  eighteen  hundred  and 
eighty-seven,  entitled  **Anactto  organize  the  Hospital  Corps 
of  the  Army  of  the  United  States,  to  define  its  duty,  and  fix  its 
pay,"  be,  and  hereby  is,  amended  to  read  as  follows : 

"  Sec.  6.  That  the  pay  of  privates  of  the  Hospital  Corps  shall 
be  eighteen  dollars  per  month,  with  the  increase  on  account  of 
length  of  service  as  is  now  or  may  hereafter  be  allowed  by  law 
to  other  enlisted  men.  The}^  shall  be  entitled  to  the  same  allow- 
ance as  a  corporal  of  the  arm  of  service  with  which  they  may 
be  on  duty.*' 

Approved,  July  13,  1892. 


m — An  act  making  appropriations  for  the  current  and  contingent  expenses 
of  the  Indian  Department,  and  for  f ultllling  treaty  stipulations  with  va- 
rious Indian  tribes,  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  thirtieth,  eighteen  hun- 
dred and  ninety-three,  and  for  other  purposes. 

JBe  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of 
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the  United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  That  the 
following  sums  be,  'and  they  are  hereby,  appropriated,  out  of 
any  money  in  the  Treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated,  for  the 
purpose  of  paying  the  current  and  contingent  expenses  of  the 
Indian  Department  for  the  year  ending  June  thirtieth,  eighteen 
hundred  and  ninety -three,  and  fulfilling  treaty  stipulations  with 
the  various  Indian  tribes,  namely  : 

For  pay  of  fifty-seven  agents  of  Indian  affairs  at  the  follow- 
ing named  agencies,  at  the  rates  respectively  indicated,  namely : 

Provided,  That  from  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act  the 
President  shall  detail  officers  of  the  United  States  Army  to  act 
as  Indian  Agents  at  all  Agencies  where  vacancies  from  any 
cause  may  hereafter  occur,  who,  while  acting  as  such  agents, 
shall  be  under  the  orders  and  direction  of  the  Secretary  of  the 
Interior,  except  at  agencies  where,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Presi- 
dent, the  public  service  would  be  better  promoted  by  the  ap- 
pointment of  a  civilian.

The  following  act  of  Congress  is  published  for  the  informa- 
tion and  government  of  all  concerned : 

An  act  making:  appropriations  for  fortifications  and  other  works  of  defense, 
for  the  armament  thereof,  for  the  procurement  of  heavy  ordnance  for  trial 
and  service,  and  for  other  purposes. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of 
the  United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assembledy  That  the 
sums  of  money  herein  provided  for  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby, 
appropriated,  out  of  any  moneys  in  the  Treasury  not  otherwise 
appropriated,  to  be  available  until  expended,  namely  : 

Gun  and  Mortar  Batteries  :  For  construction  of  gun  and 
mortar  batteries,  five  hundred  thousand  dollars. 

Sites  for  fortifications  and  seacoast  defenses  :  For  the 
procurement  of  land,  or  right  pertaining  thereto,  needed  for  the 
site,  location,  construction,  or  prosecution  of  work  for  fortifica- 
tions and  coast  defenses,  five  hundred  thousand  dollars,  or  so 
much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary. 

Preservation  and  repair  of  fortifications  :  For  the  pro- 
tection, preservation,  and  repair  of  fortifications  for  which  there 
may  be  no  special  appropriation  available,  sixty  thousand  dol- 
lars. 

For  preparation  of  plans  for  fortifications,  five  thousand  dol- 
lars. 

Armament  of  fortifications  :  For  finishing  and  assembling 
of  eight-inch,  ten-inch,  and  twelve-inch  seacoast  guns  at  the 
army  gun  factory,  one  hundred  and  twenty-five  thousand  dol- 
lars. 

For  eight,  ten,  and  twelve  inch  guns  manufactured  by  con- 
tract under  the  provisions  of  the  fortifications  acts  approved 
August  eighteenth,  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety,  and  Febru- 
ary twenty-fourth,  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety -one,  fifty-three 
thousand  dollars. 

For  necessary  expenses,  other  than  for  powder  and  projec- 
tiles, incident  to  the  test  and  inspection  of  the  twenty-five  eight- 
inch,  fifty  ten-inch,  and  twenty-five  twelve-inch  guns  provided 
under  the  fortifications  acts  of  August  eighteenth,  eighteen  hun- 
dred and  ninety,  and  February  twenty-fourth,  eighteen  himdred 
and  ninety-one,  and  as  provided  for  by  said  act,  ten  thousand 
dollars. 


For  steel  field  guns  of  three  and  two-tenths  inch  caliber, 
twenty -five  thousand  dollars. 

For  carriages  for  field-gun  batteries,  thirty  thousand  dollars. 

For  steel  siege  breech-loading  rifles  of  five-inch  caliber,  thirty- 
five  thousand  dollars. 

For  steel  siege  breech-loading  howitzers  of  seven-inch  caliber, 
thirty-five  thousand  dollars. 

For  carriages  for  siege  breech-loading  rifles  of  five-inch  cali- 
ber, thirty  thousand  dollars. 

For  carriages  for  siege  breech-loading  howitzers  of  seven-inch 
caliber,  thirty-five  thousand  dollars. 

For  alteration  of  existing  carriages  for  ten-inch  and  fifteen- 
inch  smooth  bore  guns  to  adapt  them  to  present  service  condi- 
tions, fifty  thousand  dollars. 

For  sights  for  cannofi,  and  for  fuses,  five  thousand  dollars. 

For  inspecting  instruments,  gauges,  and  templets,  for  the 
manufacture  of  cannon  and  projectiles,  three  thousand  dollars. 

For  powder  for  issue  to  service,  thirty-five  thousand  dollars. 

For  projectiles  for  issue  to  the  service,  thirty  thousand  dollars. 

For  powders  and  projectiles  for  the  proof  of  eight-inch,  ten- 
mch,  and  twelve-inch  guns,  twenty  thousand  dollars. 

For  steel  deck-piercing  shell  for  twelve-inch  breech-loading 
mortars,  thirty  thousand  dollars. 

For  purchase  and  erection  of  steel  plates  for  the  test  of  deck- 
piercing  shell,  seven  thousand  five  hundred  dollars. 

For  steel  armor  piercing  shot  for  breech-loading  seacoast  guns, 
fifty  thousand  dollars. 

For  purchase  and  erection  of  armor  plates  for  testing  armor 
piercing  projectiles,  sixteen  thousand  dollars. 

That  the  President  is  hereby  authorized  to  appoint  a  board, 
to  consist  of  three  officers  of  the  Army  and  tliree  officers  of  the 
Navy,  who  shall  examine  and  report  to  the  Secretary  of  War 
for  transmission  to  Congress  for  its  consideration  what,  in  their 
opinion,  is  the  most  suitable  site  on  the  Pacific  Coast  or  on  the 
rivers  or  other  waters  thereof,  for  the  erection  of  a  plant  for  fin- 
ishing and  assembling  the  parts  of  heavy  guns  and  other  ord- 
nance for  the  use  of  the  Army  and  Navy.  That  for  the  payment 
of  the  necessary  expenses  of  the  board  to  be  appointed  under  the 
foregoing  provisions  the  sum  of  two  thousand  five  hundred  dol- 
lars is  hereby  appropriated  out  of  any  money  in  the  Treasury  not 
otherwise  appropriated. 


The  Secretary  of  War  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to 
procure,  by  purchase  or  manufacture,  the  following,  namely  : 

Machine  tools  and  fixtures  adapted  to  the  manufacture  of 
steel  sea-coast  cannon,  to  complete  the  equipment  of  the  south 
wing  of  the  army  gun  factory,  Watervliet  Arsenal,  West  Troy, 
New  York,  the  cost  of  which  shall  not  exceed  the  sum  of  three 
hundred  and  forty-six  thousand  six  hundred  dollars ;  steel  breech- 
loading  rifled  sea-coast  mortars  of  twelve  inch  caliber,  the  cost 
of  which  shall  not  exceed  one  hundred  thousand  dollars ;  oil 
tempered  and  annealed  steel  for  high- power  coast-defense  guns 
of  eight-inch,  ten-inch,  and  twelve-inch  caliber,  in  quality  and 
dimension  conforming  to  specifications,  subject  to  inspection  at 
each  stage  of  the  manufacture,  and  including  all  the  parts  of 
each  caliber,  the  cost  of  which  shall  not  exceed  eight  hundred 
thousand  dollars ;  carriages  for  breech-loading  rifled  mortars 
of  twelve- inch  caliber,  two  hundred  thousand  dollars  ;  carriages 
for  mounting  new  steel  breech-loading  eight,  ten,  and  twelve 
inch  guns,  three  hundred  thousand  dollars,  amounting  in  all  to 
one  million  seven  hundred  and  fortv-six  thousand  six  hundred 
dollars :  Provided^  That  not  more  than  five  hundred  and  seventy 
thousand  dollars  of  this  amount  shall  be  expended  for  these  ob- 
jects during  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  thirtieth,  eighteen  hun- 
dred and  ninety-three,  which  sum  of  five  hundred  and  seventy 
thousand  dollars  is  hereby  api)ropriated  out  of  any  moneys  in 
the  Treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated. 

For  paving  the  highway  to  the  extent  of  the  arsenal  frontage 
at  the  Watervliet  Arsenal,  the  sum  of  fifteen  thousand  dollars. 

For  defraying  expenses  incurred  in  procuring  expert  opinions 
on  large  lathes  for  army  gun  factory,  the  sum  of  five  hundred 
and  eighty-eight  dollars  and  fifty-three  cents  is  hereby  reappro- 
priated,  for  the  object  herein  stated,  from  the  sum  of  two  hun- 
dred and  sixty-eight  thousand  dollars  appropriated  by  the  act 
approved  February  twenty -fourth,  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety- 
one,  for  machinery,  tools,  power  plant,  and  fixtures  and  for  the 
equipment  of  the  south  wing  of  tlie  army  gun  factory. 

Proving  Ground  Sandy  Hook,  New  Jersey.— For  cur- 
rent expenses  and  maintenance  of  the  ordnance  proving  ground, 
Sandy  Hook,  New  Jersey,  including  general  repairs  and  altera- 
tions, and  accessories  incidental  to  testing  and  proving  ord- 
nance, including  hire  of  assistants  for  the  Ordnance  Board, 
skilled  mechanical  labor,  purchase  of  instruments  and  other 


supplies,  building  and  repairing  butt^  and  targets,  cleaning  and 
grading  ranges,  twenty-two  thousand  dollars. 

To  enable  the  Secretary  of  War,  in  his  discretion,  to  purchase 
the  land  adjoining  the  Government  reservation  at  Sandy  Hook, 
New  Jersey,  now  belonging  to  the  grantees  of  the  Highland 
Beach  Association  of  New  Jersey,  together  with  the  right  of 
way  from  said  land  to  the  main  line  of  the  Central  Raihoad 
Company  of  New  Jersey,  together  with  the  rails,  ties,  switches, 
and  all  the  railroad  equipment  on  said  lands,  twenty-five  thou- 
sand dollars,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary. 

For  the  necessary  expenses  of  ordnance  ofl&cers  while  tem- 
porarily employed  at  the  proving  ground  and  absent  from  their 
proper  stations,  at  the  rate  of  two  dollars  and  fifty  cents  per 
diem  while  so  employed,  and  the  compensation  of  draftsmen 
while  employed  in  the  Army  Ordnance  Bureau  on  ordnance 
construction,  nine  thousand  five  hundred  dollars. 

For  one  steam  engine  and  boiler,  two  thousand  dollars. 

For  woodworking  machinery,  to  increase  the  capacity  of  car- 
penter shop,  one  thousand  dollars.  9- 

For  two  railway  trucks  of  thirty  tons  capacity,  seven  hundred 
dollars. 

For  the  purchase  of  railroad  tracks,  sidings,  frogs,  and 
switches  (about  six  miles  of  track  in  all),  belonging  to  railroad 
companies,  and  now  on  the  United  States  reservation  at  Sandy 
Hook,  and  for  altering,  relaying,  and  repairing  the  same,  for 
Government  use  by  the  Ordnance  Department,  United  States 
Army,  at  the  United  States  Proving  Ground  at  Sandy  Hook, 
twenty-six  thousand  six  hundred  and  seventy -six  dollars,  or  so 
much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary,  and  the  Secretary  of  War 
is  hereby  empowered  to  purchase  from  the  Central  Railroad 
Company  of  New  Jersey,  or  other  owners  of  said  tracks,  so 
much  of  said  tracks  as  he  may  deem  desirable  and  advanta- 
geous to  the  United  States,  and  provided  that  the  tracks  can  be 
purchased  at  satisfactory  prices. 

Watertown  Arsenal,  Watertown,  Massachusetts  :  For 
enlargement  and  improvement  of  the  heavy  gun-carriage  plant 
at  Watertown  Arsenal,  Watertown,  Massachusetts,  one  hundred 
and  fifty-one  thousand  dollars. 

For  fitting  up  new  carpenter  and  pattern  shop,  moving  and 
setting  up  machinery  and  shaftings,  including  new  machines 
required,  nine  thousand  four  hundred  dollars. 


For  the  following,  to  be  expended  under  the  direct  super- 
vision of  the  Board  of  Ordnance  and  Fortification,  created  by 
the  fortifications  appropriation  act  approved  September  twenty- 
second,  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-ei^ht,  and  in  the  manner 
prescribed  by  said  act,  namely  : 

Board  of  Ordnance  and  Fortification:  To  enable  the 
board  to  make  all  needful  and  proper  purchases,  experiments 
and  tests  to  ascertain,  with  a  view  to  their  utilization  by  the 
Government,  the  most  effective  guns,  small  arms,  cartridges, 
projectiles,  fuses,  explosives,  torpedoes,  armor  plates,  and  other 
implements  and  engines  of  war,  and  to  purchase  or  cause  to  be 
manufactured  under  authority  of  the  Secretary  of  War,  such 
guns,  carriages,  armor  plates,  and  other  war  materials  and  arti- 
cles as  may,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Board,  be  necessary  in  the 
proper  discharge  of  the  duty  devolved  upon  it  by  the  act  ap- 
proved September  twenty-second,  eighteen-hundred  and  eighty- 
eight  ;  to  I  ty  the  salary  of  the  civilian  member  of  the  Board 
of  Ordnanc  3  and  Fortification  provided  by  the  act  of  February 
twenty -fourth,  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-one,  and  for  the 
necessary  traveling  expenses  of  said  member  when  traveling  on 
duty  as  contemplated  in  said  act ;  for  payment  of  the  necessary 
expenses  of  the  Board,  including  a  per  diem  allowance  to  each 
officer  detailed  to  serve  thereon  when  employed  on  duty  away 
from  his  permanent  station  of  two  dollars  and  fifty  cents  a  day  ; 
and  for  the  test  of  experimental  guns  and  carriages  procured  in 
accordance  with  the  recommendations  of  the  Board  of  Ordnance 
and  Fortification,  two  hundred  and  ten  thousand  dollars. 

That  all  material  purchased  under  the  foregoing  provisions 
of  this  act  shall  be  of  American  manufacture,  except  in  cases 
when,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Secretary  of  War,  it  is  to  the 
manifest  interest  of  the  United  States  to  make  purchases  in 
limited  quantities  abroad,  which  material  shall  be  admitted 
free  of  duty.

I— By  direction  of  the  Secretary  of  War  paragraph  1410  of  the 
Regulations  is  revoked ;  paragraph  1406,  as  amended  by  Gen- 
eral Orders,  No.  73,  July  11, 1890,  Adjutant  GeneraPs  Office,  and 
paragraph  1414  of  the  Regulations  are  amended  to  read  as  fol- 
lows : 

1406.  Officers  of  the  Army  and  veterinary  surgeons  may  pur- 
chase from  the  Subsistence  Department  subsistence  stores,  ex- 
cept forage  for  beef  cattle,  paying  therefor  cost  price,  on  their 
certificate  that  the  stores  are  for  the  personal  or  family  use  of 
the  purchaser,  or  for  the  use  of  an  officers'  mess  of  which  he 
is  the  caterer.  Reasonable  quantities  of  subsistence  stores  shall, 
in  like  manner,  be  sold  to  an  enlisted  man,  for  cash,  upon  hia 
declaration,  in  writing,  that  they  are  intended  for  his  own  use. 
A  company,  detachment,  hospital,  or  post  exchange  may  pur- 
chase in  like  manner,  and  at  the  same  rates,  upon  the  certifi- 
cate of  the  officer  commanding  the  company  or  detachment,  or 
in  charge  of  the  hospital  or  post  exchange,  that  the  stores  are 
necessary  for  the  exclusive  use  of  such  company,  detachment, 
hospital,  or  exchange.  Sales  of  subsistence  stores  will  be  con- 
solidated each  month  on  one  abstract,  executed  in  duplicate, 
whereon  will  be  shown  the  aggregate  quantities  of  the  various 
articles  sold,  the  prices,  the  money  values,  and  the  aggregate 
amounts  sold,  for  cash  or  on  credit,  to  the  various  classes  of 
purchasers  during  the  month  (Form  No.  42).  The  command- 
ing officer  will  compare  the  abstract  with  the  officers'  certified 
lists  of  purchases,  the  enlisted  men's  declarations  and  permits^ 
and  other  authorizations  if  any,  and  if  correct  will  so  certify 
on  the  abstract.  One  copy  of  the  abstract  will  be  forwarded 
with  the  account-current,  and  the  other  copy  will  be  kept  with 
the  officer's  retained  papers. 

1414.  A  "statement  of  dues"  to  the  Subsistence  Department 
from  enlisted  men  for  subsistence  stores  sold  to  them  on  credit 
(Form  No.  47)  will  be  made  in  triplicate,  at  the  end  of  each 
month  (or  earlier  if  the  officer  ceases  to  perform  subsistence 
duty,  or  the  company  or  organization  leaves  the  post  or  sta- 
tion), for  each  company  or  organization  to  the  enlisted  men  of 
which  sales  have  been  so  made.  One  of  each  of  these  tripli- 
cates will  be  forwarded  with  the  return  of  subsistence  stores 


to  the  Ck>mmissary  General  of  Subsistence ;  one  will  be  retained, 
and  the  third  will  be  delivered  by  the  commissary  to  the  com- 
pany or  other  commander,  who  will  charge  each  enlisted  man, 
on  the  first  ensuing  muster  and  pay  rolls,  with  the  value  of  the 
stores  reported  on  the  statement  as  furnished  him  by  the  com- 
missary; and  the  charges  shall  be  continued,  on  succeeding 
rolls,  until  the  full  amounts  due  are  collected  by  the  paymaster.

By  direction  of  the  Secretary  of  War  paragraph  1779  of  the 
Regulations,  as  amended  by  General  Orders,  No.  74,  of  1891,  from 
this  office,  is  further  amended  to  read  as  follows :

1779.  For  officers  of  the  Adjutant  OeneraVa  Department — 
Of  gold  cord,  one-fourth  of  an  inch  in  diameter,  Russian  pat- 
tern, on  dark-blue  cloth  ground  ;  insignia  of  rank  embroidered 
on  the  cloth  ground  of  the  pad ;  a  solid  shield  of  silver,  accord- 
ing to  pattern,  on  the  center  of  the  pad  (except  for  a  colonel 
and  assistant  adjutant  general,  who  will  wear  it  on  the  bullion 
of  the  knot  midway  between  the  upper  fastening  and  the  pad); 
an  aiguillette  of  gold  wire  cord ;  the  cord  for  the  breast  plaits  to 
be  one-fourth  of  an  inch  in  diameter  and  that  for  the  arm  plaits 
to  be  three-sixteenths  of  an  inch  in  diameter,  according  to  pat- 
tern in  the  office  of  the  Quartermaster  General,  to  be  worn  on 
the  right  shoulder-knot,  the  loop  crossed  on  top  the  right  arm 
above  the  elbow  and  the  cords  fastened,  before  buttoning,  to  the 
top  and  second  button  on  the  right  side  of  the  coat.  The  aiguil- 
lette, instead  of  being  permanently  attached  to  the  shoulder- 
knot,  may  be  made  separate,  so  as  to  be  attached  to  the  coat  or 
knot  underneath  the  knot,  by  means  of  a  strap  or  tongue  pass- 
ing through  the  lower  fastenings  of  the  knot. 

For  officers  of  the  Inspector  OeneraVs  Department, — Same  as 
for  officers  of  the  Adjutant  General's  Department,  but  with 
solid  gold  or  gilt  sword  and  fasces  crossed  and  wreathed,  ac- 
cording to  pattern  deposited  in  the  office  of  the  Quartermaster 
Greneral,  in  place  of  the  silver  shield. 

For  officers  of  the  Judge  Advocate  GeneraVs  Department. — 
Same  as  for  the  officers  of  the  Adjutant  General's  Department, 
without  the  aiguillette  and  shield,  but  with  sword  and  pen  crossed 
and  wreathed,  according  to  pattern  deposited  in  the  office  of  the 
Quartermaster  General,  embroidered  in  silver  on  the  cloth  ground 
of  the  pad  "(except  for  a  colonel  and  assistant  judge  advocate 
general,  who  will  wear  the  device  made  of  solid  silver  on  the 
knot  midway  between  the  upper  fastening  and  the  pad). 

For  offi^cers  of  the  Engineer  Corps. — Same  as  for  the  officers 
of  the  Adjutant  General's  Department,  without  the  aiguillette 


and  shield,  but  with  a  silver  turreted  castle,  according  to  pat- 
tern deposited  in  the  Quartermaster  General's  Office. 

For  officer 8  of  the  Ordnance  Department. — Same  as  for  officers 
of  the  Adjutant  Greneral's  Department,  without  the  aiguillette 
and  shield,  but  with  a  shell  and  flame  in  silver  embroidery,  ac- 
cording to  pattern  deposited  in  the  ofl&ce  of  the  Quartermaster 
Gteneral. 

For  officers  of  the  Signal  Corps. — Same  as  for  officers  of  the

I- -By  direction  of  the  Secretary  of  War  the  following  detail 
for  the  recruiting  service  for  the  period  from  October  1,  1892, 
to  October  1,  1894,  is  announced  : 

One  company  officer  (captain  or  1st  lieutenant)  from  the  let, 
5th,  7th,  and  9th  Cavalry,  and  the  1st,  7th,  9th,  11th,  13th,  15th, 
17th,  21st,  23d,  and  25th  Infantry,  will  be  selected  by  the  respect- 
ive regimental  commanders  actually  with  their  regiments  and 
ordered  to  report,  in  person,  to  the  superintendent  of  the  re- 
caniiting  service,  New  York  City,  by  October  1 ,  1892. 

The  superintendent  will  relieve  officers  of  the  above-named 
regiments  of  the  expiring  detail,  in  charge  of  rendezvous  or  at 
the  depots,  as  those  of  the  new  detail  report,  and  order  them  to 
join  their  companies. 

The  travel  enjoined  is  necessary  for  the  public  service. 

II— As  the  reputation  and  usefulness  of  the  Army  depend  in 
DO  small  degree  upon  the  character  and  qualifications  of  the 
men  entering  its  ranks,  it  is  necespary  that  the  officers  charged 
with  the  responsible  duty  of  recruiting  should  fully  appreciate 
its  vital  importance,  as  well  as  the  fact  that  it  is  an  arduous  and 
exacting  duty  when  conscientiously  performed.  No  officer 
should  be  selected  for  it  who  has  been  for  a  protracted  period 
on  detached  service,  or  who  desires  the  detail  merely  for  pleas- 
ure, nor  should  any  officer  be  given  the  detail  who  is  not  known 
to  be  discriminating  in  judgment  and  painstaking,  energetic, 
and  efficient  in  the  discharge  of  his  military  duties.  Regimental 
commanders  are  enjoined  to  be  guided  solely  by  these  consider- 
ations in  making  the  required  selections  from  their  respective 
regiments. 

Ill— Recruiting  officers  are  required  to  give  close  personal 
attention  to  all  their  duties,  and  every  effort  must  be  made  to 
prevent  the  improper  enlistment  of  minors,  or  of  men  of  vicious 
or  doubtful  habits.  The  superintendent  will  see  that  the  pro- 
visions of  the  Regulations  in  this  respect  are  strictly  enforced —

The  following  acts  and  joint  resolutions  of  Congi'ess  are  pub- 
lished for  the  information  and  government  of  all  concerned  : 

I — fisi  act  granting  to  the  county  of  Mariposa,  in  the  State  of  California,  the 
right  of  way  for  a  free  wagon  road  or  turnpike  across  the  Yosemite  Na* 
tional  Park,  in  said  State. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of 
the  United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  Tliat  there 
is  hereby  granted  to  the  county  of  Mariposa,  in  the  State  of 
California,  a  right  of  way,  not  exceeding  one  hundred  feet  in 
width,  on  that  portion  of  the  Yosemite  National  Park,  in  said 
State,  commencing  near  the  southwest  comer  of  said  national 
park  as  now  established  and  running  from  thence  to  the  Merced 
River,  thence  across  same  to  the  western  boundary  line  of  the 
Yosemite  Valley  grant  to  a  junction  with  the  Coulterville  road, 
for  the  purpose  of  constructing  a  free  wagon  road  or  turnpike 
leading  from  the  town  of  Mariposa,  in  said  County  and  State,  to 
the  Yosemite  Valley,  upon  the  express  condition  that  the  said 
road  shall  be  completed  in  five  years  from  the  passage  of  this 
act. 

Sec.  2.  That  the  United  States  shall  in  no  wise  be  liable  for 
any  expense,  at  any  time,  on  account  of  the  building  of  said 
free  wagon  road  or  turnpike,  or  for  keeping  the  same  in  repair, 
and  if  the  said  road  should  be  forfeited  or  abandoned,  or  cease  to 
be  free  of  toll,  the  land  covered  by  the  right  of  way  shall  revert  to 
the  United  States  if  the  land  over  which  it  ran  is  kept  for  park 
purposes,  or  if  sold,  to  the  owners  of  the  land  through  which 
the  road  runs,  or  whose  property  abuts  the  same. 

Approved,  July  19,  1892. 


11— An  act  authorizing  the  Leonard  Avenue  Street  Railway  Company  to  lay 
tracks  upon  certain  streets  abutting  United  States  Military  reservation  in 
the  City  of  Columbus,  Ohio. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of 
the  United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  That  the 
Leonard  Avenue  Street  Railway  Company,  a  corporation  duly 
organized  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  is  hereby  granted 
consent  to  construct  a  single  or  double  track  street  railway  on 
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Cleveland  avenue,  and  on  Buckingham  street,  and  on  Jefferson 
avenue,  in  the  city  of  Columbus,  Ohio,  wherever  said  avenues 
and  street  abut  upon  the  militarv  reservation  now  known  as 
Columbus  Barracks,  and  located  in  the  said  city  of  Columbus, 
Ohio.  And  the  Secretary  of  War  is  hereby  authorized  to  sign 
such  consent  as  may  be  required  by  the  laws  of  Ohio,  on  behalf 
of  the  Government  of  the  United  States,  to  authorize  tlie  con- 
struction of  said  street  railroad  in  and  upon  said  avenues  and 
street. 

Approved,  July  21,  1892. 


ni— An  act  granting  the  right  of  way  to  the  Mexican  Gulf,  Pacific  and  Puget 
Sound  Railroad  Ck)mpany  over  and  through  the  public  lands  of  the  United 
States  in  the  States  of  Florida,  Alabama,  Mississippi,  and  Tennessee,  and 
granting  the  right  of  way  to  said  Railroad  Company  over  and  through  the 
United  States  naval  and  military  reservations  near  Pensacola,  in  the  State 
of  Florida. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of 
the  United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  That  the 
Mexican  Gulf,  Pacific  and  Puget  Sound  Railroad  Company,  a 
company  organized  under  the  laws  of  the  States  of  Florida  and 
Alabama,  is  hereby  granted  the  right  of  way,  one  hundred  feet 
in  width,  through  the  lands  belonging  to  the  United  States  in 
the  States  of  Florida,  Alabama,  Mississippi,  and  Tennessee,  and 
through  the  reservations  lying  near  Pensacola,  in  the  State  of 
Florida,  known  as  the  naval  and  military  reservations.  The 
said  The  Mexican  Gulf,  Pacific  and  Puget  Sound  Railroad  Com- 
pany is  hereby  granted  also  the  privilege  and  authority  to  use 
such  timber,  gravel,  stone,  and  all  materials  within  the  said 
right  of  way  through  lands  belonging  to  the  United  States,  ex- 
cept said  naval  and  military  reservations,  as  may  be  necessary 
in  the  construction  and  operation  of  the  said  The  Mexican  Gulf, 
Pacific  and  Puget  Sound  Railroad. 

Sec.  2.  That  the  line  and  location  of  the  right  of  way  to  the 
said  The  Mexican  Gulf,  Pacific  and  Puget  Sound  Railroad  Com- 
pany through  the  naval  and  military  reservations  near  Pensa- 
cola, Florida,  shall  be  subject  to  the  approval  and  under  the 
control  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  and  the  Secretary  of  "War : 
Provided^  That  the  said  railroad  company,  on  notification  by 
the  Secretaries  of  the  Navy  and  War,  shall,  within  a  reasonable 
time  thereafter,  construct,  maintain,  and  operate  at  its  own  ex-

pense  a  spur  track  or  tracks  to  enter  into  and  be  located  at  such 
place  or  places  witliin  the  present  limits  of  the  navy-yard  in- 
closure  on  said  reservation  as  may  be  designated  by  the  Secre- 
tary of  the  Navy  :  And  provided  further,  That  the  Secretaries 
of  the  Navy,  and  War  be,  and  are  hereby,  authorized  to  allow 
the  use  by  the  said  company,  in  the  accommodation  of  its  gen- 
eral traffic  and  the  maintenance  of  a  coaling  station,  of  so  much 
of  the  land  and  water  front  of  the  said  reservation  lying  west 
of  and  outside  the  present  navy-yard  inclosure  as  in  their  judg- 
ment will  not  be  required  for  naval  or  army  purposes,  and  as 
will  not  be  a  hindrance  to  the  public  defense  nor  prejudicial  to 
the  health  of  those  residing  on  the  (Government  reservation  and 
not  to  exceed  in  any  one  case  three  hundred  feet  of  water  front, 
which  width  may  extend  back  along  the  line  of  said  road  not 
more  than  one  thousand  feet ;  the  value  of  the  use  of  land  to  be 
appraised  by  a  board  of  naval  officers,  to  be  appointed  by  the 
Secretary  of  the  Navy :  And  provided  further,  That  said  com- 
pany shall  reimburse  the  residents  of  said  reservation  for  any 
damages  to  their  property  or  tenements  caused  by  the  construc- 
tion, excavation,  or  operation  of  said  road,  such  damage  in  all 
cases  to  be  fixed  by  the  said  board :  And  provided  further.  That 
the  right  of  way  and  other  privileges  granted  in  this  section  shall 
be  subject  to  the  regulation  and  control  of  the  said  Secretaries, 
and  shall  be  inoperative,  null,  and  void  unless  the  said  railroad 
company  shall  complete  the  construction  of  and  have  in  use  its 
tracks  within  two  years  from  the  date  of  the  passage  of  this  act. 

Sec.  3.  That  the  Secretaries  of  the  Navy  and  War  may,  at 
any  time  they  shall  deem  it  necessary  for  the  public  good,  cause 
to  be  removed  or  destroyed  all  or  any  of  the  structures  hereby 
X>ennitted  on  the  naval  and  military  reservations  near  Pensacola, 
Florida,  without  liability  for  damages ;  and  the  said  company 
shall  not  erect  or  allow  the  use  of  any  residences  on  said  reser- 
vation, nor  shall  it  erect  any  structures  of  any  kind  thereon,  ex- 
cept snch  as  the  Secretaries  of  the  Navy  and  War  shaU  approve; 
and  all  approvals  in  this  act  required  shall  be  in  writing. 

Sec.  4.  That  Congress  expressly  reserves  the  right  to  alter, 
amend,  or  repeal  this  act,  in  whole  or  in  part,  without  any  lia- 
bility on  the  part  of  the  United  States  for  any  damages  or  losses 
sustained  by  said  company. 

Approved,  July  21,  1892. 


IV— An  act  to  amend  sections  twenty-one  hundred  and  thirty-nine,  twenty- 
one  hundred  and  forty,  and  twenty-one  himdred  and  forty-one  of  the  Re- 
vised Statutes  touching  the  sale  of  intoxicants  in  the  Indian  country,  and 
for  other  purposes. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of 
the  United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled^  That  sec- 
tion twenty-one  hundred  and  thirty -nine  of  the  Revised  Statutes 
be  amended  and  re-enacted  so  as  to  read  as  follows : 

**  Sec.  2139.  No  ardent  spirits,  ale,  beer,  wine,  or  intoxicating 
liquor  or  liquors  of  whatevei;  kind  shall  be  introduced,  under 
any  pretense,  into  the  Indian  country.    Every  person  who  sells, 
exchanges,  gives,  barters,  or  disposes  of  any  ardent  spirits,  ale, 
beer,  wine,  or  intoxicating  liquors  of  any  kind  to  any  Indian 
under  charge  of  any  Indian  superintendent  or  agent,  or  intro- 
duces or  attempts  to  introduce  any  ardent  spirits,  ale,  wine, 
beer,  or  intoxicating  liquor  of  any  kind  into  the  Indian  country 
shall  be  punished  by  imprisonment  for  not  more  than  two  years, 
and  by  fine  of  not  more  than  three  hundred  dollars  for  each 
offense.     But  it  shall  be  a  sufficient  defense  to  any  charge  of 
introducing  or  attempting  to  introduce  ardent  spirits,  ale,  beer, 
wine,  or  intoxicating  liquors  into  the  Indian  country  that  the 
acts  charged  were  done  under  authority  in  writing  from  the 
War  Department,  or  any  officer  duly  authorized  thereunto  by 
the  War  Department.    All  complaints  for  the  arrest  of  any 
person  or  persons  made  for  violation  of  any  of  the  provisions 
of  this  act  shall  be  made  in  the  county  where  the  offense  shall 
have  been  committed,  or  if  committed  upon  or  within  any  reser- 
vation not  included  in  any  county,  then  in  any  county  adjoin- 
ing such  reservation,  and,  if  in  the  Indian  Territory,  before  the 
United  States  court  commissioner,  or  commissioner  of  the  cir- 
cuit court  of  the  United  States  residing  nearest  the  place  where 
the  offense  was  committed,  who  is  not  for  any  reason  disquali- 
fied :  but  in  all  cases  such  arrests  shall  be  made  before  any 
United  States  court  commissioner  residing  in  such  adjoining 
county,  or  before  any  magistrate  or  judicial  officer  authorized  by 
the  laws  of  the  State  in  which  such  reservation  is  located  to 
issue  warrants  for  the  arrest  and  examination  of  offenders  by 
section  ten  hundred  and  fourteen  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of  the 
United  States.    And  all  persons  so  arrested  shall,  unless  dis- 
charged upon  examination,  be  held  to  answer  and  stand  trial 


before  the  court  of  the  United  States  having  jurisdiction  of  the 
offense." 

Approved,  July  23,  1892. 


V-_Aii  act  to  accept  a  bequest  made  by  Gteneral  George  W.  Cullum  for  the 
erection  of  a  memorial  hall  at  West  Point,  New  York,  and  to  carry  the 
terms  and  conditions  of  the  same  into  execution. 

Whereas  George  W.  Cullum,  colonel  of  the  Corps  of  Engineers 
on  the  retired  list,  brevet  major-general  United  States  Army, 
a  resident  of  the  city  of  New  York,  lately  deceased,  did,  by 
his  last  will  and  testament,  give  and  bequeath  to  the  United 
States  the  sum  of  two  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars 
upon  the  terms  and  conditions  that  the  United  States  shall 
build  and  maintain,  in  accordance  with  certain  stipulations, 
upon  the  public  grounds  at  West  Point,  New  York,  a  fireproof 
memorial  hall  for  certain  designated  purposes  hereinafter  spe- 
cified :  Therefore, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of 
the  United  States  of  Afnerica  in  Congress  assembled.  That  the 
said  bequest  be,  and  the  same  hereby  is,  accepted  by  the  United 
States  under  the  terms  and  conditions  thereto  annexed  by  the 
said  testator  in  his  said  last  will  and  testament ;  the  said  sum 
of  two  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars  to  be  paid  into  the 
Treasury  of  the  United  States,  subject  to  the  disposition  herein- 
after to  be  made  of  the  same  and  for  the  faithful  execution  of 
the  objects  and  purposes  of  said  bequest  according  to  the  will 
of  the  donor. 

Sec.  2.  That  the  Superintendent  of  the  United  States  Mili- 
tary Academy,  three  other  members  of  the  academic  board,  and 
Major-General  James  B.  Fry,  during  his  lifetime,  be,  and  they 
are,  constituted  a  board,  by  the  name  of  *  *  The  Board  of  Trustees 
of  the  Memorial  Hall  of  the  United  States  Military  Academy," 
whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  erect  the  said  memorial  hall  according 
to  the  provisions  of  the  will  of  the  testator,  and  on  completion 
thereof  to  transfer  the  same  to  the  United  States  for  perpetual 
use  as  a  memorial  hall,  to  be  devoted  to  the  objects  and  pur- 
poses as  defined  in  the  said  will.  And  the  members  of  the  said 
board  of  trustees,  to  be  selected  as  aforesaid,  shall  be  appointed 
immediately  upon  the  passage  of  this  act,  by  the  Secretary  of 
War,  from  members  of  the  academic  board  of  the  said  academy 


who  are  j2:raduate8  thereof.  And  in  the  event  of  any  vacancy 
occurrmg  in  the  said  board  of  trustees,  either  by  the  death 
or  inability  to  serve  of  Major-General  James  B.  Fry,  or  by  the 
death  or  vacation  of  office  of  any  member  thereof  who  was  ap- 
pointed by  selection  from  the  members  of  the  said  academic 
board,  the  Secretary  of  War  shall  in  each  case,  and  from  time 
to  time  as  often  as  vacancies  occur,  fill  such  vacancy  by  the  ap- 
pointment of  a  member  of  the  said  academic  board,  who  shall 
be  a  graduate  of  the  said  Military  Academy,  in  the  same  manner 
as  provided  for  the  original  appointments. 

Sec.  3.  That  when  the  said  sum  of  two  hundred  and  fifty  thou- 
sand dollars  shall  have  been  paid  into  the  Treasury  of  the  United 
States  the  whole  sum  shall  be,  and  hereby  is,  appropriated  for 
the  erection  of  a  suitable  structure  for  the  purposes  of  a  memo- 
rial hall  at  West  Point,  New  York,  upon  such  site  at  West  Point, 
New  York,  as  the  board  of  trustees  herein  created  shall  recom- 
mend and  the  Secretary  of  War  approve. 

Sec.  4.  That  the  said  board  of  trustees  shall,  as  soon  as  practi- 
cable after  the  funds  appropriated  for  building  purposes  in  the 
preceding  section  shall  have  become  available,  determine,  by  a 
majority  of  the  whole  number  of  its  members,  upon  a  plan  and 
specifications  for  a  building  to  be  erected  corresponding  to  and 
in  accordance  with  the  terms  and  conditions  of  the  aforesaid 
bequest,  and  submit  the  same  to  the  Secretary  of  War  for  his 
approval,  who  on  behalf  of  the  United  States  shall  then  cause  a 
contract  to  be  let,  in  the  same  manner  as  other  contracts  to 
which  tlie  United  States  is  a  party,  for  the  erection  of  said  build- 
ing, under  the  direction  of  the  said  board  of  trustees. 

Sec.  o.  That  the  funds  appropriated  in  this  act  shall  be  drawn 
from  the  Treasury  as  required  by  section  thirty-six  hundred 
and  seventy-three,  Revised  Statutes  of  the  United  States,  in  the 
case  of  moneys  appropriated  for  the  use  of  the  War  Department. 
And  the  said  board  of  trustees  shall  submit  to  the  Secretary  of 
War  estimates  for  his  approval,  which  shall  form  the  basis  of 
his  requisition.  The  funds  so  drawn  shall  be  disbursed,  under 
the  direction  of  the  Secretary  of  War,  by  the  disbursing  officer 
of  the  United  States  Military  Academy,  upon  vouchers  certified 
to  by  the  president  and  secretary  of  said  board  of  trustees  for  and 
in  behalf  of  said  board,  and  shall  be  accounted  for  by  the  said 
disbursing  officer  in  the  same  manner  and  under  the  same  con- 
ditions as  other  public  funds  of  the  United  States :  Provided^ 


That  the  authority  of  the  Secretary  of  War  for  any  expenditure 
under  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  conclusive  evidence  of 
the  legality  thereof. 

Sec.  6.  That  the  memorial  hall  to  be  erected  under  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act  shall  be  a  receptacle  of  statues,  busts,  mural 
tablets,  and  portraits  of  distinguished  and  deceased  officers  and 
graduates  of  the  l^Iilitary  Academy,  of  paintings  of  battle  scenes, 
trophies  of  war,  and  such  other  objects  as  may  tend  to  give 
elevation  to  the  military  profession  ;  and  to  prevent  the  intro- 
duction of  unworthy  subjects  into  this  hall  the  selection  of  each 
shall  be  made  by  not  less  than  two-thirds  of  the  members  of  the 
entu'e  academic  board  of  the  United  States  Military  Academy^ 
the  vote  being  taken  by  ayes  and  nays  and  to  be  so  recorded. 

Sec.  7.  That  the  said  board  of  trustees  shall,  within  thirty 
days  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  meet  at  West  Point,  New  York, 
and  organize  by  the  election  of  one  of  their  number  as  presi- 
dent and  another  as  secretary  of  said  board ;  and  a  majority  of 
the  whole  number  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction 
of  business.  And  the  said  memorial  hall  shall  be  erected  under  the 
direction  of  the  said  board  of  trustees,  and  after  being  erected 
shall  be  maintained,  managed,  and  controlled  by  the  United 
States  in  a  manner  similar  to  other  public  buildings  at  West 
Point.  After  the  construction  of  the  building  and  its  transfer 
to  the  Government  the  functions  of  the  said  board  of  trustees 
shall  cease. 

Approved,  July  23,  1892. 


VI— An  act  to  amend  section  nine  of  the  act  for  the  relief  of  certain  volun- 
teer and  regular  soldiers  of  the  late  war  and  the  war  with  Mexico,  passed 
March  second,  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-nine. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of 
the  United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  That  sec- 
tion nine  of  the  act  for  the  relief  of  certain  volunteer  and  regu- 
lar soldiers  of  the  late  war  and  the  war  with  Mexico,  passed 
March  second,  anno  Domini  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-nine, 
be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  so  amended  as  to  extend  the  time 
for  the  limitation  of  the  ox)eration  of  said  section  for  the  period 
of  two  years  from  the  first  of  July,  eighteen  himdred  and  ninety- 
two. 

Approved,  July  27,  1892. 
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YII— An  act  authorizing  the  Secretary  of  War  to  lease  public  property  in  cer- 
tain cases. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of 
the  United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled.  That  au- 
thority be,  and  is  hereby,  given  to  the  Secretary  of  War,  when 
in  his  discretion  it  will  be  for  the  public  good,  to  lease,  for  a 
period  not  exceeding  five  years  and  revocable  at  any  time,  such 
property  of  the  United  States  under  his  control  as  may  not  for 
the  time  be  required  for  public  use  and  for  the  leasing  of  which 
there  is  no  authority  under  existing  law,  and  such  leases  shall 
be  reported  annually  to  Congress :  Provided,  That  nothing  in 
this  act  contained  shall  be  held  to  apply  to  mineral  or  phos- 
phate lands. 

Approved,  July  28,  1892. 


VIII— An  act  providing  for  the  relief  of  William  C.  Spencer,  of  Maryland,  late 
Captain  Seventeenth  Infantry,  United  States  Army. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of 
the  United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  That  the 
President  of  the  United  States  be,  and  he  is  hereby,  authorized 
to  nominate  and,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Sen- 
ate, to  appoint  William  C.  Spencer,  late  a  captain  in  the  Seven- 
teenth Infantry,  United  States  Army,  a  captain  in  the  Army, 
and  when  so  appointed  to  place  him  on  the  unlimited  list  of  re- 
tired oflScers  of  the  Army,  with  rank  and  pay  from  the  date  of 
his  appointment  and  retirement  under  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

Approved,  July  28,  1892. 


IX— An  act  relating  to  the  limitation  of  the  hours  of  daily  service  of  laborers 
and  mechanics  employed  upon  the  pubUc  works  of  the  United  States  and 
of  the  District  of  Columbia. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of 
the  United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  That  the 
service  and  employment  of  all  laborers  and  mechanics  who  are 
now  or  may  hereafter  be  employed  by  the  Government  of  the 
United  States,  by  the  District  of  Colimibia,  or  by  any  contractor 
or  subcontractor  upon  any  of  the  public  works  of  the  United 
States  or  of  the  said  District  of  Columbia,  is  hereby  limited  and 
restricted  to  eight  houi*s  in  any  one  calendar  day,  and  it  shall 
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be  unlawful  for  any  officer  of  the  United  States  Government 
or  of  the  District  of  Columbia  or  any  such  contractor  or  sub- 
contractor whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  employ,  direct,  or  control 
the  services  of  such  laborers  or  mechanics  to  require  or  permit 
any  such  laborer  or  mechanic  to  work  more  than  eight  hours  in 
any  calendar  day  except  in  case  of  extraordinary  emergency. 

Sec.  2.  That  any  officer  or  agent  of  the  Government  of  the 
United  States  or  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  or  any  contractor 
or  subcontractor  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  employ,  direct,  or 
control  any  laborer  or  mechanic  employed  upon  any  of  the  pub- 
lic works  of  the  United  States  or  of  the  District  of  Columbia 
who  shall  intentionally  violate  any  provision  of  this  act,  shall 
be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  for  each  and  every 
such  offense  shall  upon  conviction  be  punished  by  a  fine  not  to 
exceed  one  thousand  dollars  or  by  imprisonment  for  not  more 
than  six  months,  or  by  both  such  fine  and  imprisonment,  in  the 
discretion  of  the  court  having  jurisdiction  thereof. 

Sec.  3.  The  provisions  of  this  act  shall  not  be  so  construed  as 
to  in  any  manner  apply  to  or  affect  contractors  or  subcontractors, 
or  to  limit  the  hours  of  daily  service  of  laborers  or  mechanics 
engaged  upon  the  public  works  of  the  United  States  or  of  the 
District  of  Columbia  for  which  contracts  have  been  entered  into 
prior  to  the  passage  of  this  act. 

Approved,  August  1,  1892. 


X—Joint  resolution  extending  the  time  for  the  construction  of  a  hotel  on  the 
Government  reservation  at  Fortress  Monroe,  Virginia. 

Resolved  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the 
United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  That  the  time 
for  the  construction  of  a  hotel  upon  the  Government  reservation 
at  Fortress  Monroe,  Vu'ginia,  as  provided  in  the  act  of  Congress 
approved  July  second,  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety,  be,  and 
the  same  is  hereby,  extended  for  one  year  from  and  after  the 
passage  of  this  act. 

Approved,  July  28,  1892. 


XI-_Joint  resolution  to  continue  the  provisions  of  existing  laws  providing 
temporarily  for  the  exx)enditures  of  the  Government. 

Resolved  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the 
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United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assenibled.  That  the  pro- 
visions of  Joint  Resolutions  approved  June  thirtieth  and  July 
sixteenth,  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-two,  providing  tempo- 
rarily for  the  expenditures  of  the  Gk)vemment,  be,  and  the  same 
are  hereby,  extended  and  continued  in  full  force  and  effect  to 
and  including  the  fourth  day  of  August,  eighteen  hundred  and 
ninety-two. 

Approved,  August  1,  1892. 


XII— Joint  resolution  to  continue  the  provisions  of  existing  laws  providing 
temporarily  for  the  expenditures  of  the  Government. 

Resolved  by  the  Senate  and  the  House  of  Representatives  of  the 
United  States  of  America^  in  Congress  assembled^  That  the  pro- 
visions of  Joint  Resolutions  approved  June  thirtieth,  July  fif- 
teenth, and  August  first  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-two,  pro- 
viding temporarily  for  the  expenditures  of  the  Government,  be, 
and  the  same  are  hereby,  extended  and  continued  in  full  force 
and  effect  to  and  including  the  tenth  day  of  August,  eighteen 
hundred  and  ninety-two.

The  following  acts  of  Congress  are  published  for  the  informa- 
tion and  government  of  all  concerned : 

I— An  act  to  amend  an  act  entitled  ''An  act  to  promote  the  administration 
of  justice  in  the  Army/'*  approved  October  first,  eighteen  hundred  and 
ninety. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of 
the  United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  That  the 
act  entitled  **An  act  to  promote  the  administration  of  justice 
in  the  Army,"  approved  October  first,  eighteen  hundred  and 
ninety,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  amended  by  adding  thereto 
the  following  section : 

"  Sec.  3.  That  the  commanding  officers  authorized  to  approve 
the  sentences  of  summary  courts  shall  have  the  ix)wer  to  remit 
or  mitigate  the  same." 

Approved,  July  27,  1892. 


EL— An  act  to  amend  the  Articles  of  War,  and  for  Other  pm-poses. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of 
the  United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assenibled,  That  ar- 
ticles seventeen,  eighty-four,  one  hundred  and  four,  and  one 
hundred  and  ten,  of  section  thirteen  hundred  and  forty-two  of 
the  Revised  Statutes  of  the  United  States,  be,  and  the  same  are 
hereby,  amended  to  read  as  follows : 

**  Article  17.  Any  soldier  who  sells  or  through  neglect  loses 
or  spoils  his  horse,  arms,  clothing,  or  accoutrements  shall  be 
pimished  as  a  court-martial  may  adjudge,  subject  to  such  limi- 
tation as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  President  by  virtue  of  the 
power  vested  in  him." 

"  Article  84.  The  judge-advocate  shall  administer  to  each 
member  of  the  court,  before  they  proceed  upon  any  trial,  the 
following  oath,  which  shall  also  be  taken  by  all  members  of 
regimental  and  garrison  courts-martial :  *  You,  A  B,  do  swear 
that  you  will  well  and  truly  try  and  detei'mine,  according  to 
evidence,  the  matter  now  before  you,  between  the  United  States 
of  America  and  the  prisoner  to  be  tried,  and  that  you  will  duly 
administer  justice,  without  partiality,  favor,  or  affection,  ac- 
cording to  the  provisions  of  the  rules  and  articles  for  the  gov- 


emment  of  the  armies  of  the  United  States,  and  if  any  doubt 
should  arise,  not  explained  by  said  articles,  then  according  to 
your  conscience,  the  best  of  your  understanding,  and  the  cus- 
tom of  war  in  like  cases ;  and  you  do  further  swear  that  you 
will  not  divulge  the  sentence  of  the  court  until  it  shall  be  pub- 
lished by  the  proper  authority,  except  to  the  judge-advocate ; 
neither  will  you  disclose  or  discover  the  vote  or  opinion  of  any 
particular  member  of  the  court-martial,  unless  required  to  give 
evidence  thereof,  as  a  witness,  by  a  court  of  justice,  in  a  due 
course  of  law.    So  help  you  God.* " 

^'Article  104.  No  sentence  of  a  court-martial  shall  be  car- 
ried into  execution  until  the  same  shall  have  been  approved  by 
the  officer  ordering  the  court,  or  by  the  officer  commanding  for 
the  time  being." 

"Article  110.  No  sentence  adjudged  by  a  field  officer,  de- 
tailed to  try  soldiers  of  his  regiment,  shall  be  carried  into  exe- 
cution until  the  same  shall  have  been  approved  by  the  brigade 
commander,  or,  in  case  there  be  no  brigade  commander,  by 
the  commanding  officer  of  the  post  or  camp." 

Sec.  2.  That  whenever  a  court-martial  shall  sit  in  closed  ses- 
sion the  judge  advocate  shall  withdraw,  and  when  his  legal  ad- 
vice or  his  assistance  in  referring  to  recorded  evidence  is  re- 
quired it  shall  be  obtained  in  open  court. 

Sec.  3.  That  fraudulent  enlistment,  and  the  receipt  of  any 
pay  or  allowance  thereunder,  is  hereby  declared  a  military 
offense  and  made  punishable  by  court-martial,  under  the  Sixty- 
second  Article  of  "War. 

Sec.  4.  That  judge-advocates  of  departments  and  of  courts- 
martial,  and  the  trial  officers  of  summary  courts,  are  hereby 
authorized  to  administer  oaths  for  the  purposes  of  the  admin- 
istration of  military  justice,  and  for  other  purposes  of  military 
administration. 

Sec.  5.  That  the  commanding  officers  authorized  to  approve 
the  sentences  of  summary  courts  shall  have  the  power  to  re- 
mit or  mitigate  the  same. 

Sec.  6.  That  this  act  shall  take  effect  sixty  days  after  its  pas- 
sage.

m.- An  act  amending  the  act  of  October  first,  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety, 
entitled  *' An  act  to  provide  for  the  examination  of  certain  officers  of  the 
Army  and  to  regulate  promotions  therein." 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of 
tlie  United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  That  sec- 
tion three  of  the  act  of  October  first,  eighteen  hundred  and 
ninety,  entitled  *'  An  act  to  provide  for  the  examination  of  cer- 
tain officers  of  the  Army  and  to  regulate  promotions  therein," 
is  hereby  amended  by  adding  thereto  the  following  :  And  pro- 
vided further  j  That  officers  entitled  by  this  section  to  exami- 
nation, by  a  board  composed  entirely  of  officers  who  were  ap- 
pointed from  civil  life,  or  who  were  officers  of  volunteers  only 
during  the  war,  may,  by  w^ritten  waiver  filed  with  the  War 
Department,  relinquish  such  right,  in  which  case  the  examina- 
tion of  such  officers  shall  be  conducted  by  boards  composed  as 
shall  be  directed  by  the  Secretary  of  War. 

Sec.  2.  That  the  examination  of  officers  of  the  Corps  of  En- 
gineers and  Ordnance  Department  who  were  officers  or  enlisted 
men  in  the  regular  or  volunteer  service,  either  in  the  Army, 
Navy,  or  the  Marine  Corps,  during  the  war  of  the  rebellion, 
shall  be  conducted  by  boards  composed  in  the  same  manner  as 
for  the  examination  of  other  officers  of  their  respective  corps 
and  department ;  and  the  examinations  shall  embrace  the  same 
subjects  prescribed  for  all  other  officers  of  similar  grades  in  the 
Corps  of  Engineers  and  Ordnance  Department,  respectively. 

Approved,  July  27,  1892. 


IV_-An  act  to  define  the  grade  of  certain  medical  officers  of  the  Army,  and 

for  other  purposes. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of 
tlve  United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled^  That  from 
and  after  the  passage  of  this  act  the  grade  of  certain  medical 
officers  of  the  Army  below  that  of  Surgeon-General  shall  be  as 
follows :  Those  holding  the  rank  of  colonel,  assistant  surgeon- 
generals  ;  those  holding  the  rank  of  lieutenant-colonel,  deputy 
surgeon-generals. 

Sec.  2.  That  before  receiving  the  rank  of  captain  of  cavalry, 
assistant  surgeons  shall  be  examined,  under  the  provisions  of 
an  act  approved  October  first,  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety. 


entitled  "  An  act  to  provide  for  the  examination  of  certain  offi- 
cers of  the  Army  and  to  regulate  promotions  therein." 

Sec.  3.  That  medical  officers  of  the  Army  may  be  assigned 
by  the  Secretary  of  War  to  such  duties  as  the  interests  of  the 
service  may  demand. 

Sec.  4.  That  all  acts  or  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  with  the 
provisions  of  this  act  are  hereby  repealed. 

Approved,  July  27,  1892. 

V— An  act  to  provide  for  the  examination  and  promotion  of  enlisted  men  of 
the  Army  to  the  grade  of  second  lieutenant. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of 
the  United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled^  That  the 
President  be,  and  he  is  hereby,  authorized  to  prescribe  a  sys- 
tem of  examination  of  enlisted  men  of  the  Army,  by  such  boards 
as  may  be  established  by  him,  to  determine  their  fitness  for 
promotion  to  the  grade  of  second  lieutenant :  Provided,  That 
all  unmarried  soldiers  under  thirty  years  of  age,  who  are  citi- 
zens of  the  United  States,  are  physically  sound,  who  have 
served  honorably  not  less  than  two  years  in  the  Army,  and 
who  have  borne  a  good  moral  character  before  and  after  en- 
listment, may  compete  for  promotion  under  any  system  au- 
thorized by  this  act. 

Sec.  2.  That  the  members  and  recorder  of  such  boards  as 
may  be  established  by  the  President,  under  the  provisions  of 
the  preceding  section,  shall  be  sworn  in  every  case  to  discharge 
their  duties  honestly  and  faithfully ;  and  the  boards  may  ex- 
amine witnesses,  and  take  depositions,  for  which  purposes  they 
shall  have  such  powers  of  a  court  of  inquiry  as  may  be  neces- 
sary. 

Sec.  3.  That  the  vacancies  in  the  grade  of  second  lieutenant 
heretofore  filled  by  the  promotion  of  meritorious  non-commis- 
sioned officers  of  the  Army,  under  the  provisions  of  section 
three  of  the  act  approved  June  eighteenth,  eighteen  hundred 
and  seventy-eight,  shall  be  filled  by  the  appointment  of  com- 
petitors favorably  recommended  under  this  act,  in  the  order  of 
merit  established  by  the  final  examination.  Each  man  who 
passes  the  final  examination  shall  receive  a  certificate  of  eligi- 
bility, setting  forth  the  subjects  in  which  he  is  proficient  and 
the  especial  grounds  upon  which  the  recommendation  is  based : 
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Providedf  That  not  more  than  two  examinations  shall  be  ac- 
corded to  the  same  competitor. 

Sec.  4.  That  all  rights  and  privileges  arising  from  a  certifi- 
cate of  eligibility  may  be  vacated  by  sentence  of  a  court-mar- 
tial, but  no  soldier,  while  holding  the  privileges  of  a  certificate, 
shall  be  brought  before  a  garrison  or  regimental  coui't-martial 
or  summary  court. 

Sec.  5.  That  sections  three  and  four  of  the  act  approved  June 
eighteenth,  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-eight,  providing  for 
the  promotion  of  meritorious  noncommissioned  officers,  be,  and 
the  same  are  hereby,  repealed.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of 
ths  United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assembledf  That  the 
following  sums  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby,  appropriated,  to 
supply  deficiencies  in  the  appropriations  for  the  fiscal  year 
eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-two,  and  for  prior  years,  and  for 
other  objects  hereinafter  stated,  namely :

WAR  DEPARTMENT. 

Transportation  of  the  Army  and  its  Supplies  :  To  pay 
amounts  found  due  by  the  accounting  officers  of  the  Treasury 
on  account  of  transportation  of  the  Army  and  its  supplies,  ex- 
cept for  services  over  the  several  Pacific  railroads,  being  a  de- 
ficiency for  the  fiscal  year  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety,  one 
hundred  and  twelve  thousand  two  hundred  and  twenty-six  dol- 
lars and  four  cents. 

Rifle  Range,  Fort  Sheridan,  Ilijnois:  To  pay  amount 
foundj^due  by  the  accounting  officers  to  William  Goldie  and 
Sons,  of  Chicago,  Illinois,  on  account  of  the  appropriation  for 
rifle  range.  Fort  Sheridan,  IlliDois,  ninety  dollars. 

Construction  and  Repair  of  Hospitals  :  To  pay  amount 
found  due  by  the  accounting  officers  to  V.  A.  Kelley  (in  part), 
on  account  of  construction  and  repair  of  hospitals,  being  a  de- 
ficiency for^the  fiscal  year  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-one, 
one  thousand  five  hundred  and  thirty-six  dollars  and  eighty- 
two  cents. 

To  pay  amount  found  due  by  the  accounting  officers  to  W 
Millard's  Sons,  on  account  of  construction  and  repair  of  hos 
pitals,  being  a  deficiency  for  the  fiscal  year  eighteen  hundred 
and  ninety,  thirty-four  dollars  and  forty-three  cents.

That  the 
following  sums  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby,  appropriated,  for 
the  objects  hereinafter  expressed,  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June 
thirtieth,  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-three,  namely  :

World's  Columbian  Exposition. 

Government  Exhibit  :  For  the  selection,  purchase,  prepara-

Telegraph  to  Connect  the  Capitol  with  the  Depart- 
ments AND  GrOVERNMENT  PRINTING  OFFICE :  For  care  and  re- 
pair of  existing  lines,  one  thousand  five  hundred  dollars. 

Washington  Monument  :  For  the  care  and  maintenance  of 
the  Washington  Monument,  namely :  For  one  custodian,  at  one 
hundred  dollars  per  month  ;  one  steam  engineer,  at  eighty  dol- 
lars per  month  ;  one  assistant  steam  engineer,  at  sixty  dollars 
per  month ;  one  fireman,  at  fifty  dollars  per  month ;  one  as- 
sistant fireman,  at  forty-five  dollars  per  month  ;  one  conductor 
of  elevator  car,  at  seventy-five  dollars  per  month ;  one  attend- 
ant on  floor,  at  sixty  dollars  per  month ;  one  attendant  on  top 
floor,  at  sixty  dollars  per  month  ;  three  night  and  day  watch- 
men, at  sixty  dollars  per  month  each ;  in  all,  eight  thousand 
five  hundred  and  twenty  dollars. 

For  fuel,  lights,  oil,  waste,  packing,  tools,  matches,  paints, 
brushes,  brooms,  lanterns,  rope,  nails,  screws,  lead,  electric 
lights,  heating  apparatus,  oil  stoves  for  elevator  car  and  upper 
and  lower  floor,  repairs  to  engines,  boilers,  dynamos,  elevator, 
and  repairs  of  all  kinds  connected  with  the  monument  and  ma- 
chinery, and  purchase  of  all  necessary  articles  for  keeping  the 
monument,  machinery,  elevator,  and  electric-light  plant  in 
good  order,  three  thousand  dollars. 

Fish- WAYS  at  Great  Falls  :  To  complete  the  erection  of 
fish-ways  at  the  Great  Falls  of  the  Potomac,  fifteen  thousand 
dollars. 
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Military  Posts. 

For  the  construction  of  buildings  at  and  the  enlargement  of 
such  military  posts  as,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Secretary  of  War, 
may  be  necessary,  four  hundred  thousand  dollars :  Provided^ 
That  sixty  thousand  dollars  of  the  sum  herein  appropriated  may 
be  used,  in  case  the  Secretary  of  War  shall  regard  it  necessary 
for  the  public  interest,  to  commence  the  erection  of  buildings 
including  hospital  at  the  military  post  near  Little  Rock,  Arkan- 
sas, when  the  conditions  of  the  act  approved  April  twenty- 
third,  eighteen  himdred  and  ninety-two,  to  establish  said  post 
shall  have  been  complied  with  :  Provided  further  ^  That  not  ex- 
ceeding fifty  thousand  dollars  of  the  sum  herein  appropriated 
may  be  used  for  reconstructing  Fort  McKinney,  Wyoming : 
Provided  further ,  That  the  one  hundred  thousand  dollars  ap- 
propriated by  act  approved  May  twelfth,  eighteen  hundred  and 
ninety  two,  for  the  establishment  of  a  military  post  at  Helena, 
Montana,  may  be  used,  when  title  to  the  land  shall  have  been 
acquired,  not  only  for  locating  the  post  and  the  construction  of 
buildings,  but  also  in  providing  proper  sewerage  and  an  ade- 
quate water  supply.  And  the  Secretary  of  War  is  hereby  au- 
thorized to  establish  a  military  post  at  a  point  near  the  northern 
frontier,  where  he  may,  in  his  judgment,  deem  itfor  the  public 
good  :  Provided^  That  suitable  land  for  the  purpose  is  donated 
free  of  cost  to  the  United  States,  and  that  the  title  shall  be  de- 
clared valid  by  the  Attomey-Greneral. 

Army  and  Naval  Hospital  :  For  improvement  and  mainte- 
nance of  grounds  about  the  Army  and  Naval  Hospital  at  Hot 
Springs,  Arkansas,  seven  thousand  nine  hundred  and  sixty  dol- 
lars and  sixty  cents. 

Improvement  of  the  Yellowstone  National  Park  :  For 
the  improvement  of  the  Yellowstone  National  Park,  forty-five 
thousand  dollars  ;  the  same  to  be  expended  by  and  under  the 
direction  of  the  Secretary  of  War :  Provided^  That  fifteen  thou- 
sand dollars  of  this  amount,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  nec- 
essary may  be  expended  in  the  discretion  of  the  Secretary  of 
War,  for  the  construction  of  a  road  from  the  Upper  Geyser 
Basin  to  a  point  on  Snake  River  where  it  crosses  the  southern 
boundary  of  the  park. 

Chickamauga  and  Chattanooga  National  Park  :  To  en- 
able the  Secretary  of  War  to  complete  the  establishment  of  the-

Ohickamauga  and  Chattanooga  National  Military  Park  accord- 
ing to  the  terms  of  existing  laws,  including  surveys,  maps, 
models  in  relief,  the  purchase  of  Orchard  Knob  and  Sherman's 
Earthworks,  and  for  observation  towers  and  the  purchase  of 
miea  for  two  of  them,  one  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars : 
Provided^  That  the  Secretarj'^  of  War  may  lease  the  lands  of  the 
park  at  his  discretion,  either  to  former  owners  or  other  persons, 
for  agricultural  purposes,  the  proceeds  to  be  applied  by  the  Sec- 
retary of  War  to  the  repairs  of  roads  and  the  care  of  the  park  ; 
and  from  this  appropriation  the  Secretary  of  War  is  authorized 
to  pay,  the  disbursing  officer  of  the  War  Department  the  sum 
of  five  hundred  dollars  for  disbursing  this  and  former  appro- 
priations for  said  Park. 

That  the  Secretary  of  War  and  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  are 
hereby  authorized  to  deliver  to  the  Commissioners  of  the  Chicka- 
mauga  and  Chattanooga  National  Military  Park,  at  the  park, 
such  number  of  condemned  cannon  and  cannon  balls  as  their 
judgment  may  approve,  for  the  purpose  of  their  work  of  indica- 
tion and  marking  locations  on  the  battlefields  of  Chickamauga, 
Missionary  Ridge  and  Lookout  Mountain. 

Engineer  Department. 

For  continuing  improvement  of  harbor  at  Philadelphia,  Penn- 
sylvania :  Continuing  improvement  removal  of  Smith's  Island 
and  Windmill  Island,  Pennsylvania,  and  Petty's  Island,  New 
Jersey,  and  adjacent  shoals,  forty-one  thousand  dollars. 

For  improving  harbor  at  Baltimore,  Maryland :  Completing 
improvement,  two  hundred  and  eight  thousand  dollars. 

For  improving  harbor  at  Galveston,  Texas :  Continuing  im- 
provement to  entrance  to  harbor,  four  hundred  and  fifty  thou- 
sand dollars. 

For  improving  Hay  Lake  Channel,  Saint  Mary's  River,  Michi- 
gan :  Continuing  improvement,  one  hundred  and  fifteen  thou- 
sand dollars. 

National  Cemeteries. 

For  national  cemeteries:  For  maintaining  and  improving 
national  cemeteries,  including  fuel  for  superintendents  of  na- 
tional cemeteries,  pay  of  laborers  and  other  employees,  pur- 
chase of  tools  and  materials,  one  hundred  thousand  dollars. 

For    superintendents  of    national    cemeteries:  For    pay  of 
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«eventy-five  superintendents  of  national  cemeteries,  sixty-one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  eighty  dollars. 

Headstones  for  graves  of  soldiers  :  For  continuing  the 
work  of  furnishing  headstones  for  unmarked  graves  of  Union 
soldiers,  sailors,  and  marines  in  national,  post,  city,  town,  and 
village  cemeteries,  naval  cemeteries  at  navy  yards  and  stations 
of  the  United  States,  and  other  burial  places,  under  the  acts  of 
March  third,  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-three,  and  February 
third,  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-nine,  ten  thousand  dollars. 

Repairing  roadways  to  national  cemeteries:  For  re- 
pairs to  roadways  to  national  cemeteries  which  have  been  con- 
structed by  special  authority  of  Congress,  ten  thousand  dollai*s. 

Burial  of  Indigent  Soldiers  :  For  expenses  of  burying  in 
the  Arlington  National  Cemetery,  or  in  the  cemeteries  of  the 
District  of  Columbia,  indigent  ex-Union  soldiers,  sailors,  and 
marines  of  the  late  civil  war  who  die  in  the  District  of  Columbia, 
to  be  disbursed  by  the  Secretary  of  War,  at  a  cost  not  exceeding 
fifty  dollars  for  such  burial  expenses  in  each  case,  exclusive  of 
cost  of  grave,  one  thousand  five  hundred  dollars. 

Road  to  National  Cemetery,  Presidio  of  San  Francisco, 
California  :  For  continuing  the  work  of  improving  the  reser- 
vation at  the  Presidio  of  San  Francisco,  California,  by  develop- 
ing and  perfecting  the  water  supply,  the  reclaiming  of  sand 
dunes,  the  planting  of  trees  and  shrubs,  and  construction  of  new 
roads,  the  erection  of  a  permanent  fence  or  wall  on  the  south 
and  east  lines  of  the  reservation,  the  erection  of  permanent 
gate-ways,  the  reclamation  of  the  marsh  and  other  general  and 
much  needed  improvements,  ten  thousand  doUai's. 

Battle  Field  of  Antietam  :  For  the  purpose  of  surveying, 
locating,  and  preserving  the  lines  of  battle  of  the  Army  of  the 
Potomac  and  of  the  Army  of  Northern  Virginia  at  Antietam, 
and  for  marking  the  same,  and  for  locating  and  marking  the 
positions  of  each  of  the  forty-three  different  commands  of  the 
regular  Army  engaged  in  the  battle  of  Antietam,  and  for  the 
purchase  of  sites  for  tablets  for  the  marking  of  such  position,  as 
follows : 

For  cost  of  one  hundred  and  fourteen  tablets,  transporting 
and  setting  up  of  same,  purchase  of  one  hundred  and  fourteen 
sites  for  tablets,  salaries  of  board,  including  office  rent,  hire  of 
vehicles,  mileage,  and  for  condemnation  of  land  and  acquiring 
title  for  same,  in  all,  sixteen  thousand  three  hundred  and  ten 
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dollars :  Provided^  That  in  acquiring  land  for  the  sites  for  tab- 
lets on  the  battle  field,  the  Secretary  of  War  is  authorized  to> 
proceed  in  accordance  with  act  approved  March  third,  eighteen 
hundred  and  ninety-one,  making  appropriations  for  Sundry 
Civil  expenses  under  title  ^*  Chickamauga  and  Chattanooga  Na- 
tional Park," 

Survey  of  northern  and  northwestern  lakes  :  For  print- 
ing and  issuing  charts  for  use  of  navigators  and  electrotyping^ 
plates  for  chart  printing,  two  thousand  dollars. 

For  surveys,  additions  to  and  correcting  engraved  plates,  five 
thousand  dollars. 

Transportation  of  Reports  and  Maps  to  Foreign  Coun- 
tries :  For  the  transportation  of  reports  and  maps  to  foreign 
countries,  through  the  Smithsonian  Institution,  one  hundred 
dollars. 

Artificial  limbs:  For  furnishing  ai-tificial  limbs  and  ap. 
paratus,  or  commutation  therefor,  and  necessary  transportation 
to  be  disbursed  under  the  direction  of  the  Secretary  of  War,  one 
hundred  and  seventy-five  thousand  dollars. 

Appliances  for  disabled  soldiers  :  For  furnishing  surgical 
appliances  to  persons  disabled  in  the  military  or  naval  service 
of  the  United  States,  and  not  entitled  to  artificial  limbs  or 
trusses  for  the  same  disabilities,  two  thousand  dollars. 

Support  and  Medical  Treatment  of  Destitute  Patients: 
For  the  support  and  medical  treatment  of  ninety-five  medical 
and  surgical  patients  who  are  destitute,  in  the  city  of  Washing- 
ton, under  a  contract  to  be  made  with  the  Providence  Hospital 
by  the  Surgeon-General  of  the  Army,  nineteen  thousand  dollars. 

Garfield  Memorial  Hospital  :  For  maintenance,  to  enable 
it  to  provide  medical  and  surgical  treatment  to  persons  unable 
to  pay  therefor,  fifteen  thousand  dollars. 

Expenses  of  Military  convicts  :  For  payment  of  costs  and 
charges  of  State  penitentiaries,  for  the  care,  clothing,  mainten- 
ance, and  medical  attendance  of  United  States  military  convicts 
confined  in  them,  five  thousand  dollars. 

Publication  of  Official  Records  of  the  War  of  the  Re- 
bellion :  For  continuing  the  publication  of  the  Official  Records 
of  the  Union  and  Confederate  Armies,  including  the  atlas  of 
maps  and  plans,  in  accordance  with  the  plan  approved  by  the 
Secretary  of  War,  August  third,  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty^ 
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the  printing  and  binding  of  five  hundred  copies  thereof  for  the 
use  of  Senators,  Members,  and  Delegates  of  the  Fifty-second 
Congress,  to  be  printed  and  bound  under  the  direction  of  the 
Joint  Ck>mmittee  on  Printing,  and  for  the  compensation  of  the 
civilian  members  of  the  board  of  publication,  appointed  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  act  of  March  second,  eighteen  hundred  and 
eighty-nine,  and  for  the  compensation  of  such  temporary  expert 
services  in  connection  with  the  preparation,  publication  and 
distribution  of  said  records  as  may  be  deemed  necessary  by  the 
Secretary  of  War,  such  experts  to  be  selected  and  appointed  by 
the  Secretary  of  War,  from  time  to  time,  as  the  necessity  there- 
for arises,  and  for  the  purchase  of  stationery  and  for  additional 
rent,  not  exceeding  one  thousand  eight  hundred  dollars,  two 
hundred  and  thirty-five  thousand  dollars. 

The  Secretary  of  War  is  hereby  directed  to  ascertain  what 
number  of  copies  of  the  first  five  volumes  of  the  Rebellion  Rec- 
ord is  required  U>  complete  sets  of  this  series  in  the  possession 
of  libraries  or  persons  supplied  with  subsequent  volumes  under 
existing  provisions  of  law,  whether  such  distribution  has  been 
through  the  War  Department  or  otherwise;  and  the  Public 
Printer  is  authorized  and  directed  to  furnish  upon  the  requisi- 
tion of  the  Secretary  of  War,  the  number  of  copies  of  each  vol- 
ume required  for  this  purpose,  which  shall  be  used  exclusively 
by  the  Secretary  of  War  for  completing  such  sets :  Provided^ 
the  same  can  be  done  without  any  increase  of  appropriations. 

Artillery  School  at  Fort  Monroe,  Virginia  :  To  provide 
for  means  of  instruction,  such  as  text-books,  instruments,  draw- 
ing materials,  and  stationery,  required  in  the  course  of  artillery, 
engineering,  law,  and  the  art  and  science  of  war,  and  for  other 
necessary  expenses  of  the  school,  five  thousand  dollars. 

Infantry  and  Cavalry  School,  Fort  Leavenworth,  Kan- 
sas :  For  text-books,  books  of  reference,  instruments,  and  mate- 
rials for  use  in  theoretical  and  practical  instruction,  one  thousand 
five  hundred  dollars. 

Harbor  of  New  York  :  For  prevention  of  obstructive  and 
injurious  deposits  within  the  harbor  and  adjacent  waters  of 
New  York  City  : 

For  pay  of  inspectors  and  deputy  inspectors,  office  force,  and 
expenses  of  office,  fifteen  thousand  dollars; 

For  pay  of  crew  and  maintenance  of  steamer  Argus,  eight 
thousand  dollars; 
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For  pay  of  crew  and  maintenance  of  steamer  Nimrod,  ten 
thousand  dollars;  in  all,  thirty-three  thousand  dollars. 

For  the  construction,  under  the  direction  of  the  Secretary  of 
War,  of  suitable  buildings  for  a  military  store-house  and  offices 
at  the  military  depot  at  Omaha,  Nebraska,  thirty  thousand  dol- 
lars :  Provided,  That  the  total  cost  shall  not  exceed  sixty  thou- 
sand dollars. 

United  States  Military  Prison  at  Fort  Leavenworth. 

For  the  support  of  the  military  prison  at  Fort  Leavenworth, 
Kansas,  as  follows :

For  stationery,  blank  books,  typewriting  supplies,  for  use  in 
prison  offices,  memorandum  books  and  pencils  for  use  of  guard 
when  on  duty,  stationery  for  use  in  prisoners'  school,  postage 
stamps,  envelopes,  and  letter  paper  for  issue  to  prisoners,  one 
thousand  dollars; 

For  fuel  for  generating  steam  for  running  engines,  heating 
buildings  and  cooking  purposes;  materials  for  extension  and  re- 
pair of.  steam-heating  apparatus,  and  water  circulation;  hose, 
belting,  machinery,  castings,  horses  and  mules,  horse  and  mule 
shoes,  and  nails,  articles  for  repairing  harness  and  wagons,  stoves 
and  stovepipe,  lime,  cement,  fire  clay,  fire  bricks,  iron,  tin, 
solder,  and  blacksmiths'  coal,  charcoal,  putty,  nails,  whitewash 
brushes,  painting  materials,  disinfectants,  axes,  shovels,  spades, 
wheelbarrows,  and  all  articles  required  for  proper  police  of 
buildings  and  grounds,  horse  medicines  and  dressings,  tools  and 
miscellaneous  articles  for  use  in  shops,  laundry,  barber  shop, 
bath-rooms,  stables,  printing  office,  and  photograph  gallery;  fur- 
niture for  use  in  offices;  oil  and  electric-light  supplies,  blankets, 
bedsacks,  and  bunks  for  prisoners'  use,  and  miscellaneous  arti- 
cles which  can  not  properly  be  included  under  other  heads  of 
expenditure,  twenty  thousand  dollars; 

For  materials  for  manufacture  of  clothing,  and  to  purchase 
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articles  of  clothing  that  can  not  be  made  at  the  prison,  all  for 
prisoners'  wear  at  prison  and  issue  to  prisoners  at  release  from 
confinement  at  prison  and  at  military  posts;  for  donation  of  fiv& 
dollars  each  to  prisoners  on  release  from  confinement  at  prison 
and  at  military  posts,  eight  thousand  dollars; 

For  medicines,  medical  and  surgical  appliances,  dressings, 
and  for  all  other  articles  requiried  for  the  care  and  treatment 
of  sick  prisoners;  hospital  furniture  and  supplies;  heating  appli- 
ances, and  for  expense  of  interment  of  deceased  prisoners,  one 
thousand  five  hundred  dollars; 

For  advertising  for  proposals  for  supplies,  two  hundred  dollars; 

For  expenses  of  pursuing  escaped  prisoners,  and  rewards  for 
their  capture,  five  hundred  dollars; 

For  the  transportation  of  prisoners,  on  their  discharge  from 
the  prison,  to  their  homes,  (or  elsewhere,  as  they  may  elect), 
provided  the  cost  in  each  case  shall  not  be  greater  than  to  the 
place  of  last  enlistment,  five  thousand  dollars ; 

For  pay  of  civilian  employees :  One  clerk,  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  dollars ;  one  clerk,  one  thousand  four  hundred  dollars; 
extra-duty  pay  for  prison  guard,  two  thousand  three  hundred 
and  twenty  dollars ;  five  foremen  of  mechanics  and  one  engi- 
neer, at  one  thousand  two  hundred  dollars  per  annum  each ; 
one  forage  and  wagon  master,  at  sixty  dollars  per  month  ;  one 
teamster  at  forty  dollars  per  month ;  two  night  watchmen  and 
four  teamsters,  at  thirty  dollars  per  month  each ;  and  one  fire- 
man at  sixty  dollars  per  month,  to  take  charge  at  night  of  th& 
heating  apparatus  and  electric-light ;  in  aU,  sixteen  thousand 
eight  hundred  dollars ; 

For  construction  and  repairs  of  officers'  quarters,  prison  build- 
ings, the  hospital,  the  chapel,  stables,  and  all  other  buildings  on 
prison  grounds,  including  plumbing,  four  thousand  dollars ; 

In  all,  seventy-nine  thousand  eight  hundred  dollars.

The  island  of  Yerba  Buena  in  the  harbor  of  San  Francisco,  California,  eiii- 
bi-acing  an  area  of  about  one  hundred  and  forty-one  (141)  acres,  which  was 
reserved  for  public  uses  by  the  President's  orders  of  November  0,  1850,  and 
October  12,  1866,  since  which  date  it  has  been  a  military  reservation  under  tlie 
control  of  the  commanding  general  of  the  department  in  which  it  is  located, 
is  hereby  transferred  to  the  control  of  the  Engineer  Department  for  use  and 
occupation  as  a  torpedo  station  for  the  Pacific  Coast.

The  civil  employes  shall  be  appointed  by  the  commanding  officer,  having 
in  view  their  fitness  for  the  service  required.  They  shall  be  governed  by  such 
rules  as  may  be  promulgated  for  the  service  of  the  hospital,  and  they  may 
be  discharged  by  the  appointing  officer  for  unfitness  or  when  their  services 
become  unnecessary. 

Admission  to  the  hospital  for  treatment  from  the  classes  authorized  i^Lall 
be  subject  to  such  rules  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  War,  the  Navy,  or  the 
Treasury  Departments,  respectively. 

Such  officers  as  may  be  under  treatment  when  subsisted  in  the  hospital 
shall  be  subject  to  a  charge  for  subsistence  not  to  exceed  $1.50  a  day,  to  be 
I>aid  to  the  senior  medical  officer  on  the  last  day  of  each  month  or  ui)on  leav- 
ing the  hospital. 

Military  or  naval  cadets  shall  in  like  manner  pay  a  subsistence  charge  at 
the  rate  of  fifty-four  cents  a  day.  Such  cadets  while  patients  may  have  the 
privilege  of  the  officers'*  mess,  at  the  discretion  of  the  officer  in  command. 

Should  an  officer  or  cadet  die  in  the  hospital,  or  should  he  from  any  cause 
fail  to  pay  any  account  for  subsistence  when  due,  this  shall  be  immediately 
reported  by  the  senior  medical  officer[to  the  Surgeon  General  of  the  Army, 
who  shall  certify  the  fact  to  the  Paymaster  General  of  the  Army,  to  the 
Surgeon  General  of  the  Navy,  or  to  the  Secretiuy  of  the  Treasury,  as  the 
case  may  be,  and  the  proper  officers  of  the  War,  Navy,  or  Treasury  Depart- 
ments shall  take  such  steps  as  will  promptly  secure  to  the  hospital  payment 
of  the  amounts  due. 

Enlisted  men  on  the  active  list  while  under  treatment  or  on  duty  in  the 
hospital  shall  have  the  usual  allowance  of  rations  commuted  at  the  rate  of 
not  less  than  thirty  cents  a  day,  to  be  paid  to  the  senior  medical  officer  by  the 
proper  officers  of  the  War  or  Navy  Department,  upon  the  receipt  of  monthly 
statements  of  the  amounts  due  certified  by  the  Surgeon  General  of  the  Army. 

Enlisted  men  of  the  Army  on  the  retired  list  shall  pay  such  charges  for  sub- 
sistence as  may  from  time  to  time  be  prescribed  in  orders,  and  those  of  title 
Navy  and  Marine  Corps"  shall  pay  similar  charges  as  determined  by  their 
equivalent  rank. 

The  senior  medical  officer  shall  account  monthly  to  the  Surgeon  Gteneral  of 
the  Army  for  all  money  received  or  expended  on  account  of  officers  and  en- 
listed men. 

The  Surgeon  General  of  the  Army  shall  certify  monthly  to  the  Surgeon 
General  of  the  Navy  all  balances  due  on  account  of  subsistence  furnished  to 
enlisted  men  of  the  Navy  or  Marine  Corps  on  the  active  list,  and  to  the  Com- 
missary General  of  Subsistence  of  the  Army  all  balances  due  on  account  of 
subsistence  furnished  to  enlisted  men  of  the  Army,  on  the  active  list,  said  men 
in  each  case  being  such  as  have  been  ordered  to  the  hospital  for  duty  or  treat- 
ment. 

Enlisted  men  of  the  Army,  the  Navy,  or  the  Marine  Corps,  admitted  to  the 
hospital  by  proper  authority  while  on  furlough,  shall  pay  for  subsistence  at 
the  same  rate  that  the  rations  of  the  other  enlisted  men  are  conmiuted. 

Subsistence  stores  for  use  in  the  officers^  and  enlisted  men''s  messes  may  be 
purchased  by  the  officer  in  command  of  the  hospital  from  such  officers  of  the 
Subsistence  Department  as  the  Commissary  General  T)f  Subsistence  may  des- 
ignate. 
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Orders  from  the  War  and  Navy  Departments  will  announce  the  character 
of  the  diseases  from  which  benefit  by  treatment  at  the  Army  and  Navy  Gen- 
eral Hospital  may  be  expected,  and  will  set  forth  the  proper  procedure  for 

obtaining  admission  there  for  treatment.

By  direction  of  the  Secretary  of  War  the  following  opinion  of 
the  Attorney  General  is  published  for  the  information  and  guid- 
ance of  all  concerned  :

The  Secretary  of  War. 

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledg^e  the  receipt  of  the  note  of  the  Acting 
Secretary  of  August  12th,  transmitting  a  copy  of  the  act  of  Congress  of 
August  1,  1892,  entitled  "An  act  relating  to  the  limitation  of  the  hours  of 
daUy  service  of  l&borers  and  mechanics  employed  upon  the  public  works  of 
the  United  States  and  of  the  District  of  Columbia/^ 

In  this  note  you  ask  my  opinion  upon  the  questions, — 

First.  Does  this  act  apply  only  to  such  laborers  and  mechanics  as  are  em- 
ployed by  the  Quartermaster's  Department  upon  public  works^  or  does  it 
include  all  other  laborers  and  mechanics  employed  in  the  Quartermaster's 
Department  i)erforming  the  usual  and  ordinary  service  of  that  character  in 
that  Department  ? 

Second.  Does  it  include  teamsters,  watchmen,  engineers  and  firemen  em- 
ployed in  the  public  service  in  the  War  Department,  and  all  engineers,  fire- 
men, deck-hands,  mates  and  seamen,  on  Government  vessels  in  the  service 
thereof  ? 

The  act,  which  is  short,  reads  as  follows : 

"  J5e  if  en^icted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United 
States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  That  the  service  and  employment 
of  all  laborers  and  mechanics  who  are  now  or  may  hereafter  be  employed  by 
the  Government  of  the  United  States,  by  the  District  of  Columbia,  or  by  any 
contractor  or  sub-contractor  upon  any  of  the  public  works  of  the  United  States 
or  of  the  said  District  of  Columbia,  is  hereby  limited  and  restricted  to  eight 
hours  in  any  one  calendar  day,  and  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  officer  of  the 
United  States  Government,  or  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  or  any  such  con- 
tractor or  sub-contractor  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  employ,  direct,  or  control 
the  services  of  such  laborers  or  mechanics  to  require  or  permit  any  such 
laborer  or  mechanic  to  work  more  than  eight  hours  in  any  calendar  day  ex- 
cept in  case  of  extraordinary  emergency. 

Sec.  2.  That  any  officer  or  agent  of  the  Government  of  the  United  States 
or  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  or  any  contractor  or  sub-contractor  whose  duty 
it  shc^  be  to  employ,  direct,  or  control  any  laborer  or  mechanic  employed 
upon  any  of  the  pubhc  works  of  the  United  States  or  of  the  District  of  Colum- 
bia who  shall  intentioually  violate  any  provision  of  this  act,  shall  be  deemed 
guilty. of  a  misdemeanor,  and  for  each  and  every  such  offence  shall  upon  con- 
viction be  punished  by  a  fine  not  to  exceed  one  thousand  dollars  or  by  im- 
prisonment for  not  more  than  six  months,  or  by  both  such  fine  and.  imprison- 
ment, in  the  discretion  of  the  court  having  jurisdiction  thereof. 

Sec.  3.  The  provisions  of  this  act  shall  not  be  so  construed  as  to  in  any  man- 
ner apply  to  or  affect  contractors  or  sub-contractors,  or  to  limit  the  hours  of 
daily  service  of  laborers  or  mechanics  engaged  upon  the  public  works  of  the 
United  States  or  of  the  District  of  Columbia  for  which  contracts  have  been 
entered  into  prior  to  the  passage  of  this  act. 
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The  first  question  for  decision  is  whether  this  law  applies  only  to  labor  per- 
formed upon  public  works,  or  whether,  as  to  laborers  and  mechanics  em- 
ployed directly  by  the  Government  or  the  District  of  Ck>lumbia,  it  is  general 
and  applicable  in  all  cases.  Upon  the  reading  of  the  law,  the  question  is  by 
no  means  clear,  and  one  which,  without  great  violence  to  the  language  of  the 
statute,  might  well  be  decided  either  way. 

Mrst.  In  the  flrgt  place,  the  title,— "An  Act  relating  to  the  limitation  of  the 
hours  of  daily  service  of  laborers  and  mechanics  employed  upon  the  public 
works  of  the  United  States  and  of  the  District  of  Columbia," — clearly  favors 
the  more  restricted  meaning.  While  this  is  by  no  means  conclusive,  it  is  a 
circumstance  worthy  of  consideration.  "  Where  doubt  exists  as  to  the  mean- 
ing of  a  statute,  the  title  may  be  looked  to  for  aid  in  its  construction." 
(Smythe  vs.  Fiske,  23  Wall.  p.  880.) 

On  the  other  hand,  the  punctuation  of  the  act  supports  the  opposite  view. 
If  the  law  were  read  with  a  comma  after  the  word  "sub-contractor"  as  first 
used  in  the  first  section,  then  the  phrase,  "upon  any  of  the  public  works  of 
the  United  States  or  of  the  said  District  of  Columbia,"  would  qualify  all  the 
preceding  part  of  the  section,  and  it  would  be  clear  that  the  law  should  be 
applied  only  to  labor  upon  the  public  toorks.  It,  on  the  other  hand,  it  be  read 
without  such  comma,  the  opposite  conclusion  would  seem  to  be  correct.  In 
the  law  itself,  both  as  enrolled  and  as  printed,  there  is  no  such  conuna.  In 
the  Reports  of  both  ^he  Senate  and  House  Committees  reconmiending  the 
passage  of  the  Bill,  in  stating  the  substance  of  the  Bill,  such  comma  is  used, 
thus  favoring  a  construction  apparently  at  variance  with  that  indicated  by  the 
punctuation  of  the  act  itself.  It  is  true,  as  matter  of  law,  that  "punctuation 
is  no  part  of  a  statute,"  and  "  that  courts  in  construing  acts  of  Parliament  or 
deeds  should  read  them  with  such  stops  as  will  giver  eflfect  to  the  whole." 
(Hammock  vs.  Loan  &  Trust  Co.,  105  U.  S.,  p.  84.)  At  the  same  time,  it  is 
true,  that,  by  using  or  omitting  the  comma  after  the  word  "sub-contractor," 
as  above,  the  grammatical  reading  of  this  statute  is  changed.  Without  the 
comma,  the  clause  ^'public  works,  etc." qualifies  only  the  part  relating  to 
contractors  and  sub-contractors ;  with  the  comma,  it  qualifies  each  of  the 
three  clauses  of  the  series.  So  far,  then,  with  the  title  on  the  one  side  and  the 
punctuation  on  the  other,  the  argument  is  perhaps  fairly  balanced. 

But  another  evidence  of  the  legislative  intent,  more  persuasive  than  either 
title  or  punctuation,  must  be  considered.  In  1868,  Congress  passed  an  act  now 
standing  as  section  3788  R.  S.,  as  follows : 

"  Eight  hours  shall  constitute  a  day's  work  for  all  laborers,  workmen,  and 
mechanics  who  may  be  employed  by  or  on  behalf  of  the  Government  of  the 
United  States." 

This  act,  without  question,  was  general,  applying  to  all  "laborers, workmen 
and  mechanics  "  in  the  direct  employment  of  the  United  States.  In  practical 
administration,  however,  this  section  has  been  held  to  be  merely  directory 
and  has  not  been  enforced. 

In  1886,  another  act  was  passed,  (Supplement  R.  S.,  p.  582,)  containing  the 
following : 

"And  the  Public  Printer  is  hereby  directed  to  rigidly  enforce  the  provisions 
of  the  eight-hour  law  in  the  Department  under  his  charge." 

Such  was  the  state  of  the  legislation  upon  this  subject  when  the  act  now 

"-^der  consideration  was  before  Congress.    It  is  matter  of-  public  history,  that, 

"tince  the  enactment  of  the  statute  of  1868,  efforts  have  been  made  to  pro- 
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cure  legislation  from  Oon{?ress  imperatively  requiring  the  enforcement  of  that 
act. 

An  examination  of  the  debate  in  the  House  of  Representatives,  which  was 
quite  extensive,  (Cong.  Rec.,  6357,  etc.,)  shows  that  both  the  supporters  and 
opponents  of  the  Bill  imderstood  its  purpose  to  be  two-fold.  First,  to  render 
the  act  of  1868  effectual  by  imposing  penalties  for  its  disregard.  Second, 
to  extend  that  act  to  the  District  of  Columbia  and  to  contractors  and  sub- 
contractors of  the  Government  and  the  District ;  in  short,  that  the  purpose 
was  to  make  a  working  day  of  eight  hours  for  all  laborers  and  mechanics  in 
the  employ  of  the  United  States  or  the  District  of  Columbia  wherever  em- 
ployed, and  to  make  a  like  day  for  contractors  or  sub-contractors  upon  the 
public  works;  and  by  proi)er  penalties  to  enforce  the  observance  of  such  work- 
ing day.  In  the  Senate,  the  Bill  was  passed  without  any  considerable  discus- 
sion. (Cong.  Rec.,  7638.)  But  the  reports  of  the  conmiittees  of  both  Houses 
of  Congress,  (Senate  948  and  House  1267),  while  not  directly  discussing  the  ques- 
tion here  at  issue,  clearly  evince  an  understanding  of  the  scoi)e  and  purpose 
of  the  act,  as  above  stated. 

The  statute,  while  in  one  sense  restrictive  and  in  derogation  of  the  common 
right  of  parties  to  contract,  is  nevertheless  in  the  broader  sense  remedial, 
and  is  entitled  to  a  fairly  liberal  construction. 

In  view,  therefore,  of  the  previous  legislation  upon  the  subject ;  of  the 
alleged  evils  sought  to  be  corrected ;  and  in  deference  to  the  legislative  im- 
derstanding  and  purpose  apparent  in  debate  and  reports  of  committees  while 
the  act  was  imder  consideration,— the  act  itself,  without  violence  to  its  lan- 
guage, being  susceptible  of  either  construction, — I  am  constrained  to  hold 
that  the  law,  as  to  laborers  and  mechanics  in  the  direct  employment  of  the 
Ck>vemment  and  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  is  general ;  and  that  the  limi- 
tation to  piLblic  works  applies  only  to  such  persons  as  are  in  the  employ  of 
contractors  and  sub-contractors. 

Second.  As  to  your  second  question,  pertaining  to  particular  employ6s,  I 

beg  to  suggest  that  its  answer  depends  upon  matters  of  fact  not  stated,  and 

not  within  my  cognizance.    If  the  employes  named  are  ordinary  laborers  or 

mechanics,  working  for  the  Government  for  wages  under  ordinary  conditions, 

the  statute  would  seem  to  apply.    At  the  same  time,  it  is  quite  apparent, 

that,  as  to  some  of  them,  it  might  frequently  happen  that  they  would  be 

within  the  emergency  exception  named  in  the  statute ;  and  as  to  others,  as, 

for  instance,  sailors,  or  others  on  shipboard,  or  teamsters,  their  emplojrment 

being  peculiar,  they  might  well  be  held  to  be,  as  matter  of  fact,  neither 

laborers  uor  mechanics  within  the  meaning  of  this  law.

and  designated  as  the  Santa  Fe,  New  Mexico,  National  Cemetery. 

II --The  following  act  of  Congress  is  published  for  the  infor- 
mation and  government  of  all  concerned : 

An  act  to  provide  for  the  collection,  custody,  and  arrangement  of  the  military 
records  of  the  American  Revolution  and  the  war  of  eighteen  hundred  and 
twelve. 

Whereas  the  military  records  of  the  American  Revolution  and 
of  the  war  of  eighteen  hundred  and  twelve  are  now  preserved 
in  different  Executive  Departments  of  the  Government  and 
are  not  easily  accessible  ;  and 

Whereas  it  is  important  that  they  should  be  collected  in  one 
Department,  where  they  could  be  easily  consulted  and  prop- 
erly indexed  and  arranged  for  use :  Therefore, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of 
the  United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  That  the 
military  records  of  the  American  Revolution  and  of  the  war  of 
eighteen  hundred  and  twelve,  now  preserved  in  the  Treasury 
and  Interior  Departments,  be  transferred  to  the  War  Depart- 
ment, to  be  preserved  in  the  Record  and  Pension  Division  of 
that  Department,  and  that  they  shall  be  properly  indexed  and 
arranged  for  use.

Sir  :  Referring  to  the  endorsement  of  your  Department,  dated  September 
23, 1891,  upon  the  endorsement  of  the  Chief  of  Engineers,  dated  September  22, 
1891,  referring  certain  papers  to  you  with  the  recommendation  that  Major 
C.  E.  L.  B.  Davis  be  authorized  to  pay  the  account  of  Lewis  G.  Palmer,  U.  S. 
Attorney  for  the  Western  District  of  Michigan,  therein  referred  to,  amounting 
to  $300,  as  approved  by  the  Attorney  General,  and  also  to  the  endorsement  of 
your  Dei)artment,  dated  October  13, 1891,  upon  the  endorsement  of  the  Chief 
of  Engineers,  dated  October  12, 1891,  referring  certain  papers  to  you  with  the 
recommendation  that  payment  of  the  accounts  of  Jesse  Johnson,  U.  S.  Attor- 
ney for  the  Eastern  District  of  New  York,  therein  referred  to,  amounting  to 
$6,808.32,  be  authorized,  I  have  the  honor  to  invite  your  attention  to  section 
856  of  the  Revised  Statutes,  which  provides,  among  other  things,  that  the  fees 
of  district  attorneys,  in  cases  where  the  United  States  are  liable  to  pay  the 
same,  shall  be  paid  on  settling  their  accounts  at  the  Treasury,  and  also  to 
section  846  of  the  Revised  Statutes  and  to  section  1  of  the  act  of  February  22, 
1875  (18  Stat.,  333),  the  latter  of  which  directs  that  it  shaU  be  the  duty  of  the 
clerk  of  the  circuit  or  district  court,  as  the  case  may  be,  to  forward  the  origi- 
nal accounts  and  vouchers  of  the  officers  specified  in  said  section,  when  ap- 
proved, to  the  proper  accounting  officers  of  the  Treasury  for  their  action. 

The  proper  accounting  officers  of  the  Treasury  within  the  meaning  of  the 
act  of  February  22, 1875,  are  the  Auditor  and  the  Comptroller  having  jurisdic- 
tion of  the  appropriation  from  which  a  given  account  must  be  paid,  if  paid 
at  alL 

The  mandatory  provisions  of  section  856  of  the  Revised  Statutes  and  of 
section  1  of  the  act  of  February  22,  1875,  were  no  doubt  intended  to  serve  the 
purpose  of  securing  a  strict  compliance  with  the  provision  of  section  835  of  the 
Revised  Statutes,  limiting  the  compensation  of  a  United  States  district  attorney 
to  $6,000  a  year  or  to  a  sum  not  exceeding  that  rate  for  any  time  less  than  a 
year. 

Hereafter  accounts  or  claims  of  the  character  described  in  section  1  of  the 
act  of  February  22,  1875,  (18  Stat.,  333),  properly  chargeable  to  any  of  the 
appropriations  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Third  Auditor  and  the  Second 
Comptroller,  should,  when  proved  and  approved  in  the  manner  prescribed  in 
said  section,  be  forwarded,  after  proper  administrative  action  by  the  Attorney 
General  and  the  Secretary  of  War,  to  the  proper  accounting  officers  of  the 
Treasury  for  settlement  and  payment,  as  required  by  law. 


Accounts  or  claims  of  the  character  under  consideration  which  have  been 

paid  by  disbursini?  officers  prior  to  this  date  will  be  passed  to  their  credit,  if 

correct  in  all  other  respects  than  the  manner  of  payment.

I— By  direction  of  the  acting  Secretary  of  War  paragraph  1018 
of  the  Regulations,  as  amended  by  General  Orders,  No.  29,  March 
10,  1891y  from  this  office,  is  amended  to  read  as  follows : 

1018.  In  every  case  when  an  offense  on  trial  before  a  court- 
martial  is  of  a  character  admitting  of  the  introduction  of  evi- 
dence of  previous  convictions,  and  the  accused  is  convicted,  the 
court,  after  determining  its  findings,  will  be  opened  for  the  pur- 
1)066  of  ascertaining  whether  there  is  such  evidence,  and,  if  so, 
of  hearing  it.  These  convictions  must  be  proved  by  the  records 
of  previous  trials,  or  by  duly  authenticated  orders  promulgat- 
ing the  same,  showing  the  actual  offenses  of  which  the  soldier 
was  convicted,  except  in  the  cases  of  conviction  by  siunmary 
court,  when  a  duly  authenticated  copy  of  the  record  of  said  court 
shall  be  deemed  sufficient  proof.  Charges  forwarded  to  the  au- 
thority ordering  a  general  court-martial,  or  submitted  to  a  sum- 
mary, garrison,  or  regimental  court,  must  be  accompanied  by 
the  proper  evidence  of  such  previous  convictions  as  may  have 
to  be  considered  in  determining  upon  a  sentence.

thence  south,  six  hundred  and  fourteen  and  eighty-three  one-himdredths 
(614^)  feet ;  thence  east,  one  thousand  four  hundred  and  sixteen  and  ninety- 


seven  one-hundredths  (l,416V^o)  feet ;  thence  north,  six  hundred  and  fourteen 
and  eighty-three  one-hundredths  (614^ff)  feet,  to  the  place  of  beginning.

The  following  acts  of  Congress  are  published  for  the  infor- 
mation and  government  of  all  concerned : 

I— An  act  to  amend  the  act  concerning  officers  of  the  National  Home  for  Dis- 
abled Volmiteer  Soldiers,  and  for  other  purposes. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of 
the  United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled.  That  Sec- 
tion forty -eight  hundred  and  twenty-nine  of  the  Revised  Stat- 
utes of  the  United  States,  being  section  six  of  the  act  of  Congress 
approved  March  twenty-first  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-six 
concerning  the  National  Home  for  Disabled  Volunteer  Soldiers, 
be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  amended  to  read  as  follows,  to  wit : 

"  Sec  4829.  The  officers  of  the  National  Home  shall  consist  of 
a  governor,  a  deputy  governor,  a  secretary,  a  treasurer,  and 
such  other  officers  as  the  managers  may  deem  necessary.  They 
shall  be  appointed  from  honorably  discharged  soldiers  who 
served  as  mentioned  in  the  following  section ;  and  they  may  be 
appointed  and  removed,  from  time  to  time,  as  the  interests  of 
the  institution  may  require,  by  the  Board  of  Managers."

War  Department,  Washington^  September  96^  189S. 
With  feelings  of  profound  regret,  the  acting  Secretary  of  War  announces 
to  the  Army  the  death  of  Major  Oeneral  John  Pope^  U.  S.  Army,  retired,  which 
took  place  at  f^e  Ohio  Soldiers  and  Sailors^  Home,  near  Sandusky,  Ohio,  on 
the  night  of  the  23d  instant. 

General  Pope  was  bom  at  Louisville,  Kentucky,  March  16, 1822.  Entering 
the  Military  Academy  July  1,  lb38,  he  was  graduated  July  1, 1842.  and  ap- 
pointed brevet  2d  lieutenant  Topographical  Engineers.  He  served  in  Florida 
1842  to  1844 ;  was  on  the  siurvey  of  the  northeastern  boundaiy  line  1845  to  1846, 
and  in  the  war  with  Mexico,  participating  in  the  several  conflicts  at  Monterey, 
and  in  the  battle  of  Buena  Vista,  for  which  he  was  brevetted  Ist  lieutenant 
and  captain  "for  gallant  and  meritorious  conduct ; ''"'  promoted  2d  lieutenant 
Topc^^raphical  Engineers  May  9, 1846 ;  1st  h'eutenant,  March  S,  1858,  and  cap- 
tain, July  1, 1866,  for  fourteen  years^  continuous  service,  during  which  period 
he  was  employed  on  the  siurey  of  the  Pacific  Railroad  route  near  the  32d  i>ar- 
allel,  and  in  the  sinking  of  artesian  wells  to  procure  water  on  the  arid  Llano 
Estacado. 

During  the  War  of  the -Rebellion  he  served  first  as  mustering  officer  at  Chi- 
cago, but  having  been  appointed  brigadier  general  of  volunteers.  May  17, 1861, 
he  was  assigned  to  the  command  of  the  District  of  North  Missouri  July  17,  to 
the  District  of  Central  Missouri  December,  1861,  to  February  18, 1862,  where 
he  compelled  the  retreat  of  the  enemy  to  the  southern  border.    He  was  in 
command  of  the  Army  of  the  Mississippi  in  the  movement  on  New  Madrid, 
terminating  in  its  occupation  March  14, 1862,  and  in  the  capture  of  Island  No. 
10  in  the  Mississippi  River  April  8, 1862,  for  which  he  received  at  the  close  of 
the  war  the  brevet  of  major  general,  U.  S.  Army.    Promoted  major  general 
U.  S.  Volunteers  March  21, 1862,  at  the  head  of  the  Army  of  the  Mississippi 
he  was  engaged  in  the  advance  upon  and  siege  of  Corinth  April  22  to  May  30, 
and  in  the  subsequent  pursuit  of  the  enemy  to  Baldwyn  June  10, 1862.    Was 
called  June  27,  with  the  rank  of  brigadier  general,  U.  S.  Army,  of  July  14,  to 
the  command  of  the  Army  of  Virginia,  which  was  engaged  in  the  battle  of 
Cedar  Mountain,  August  9 ;  Rappahannock  Station  and  Beverly  Ford,  August 
28;  Bristoe  Station,  August  27 ;  Thoroughfare  Gap  and  Gainesville,  August  28; 
Groveton,  August  29 ;  second  Bull  Bun,  August  30,  and  Chantilly,  September  1 . 
He  was  relieved  from  the  command  of  the  Army  of  Virginia  September  7, 1862, 
at  his  own  request,  and  assigned  to  the  command  of  f^e  Department  of  the 
Northwest,  which  he  held  until  January  30. 1865 ;  commanded  the  Military  Divis- 
ion of  the  Missouri  until  June  27, 1865 ;  Department  of  Missouri  to  August  6, 1866 ; 
Third  Military  District  April  1, 1867,  to  January  28, 1868 ;  Department  of  the 
LAkes  to  April  30, 1870 ;  Department  of  the  Missouri  to  November  1, 1883,  and 
the  Division  of  the  Pacific  to  March  16, 1886,  when  he  retired  from  active 
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service  with  the  rank  of  major  general,  to  which  he  had  been  promoted  Oc- 
tober 26, 1882. 

General  Foipe''%  death  doses  an  eminently  useful,  patriotic,  and  distinguished 
career  of  nearly  half  a  centuiy  in  the  service  of  his  country.  This  service, 
covering  two  wars  and  a  large  diversity  of  other  duties,  coupled  with  his  life- 
long habit  of  study,  had  stored  his  mind  with  a  wealth  and  variety  of  knowl- 
edge and  information  on  professional  and  very  many  other  subjects  rarely 
acquired,  and  made  him  a  most  valuable  counselor  on  an  extended  range  of 
subjects;  his  discriminating  judgment  and  ready  facility  with  voice  and  pen 
in  using  his  knowledge  gave  him  a  commanding  influence  during  the  larger 
portion  of  his  career.  The  many  acts  prompted  by  his  thoughtful  and  gen- 
erous nature  have  endeared  him  to  those  with  whom  he  was  associated,  and 
many  such  who  survive  him  will  ever  tenderly  cherish  his  memory. 

General  Fope^s  funeral  will  take  place  in  Saint  Tjouis,  Missouri,  and  the  com- 
manding officer  of  Jefferson  Barracks  will  take  the  necessary  action  for 
proper  and  suitable  military  ceremonial  to  mark  the  respect  in  which  his  mem- 
ory is  held.    Officers  of  the  retired  list  are  requested  to  wear  the  usual  badge 

of  mourning  for  thirty  dajrs.

I. -By  direction  of  the  acting  Secretary  of  War  paragraph  126 
of  the  Regulations  is  amended  to  read  as  follows : 

126.  A  reward  of  sixty  dollars  will  be  paid  by  the  Quarter- 
master's Department  for  the  capture  of  an  escaped  military  con- 
vict and  for  his  delivery  at  any  military  post.  This  reward  will 
be  considered  as  a  complete  remuneration  for  all  expense  in- 
curred in  capture  and  delivery.  The  payment  will  be  reported 
to  the  commanding  officer  of  the  post  from  which  the  convict 
escaped,  and  the  latter  officer  will  inform  the  Adjutant  General 
of  the  date  of  escape  and  the  date  and  place  of  capture.  For 
the  apprehension  and  delivery,  to  the  prison  authorities,  of  es- 
caped convicts  from  the  military  prison  at  Fort  Leavenworth, 
Kansas,  a  reward  of  sixty  dollars  will  be  paid  from  the  prison 
appropriation. 

II— By  direction  of  the  Secretary  of  War  paragraph  1767  of 
the  Regulations,  as  amended  by  General  Orders,  No.  7,  1890, 
Adjutant  Greneral's  Office,  is  further  amended  to  read  as  fol- 
lows: 

undress  for  all  officers. 

1767.  For  marches,  fatigue  duty,  and  ordinary  wear, — A  sack 
coat  of  dark-blue  cloth  or  serge ;  single-breasted ;  standing  col- 
lar, fastened  with  hook  and  eye ;  coat  to  close  with  a  flap  con- 
taining Ave  concealed  black  bvrttons  and  button-holes ;  the  skirt 
to  extend  from  one-third  to  two-thirds  the  distance  from  the 
hip-joint  to  the  bend  of  the  knee,  according  to  height  of  wearer. 
To  be  cut  to  fit  the  figure  easily ;  back  in  a  single  piece  with 
curved  side-seams ;  a  vertical  opening  in  each  side  at  the  hip, 
according  to  pattern ;  the  sword-belt  to  be  worn  underneath  the 
coat,  the  sword-hook  emerging  through  the  opening  in  the  left 
side.  The  shoulder-strap  to  be  worn ;  the  insignia  of  the  corps 
or  the  number  of  the  regiment  on  each  side  of  the  collar,  accord- 
ing to  pattern. 

Trimmings, — Of  lustrous  black  mohair  flat-braid,  as  follows : 
to  be  edged  all  aroimd  the  bottom,  the  front  edges,  the  collar, 
and  for  six  inches  upward  from  the  bottom,  along  both  side- 
openings  of  the  skirt,  with  braid  one  inch  wide.  On  each  side 
of  the  breast,  five  double  rows  of  three-eighths  inch  braid,  witt 
crow's  feet  at  the  outer  ends ;  the  crow's  feet  of  the  top  row 


extending  nearly  to  the  sleeve-seams,  the  lowest  crow's  feet  to 
be  about  six  inches  apart,  according  to  measure  of  waist.  On 
each  sleeve,  an  AtLstrian  knot  of  three-eighths  inch  braid,  ac- 
cording to  pattern,  extending  about  nine  inches  upward  from 
the  bottom  of  the  cuff ;  along  each  back-seam  a  double  row  of 
three-eighths  inch  braid  ending  with  crow's  feet  at  top  and  bot- 
tom. At  discretion  of  wearer  there  may  be  two  or  four  small 
outside  pockets  on  the  breast,  the  openings  to  be  concealed  by 
the  braid. 

When  officers  are  serving  in  the  field,  the  coat  as  above  de- 
scribed will  be  worn  except  that  the  braid  trimmings  may  be 
omitted.  During  the  warm  season  department  commanders 
may  authorize  this  coat  to  be  worn  made  of  white  duck  or  white 
flannel,  without  braid. 

Ill- -Officers  will  be  required  to  provide  themselves  with  the 
sack  coat  by  January  7,  1893,  but  may  commence  to  wear  it  as 
soon  as  convenient.

A  PROCLAMATION. 

Whereas,  by  a  Joint  Resolution,  approved  June  29, 1892,  it  was  resolved  by 
the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United  States  of  America  in 
Congress  assembled,  "That  the  President  of  the  United  States  be  authorized 
and  directed  to  issue  a  proclamation  reconmiending  to  the  people  the  observ- 
ance in  all  their  locaUties  of  the  four  hundredth  anniversary  of  the  discovery 
of  America,  on  the  twenty-first  of  October,  eighteen  himdred  and  ninety-two, 
by  public  demonstrations  and  by  suitable  exercises  in  their  schools  and  other 
places  of  assembly : " 

Now,  therefore,  I,  Benjamin  Harrison,  President  of  the  United  States  of 
America,  in  pursuance  of  the  aforesaid  joint  resolution  do  hereby  appoint 
Friday,  October  21, 1892,  the  four  hundredth  anniversary  of  the  Discovery  of 
America  by  Columbus,  as  a  general  holiday  for  the  people  of  the  United  States. 
On  that  day  let  the  people,  so  far  as  possible,  cease  from  toil  and  devote  them- 
selves to  such  exercises  as  may  best  express  honor  to  tlie  Discoverer  and  their 
appreciation  of  the  great  achievements  of  the  four  completed  centuries  of 
American  life. 

Columbus  stood  in  his  age  as  the  pioneer  of  progress  and  enlightenment. 
The  system  of  universal  education  is  in  our  age  the  most  prominent  and  salu- 
tary feature  of  the  spirit  of  enUghtenment,  and  it  is  peculiarly  appropriate 
that  the  schools  be  made  by  the  people  the  center  of  the  day^s  demonstration. 
Let  the  National  Flag  float  over  every  school-house  in  the  country,  and  the 
exercises  be  such  as  shall  impress  upon  our  youth  the  patriotic  duties  of 
American  citizenship. 

In  the  churches  and  in  the  other  places  of  assembly  of  tli^e  people,  let  there 
be  expressions  of  gratitude  to  Divine  Providence  for  the  devout  faith  of  the 
Discoverer,  and  for  the  Divine  care  and  guidance  which  has  directed  our  his- 
tory and  so  abundantly  blessed  our  people. 

In  testimony  whereof,  I  have  hereunto  set  my  hand  and  caused  the  seal  of 
the  United  States  to  be  afi^ed. 

Done  at  the  city  of  Washington  this  21st  day  of  July,  in  the  year  of  our 
-  ^  Lord  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  ninety-two,  and  of  the  Inde- 
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pendence  of  the  United  States  the  one  hundred  and  seventeenth.

I— By  direction  of  the  acting  Secretary  of  War,  paragraphs  968 
and  983  (as  amended  by  General  Orders,  No.  8,  January  29, 1892,

968.  Officers  having  public  property  requiring  inspection  will 
prepare  signed  inventories  thereof,  in  triplicate,  on  the  blank 
forms  furnished  by  the  Inspector  General,  and  will  forward  one 
of  the  set,  through  their  immediate  commanding  officers,  to  the 
commander  of  the  department,  or  army  in  the  field,  with  a  letter 
of  transmittal,  requesting  that  orders  be  issued  directing  an  in- 
spection of  the  property.  Public  animals  will  be  inventoried 
singly,  with  a  brief  description  of  color,  sex,  age,  and  distin- 
guishing marks. 

980.  Inspection  reports  of  condemned  property  will  be  made, 
in  triplicate,  on  the  blank  inventory  and  inspection  reports  fur- 
nished for  that  purpose,  each  complete  in  itself  and  showing 
fully  the  action  of  the  inspector.  If  all  articles  inspected  are 
found  to  have  no  money  value  at  or  near  the  place,  and  are  de- 
stroyed by  the  order  and  in  the  presence  of  the  inspector,  one 
of  the  triplicates  will  be  forwarded,  by  him,  through  the  regu- 
lar military  channels,  to  the  Inspector  General's  Office,  Washing- 
ton, D.  C,  and  the  other  two  delivered  to  the  responsible  officer. 
In  other  cases  aU  of  the  set  will  be  forwarded  to  department 
headquarters  for  orders  as  to  final  disposition  of  the  property. 

983.  Orders  for  the  final  disposition  of  condemned  property 
will  be  indorsed,  by  the  proper  authority,  on  the  inspection 
reports,  each  of  the  triplicates  being  made  complete  in  itself. 
One  of  the  set  will  be  forwarded,  through  the  regular  military 
channels,  to  the  Inspector  General's  Office,  Washington,  D.  C. , 
and  two  to  the  officer  accountable  therefor.  The  accountable 
officer  will  forward  one,  or  suitable  extracts  therefrom,  with 
his  accounts,  and  file  the  other  with  his  retained  papers. 

1464.  When  an  officer  travels,  without  troops,  under  orders 
from  competent  authority,  he  is  entitled  under  existing  law  to 
the  following  allowances : 


1st.  To  mileage  at  the  rate  of  four  cents  per  mile  for  the  dis- 
tance between  the  points  covered  by  the  order.  Such  distance 
will  be  computed  over  the  shortest  usually  traveled  route. 

2d.  To  reimbursement  of  the  cost  of  transportation  actually 
paid  by  the  oflSicer  qver  the  route  above  specified  (exclusive  of 
sleeping-  and  parlor-car  fares,  charges  for  baggage,  and  trans- 
fers), upon  his  certificate  that  he  did  not  obtain  transportation 
from  the  Quartermaster's  Department.  Officers  cannot  be  re- 
imbursed, however,  for  cost  of  transportation  over  free  roads, 
or  over  bond-aided  Pacific  railroads;  but  transportation,  in  kind, 
will  be  furnished  them  by  the  Quartermaster's  Department  over 
such  roads.

BydirectioD  of  the  Secretary  of  War,  and  under  the  requirement 
of  Par.  1268,  Army  Regnlations,  the  following  tables  of  'land- 
grant  and  bond-aided  railroads,  containing  references  to  all  legis- 
lation affecting  snch  roads  to  July  1, 1892,  are  published  for  the 
information  of  the  Army,  and  will  supersede  G.  O.  89,  A.  G.  O., 
1885. 

These  tables  show  the  names  of  such  railroads,  termini,  mileage, 
the  compensation  accruing  to  each  for  services  performed  in  trans- 
porting United  States  troops  and  property,  the  places  of  prepara- 
tion of  their  accounts  by  the  Quartermaster's  Department,  with 
each  explanatory  remarks  as  appear  pertinent.  A  compendium 
of  the  United  States  laws  relating  to  such  railroads,  showing 
dates  of  the  laws,  volumes  and  pages  of  statutes,  and  conditionn 
of  the  grants  or  subsidies  so  far  as  they  relate  to  the  use  of  the 
roads  by  the  United  States,  is  also  published  with  the  tables. 

The  accounts  of  the  land-grant  railroads  to  which  payment  may 
be  made,  being  payable  in  cash  under  the  decision  of  the  Attorney 
General  of  March  27, 1889  (see  G.  O.  40,  A.  G.  O.,  1889),  officers  of 
the  Qaartermaster's  Department  stationed  at  the  points  desig- 
nated for  the  purpose,  will  state  and  pay  snch  accounts  upon  the 
forms  provided  for  the  purpose  (Par.  1269,  A.  R.) 

The  accounts  of  the  bond-aided  Union  Pacific  and  Central 
Pacific  railroads  will  be  prepared  separately  trom  all  other  ac- 
counts, the  former  at  Omaha,  Nebraska,  the  latter  at  San  Fran- 
cisco, California,  under  instructions  of  the  Quartermaster  General, 
and  transmitted  to  his  office  for  settlement  through  the  account- 
ing officers  of  the  Treasury. 

Where  a  mileage  basis  governs  in  the  statement  and  settlement 
of  these  acconnts  the  distances  named  in  accompanying  table  will 
govern,  and  in  the  absence  of  specific  designation  in  the  order^of 
the  distances  between  any  points,  the  distance  g^ven  ia  the 
Travelers'  Official  Railway  Guide  will  govern.  If  railroad  com- 
panies refuse  to  state  the  proportions  agreed  upon,  the  amounts 
due  will  be  apportioned  upon  a  mileage  basis  by  way  of  the  route 
traveled.  (See  G.  O.  71,  A.  G.  O.,  1889,  for  decision  of  Secon4 
Comptroller). 


Bills  of  lading  and  transportation  requests  for  service  over  the 
bond-aided  roads  will  be  issued  separately,  and  not  include  ser- 
vice beyond  the  termini  of  such  bond-aided  roads.  Sepr.rate 
requests  will  be  issued  for  service  over  the  Union  Pacific  and 
Central  Pacific  railroads  respectively. 

Transportation  should  be  provided  to  ultimate  destination  on 
through  requests  and  bills  of  lading,  where  practicable.  But  the 
issue  of  separate  bills  of  lading  or  transportation  requests  for 
through  journey,  by  the  Quartermaster's  Department  is  to  be 
understood  as  being  distinctly,  and  onlyy  for  the  convenience  of 
the  railroad  companies  in  the  settlement  of  their  accounts,  and 
will  in  no  case  commit  the  United  States  to  payment  of  local  rates 
for  any  portion  of  through  transportation.  The  points  of  original 
departure  and  ultimate  destination  should  be  clearly  stated  on  all 
bills  of  lading  and  transportation  requests,  in  order  to  facilitate 
settlements  on  the  basis  of  the  division,  among  the  roads  inter- 
ested, of  the  through  limited  rate  for  the  entire  journey.  As  a 
rule,  but  one  transportation  request  or  bill  of  lading  is  required 
for  through  travel  east  of  Chicago  or  St.  Louis. 

The  Quartermaster  General  is  chasged,  under  Par.  1270  of  the 
Regulations,  with  the  general  supervision  of  all  matters  pertain- 
ing to  service  for  the  Quartermaster's  Department  over  the  land- 
grant  and  bond-aided  railroads  and  accounts  therefor. 

As  an  aid  to  a  clear  and  convenient  understanding  of  the 
routes,  termini,  etc.,  of  the  several  railroads  to  which  this  order 
refers,  and  as  a  matter  of  ready  reference,  when  the  use  of  these 
roads  is  involved  in  the  issue  of  transportation,  a  map  of  the 
land-grant  and  bond-aided  roads  is  published  herewith.

By  direction  of  the  Secretary  of  War  the  following  law,  and 
the  regulations  established  by  the  President  to  carry  the  same 
into  effect,  are  published  for  the  information  and  guidance  of 
all  concerned : 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of 
the  United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  That  the 
President  be,  and  he  is  hereby,  authorized  to  prescribe  a  system 
of  examination  of  enlisted  men  of  the  Army,  by  such  boards  as 
may  be  established  by  him,  to  determine  their  fitness  for  pro- 
motion to  the  grade  of  second  lieutenant:  Proinded,  That  all  un- 
married soldiers  under  thirty  years  of  age,  who  are  citizens  of 
the  United  States,  are  physically  sound,  who  have  served  hon- 
orably not  less  than  two  years  in  the  Army,  and  who  have  borne 
a  good  moral  character  before  and  after  enlistment,  may  com- 
pete for  promotion  under  any  system  authorized  by  this  act. 

Sec.  2.  That  the  members  and  recorder  of  such  boards  as  may 
be  established  by  the  President,  under  the  provisions  of  the  pre- 
ceding section,  shall  be  sworn  in  every  case  to  discharge  their 
duties  honestly  and  faithfully;  and  the  boards  may  examine 
witnesses,  and  take  depositions,  for  which  purposes  they  shall 
have  such  powers  of  a  court  of  inquiry  as  may  be  necessary. 

Sbc.  3.  That  the  vacancies  in  the  grade  of  second  lieutenant 
heretofore  filled  by  the  promotion  of  meritorious  non-commis- 
sioned officers  of  the  Army,  under  the  provisions  of  section 
three  of  the  act  approved  June  eighteenth,  eighteen  hundred 
and  seventy-eight,  shall  be  filled  by  the  appointment  of  com- 
petitors favorably  recommended  under  this  act,  in  the  order  of 
merit  established  by  the  final  examination.  Each  man  who  passes 
the  final  examination  shall  receive  a  certificate  of  eligibility, 
setting  forth  the  subjects  in  which  he  is  proficient  and  the  es- 
pecial grounds  upon  which  the  recommendation  is  based:  Pro- 
vided.  That  not  more  than  two  examinations  shall  be  accorded 
to  the  same  competitor. 

Sec.  4.  That  all  rights  and  privileges  arising  from  a  certifi- 
cate of  eligibility  may  be  vacated  by  sentence  of  a  court-martial, 
but  no  soldier,  while  holding  the  privileges  of  a  certificate,  shall 
be  brought  before  a  garrison  or  regimental  court-martial  or  sum- 
mary court. 


Sec.  o.  That  sections  three  and  four  of  the  act  approved  June 
eighteenth,  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-eight,  providing  for 
the  promotion  of  meritorious  non-commissioned  officers,  be, 
and  the  same  are  hereby,  repealed. 

Approved,  July  30,  1892. 

I.  For  the  purpose  of  computing  age  and  length  of  service,  the 
first  day  of  September  of  each  year,  commencing  with  1893,  ia 
fixed  as  the  date  of  competition. 

Any  soldier,  otherwise  qualified,  whose  age  will  not  exceed 
thirty  years  on  the  first  of  September  following,  and  who  shall 
have  served  honorably  not  less  than  two  years  in  the  Army,  on 
or  before  that  date,  may  (on  or  before  the  first  day  of  February 
of  any  year  after  1 892),  make  application,  through  the  regular 
military  channels,  to  his  department  commander,  for  prelimi- 
nary examination,  with  a  view  to  determine  his  eligibility  for 
entering  the  competitive  examinations. 

PRELIMINARY  EXAMINATION. 

II.  As  soon  as  practicable  after  the  fifteenth  of  March  the  de- 
partment commander  will  convene  a  board  of  five  commissioned 
officers,  including  two  medical  officers,  for  the  preliminary  ex- 
amination of  applicants,  and  will  order  the  applicants  in  his 
command  to  appear  before  it.  This  board  will  institute  a  rigid 
inquiry  into  the  character,  capacity,  record,  and  qualifications 
of  the  several  candidates,  and  will  recommend  none  for  com- 
petitive examination  who  are  not  able  to  establish  their  fitness 
for  promotion  to  the  entire  satisfaction  of  the  board.  To  that 
end  the  procedure  of  the  department  boards  will  be  based  upon 
that  of  retiring  boards.  Evidence  will  be  obtained  from  the 
certificates  of  officers,  from  witnesses,  under  oath,  and  by  means 
of  sworn  interrogatories.  The  military  record  of  each  candidate 
will  be  closely  examined  and  his  antecedents  before  entering  the 
service  will  be  made  the  subject  of  special  inquiry. 

Every  applicant  will  be  subjected  to  a  rigid  physical  exami- 
nation, and  if  there  be  found  to  exist  any  cause  of  disqualifica- 
tion to  such  a  degree  as  might  in  the  future  impair  his  efficiency 
as  an  officer  in  the  Army,  he  will  be^rejected.  Examination  as 
to  physical  qualifications  shall  conform  to  the  standard  required 
of  recruits,  and  a  certificate  of  physical  examination  by  the 
medical  officers  of  the  board  shall  accompany  the  proceedings 
of  the  board. 
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The  preliminary  examination  will  embrace  the  following  sub- 
jects: 

1.  English  grammar,  including  orthography,  reading,  and 
writing  from  oral  dictation. 

2.  Mathematics,  including  arithmetic,  algebra,  to  include  the 
solution  of  equations  of  the  first  degree  containing  one  unknown 
quantity,  the  use  of  logarithms,  the  elements  of  plane  geometry, 
plane  trigonometiy  and  surveying. 

3.  Geography,  particularly  in  reference  to  the  United  States 
and  North  America. 

4.  The  outlines  of  general  history,  and  particularly  the  history 
of  the  United  States. 

5.  The  Constitution  of  the  United  States  and  the  organization 
of  the  Government  under  it,  and  the  elements  of  international 
law. 

6.  Army  regulations,  and  the  drill  regulations  of  the  arm 
from  which  he  is  selected.  The  examination  in  drill  regulations 
will  be  practical,  extending  through  the  schools  of  the  soldier, 
squad,  and  platoon,  and  shall  take  place  on  the  parade  ground 
in  the  presence  of  the  board. 

7.  The  military  record  of  the  candidates  as  certified  to  by 
their  company,  post,  and  regimental  commanders. 

8.  Physical  aptitude,  as  determined  by  the  medical  examina- 
tion; proficiency  in  athletics,  skill  in  field  sports,  &c. 

9.  Moral  character  and  civil  record  as  verified  by  the  investi- 
gations of  the  board. 

In  awarding  marks  the  board  will  give  to  each  subject  in  the 
examination  the  relative  weight  given  in  the  following  example. 
The  weight  to  be  given  to  each  question  will  be  determined  by 
its  importance,  and  will  be  set  opposite  the  question  in  the  pa- 
pers furnished  the  candidates : 

Example. 

1.  English  grammar,  orthography,  &c 100 

2.  Mathematics 200 

3.  Geography 100 

4.  History 100 

5.  Constitution  and  international  law 100 

ti.  Army  and  drill  regulations  and  military  capacity  and  aptitude  as  de-

9.  Moral  character  and  antecedents 200

The  dutj  of  making  the  prelimiaarr  examinatioa  of  appli- 
cant* is  one  involving,  in  a  high  degree,  the  welfare  and  char- 
acter of  the  Bervice,  and  all  officers  of  departipental  boards  are 
enjoined  to  eierciae  the  utmost  circumspection  and  care,  not 
only  that  no  unworthy  applicant  be  recommended,  but  also  that 
the  moBt  worthy  shall  be  recoraraended.  All  statements  and 
certificates  as  to  moral  character,  general  aptitude  and  fitness, 
shoiJd  be  carefully  verified  by  disinterested  evidence. 

Separate  records  will  be  submitted  in  each  case  to  the  depart- 
ment commatidec,  who  will  forward  them,  with  all  papers  pre- 
sented in  relation  to  the  applicant,  to  the  Adjutant  General  of 
the  Army. 

COMPETITIVE  EXAMINATION. 

III.  Aboard  toconsistof  fivecommieeionedofficere(inctuding 
two  medical  officers,  whose  duties  will  be  confined  to  inquiring 
into  and  reporting  upon  the  physical  qualifications  of  the  appli- 
cants), will  be  convened  by  the  War  Department,  to  meet  at 
Fort  Leavenworth,  Kaneas,  on  the  1st  of  September  of  each  year, 
commencing  with  1893,  to  conduct  the  final  competitive  exami- 
nation of  the  applicants  who  have  successfully  passed  the  depart- 
mental boards,  in  conformity  with  the  following  regulations  : 

IV,  Every  applicant  will  be  subjected  to  a  rigid  physical  exami- 
nation, and  if  there  be  found  to  exist  any  cause  of  disqualifica- 
tion to  such  a  degree  as  might  in  the  future  impair  his  efficiency 
as  an  officer  in  the  Army,  he  will  be  rejected.  Examination  as 
to  physical  qualifications  shall  conform  to  the  standard  required 
of  recruits,  and  shall  include  a  certificate  of  physical  examina- 
tion by  the  medical  officers  of  the  board  to  accompany  the  pro- 
ceedings of  the  board. 

The  board  being  satisfied  as  to  these  preliminary  points  ■will 
proceed  to  examine  each  candidate  separately  in  the  following 
subjects  : 

1.  English  grammar,  including  orthc^raphy,  reading,  and 
writing  from  oral  dictation. 

2.  Mathematics,  including  arithmetic,  algebra,  to  include  the 
solution  of  equations  of  the  first  degree  containing  one  unknown 
quantity,  the  use  of  logarithms,  the  elements  of  plane  geometry, 
plane  trigonometry  and  surveying.

6.  Army  regulations  and  the  drill  regulations  of  the  arm  from 
which  the  candidate  is  selected.  The  examination  in  drill  regu- 
lations will  be  practical,  extending  thrpugh  the  school  of  the 
soldier,  squad,  and  platoon,  and  shall  take  place  on  the  parade 
ground  in  the  presence  of  the  board. 

7.  The  military  records  of  the  candidates  as  certified  to  by 
their  company,  post,  and  regimental  commanders. 

8.  Physical  aptitude,  as  determined  by  the  medical  examina- 
tion ;  proficiency  in  athletics,  skill  in  field  sports,  &c. 

9.  Moral  character  and  civil  record  as  verified  after  a  thorough 
investigation  by  the  board. 

In  awarding  marks  the  board  will  give  to  each  subject  in  the 
examination  the  relative  weight  given  in  the  form  following 
below.  The  general  average  of  the  candidate  will  be  computed 
as  follows :  Mark  each  question  according  to  its  relative  weight, 
and  reduce  the  aggregate  of  marks  thus  obtained  in  each  sub- 
ject to  a  scale  of  100.  The  result  will  give  the  average  of  pro- 
ficiency in  the  subject.  Multiply  the  average  in  each  subject 
by  the  number  indicating  the  relative  weight  of  the  subject  and 
divide  the  sum  of  the  products  by  the  sum  of  the  relative  weights, 
the  quotient  will  be  the  general  average.  No  candidate  will 
be  passed  by  the  board  who  shall  not  have  attained  an  average 
of  6<5  per  cent,  in  each  subject  of  examination  and  a  general 
average  of  at  least  70  per  cent.

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y .  When  the  board  shall  have  examined  and  passed  upon  all 
the  applicants,  it  will  prepare  a  tabulated  statement  showing 
the  order  of  their  relative  merit  as  developed  by  the  examina- 
tion, and  forward  the  proceedings,  with  all  papers  pertaining 
thereto,  to  the  Adjutant  General. 

Soldiers  who  successfully  pass  the  final  examination,  and  re- 
ceive certificates  as  required  by  law  will  be  known  in  the  serv- 
ice as  **  candidates  for  promotion,"  and  will  have  the  title  of 
**  candidate"  prefixed  to  that  of  their  rank  on  all  rolls,  returns, 
orders,  and  correspondence.  They  will  be  entitled  to  this  priv- 
ilege so  long  only  as  they  maintain  the  specially  honorable  po- 
sition of  "candidate." 

The  right  to  appointment  of  a  **  candidate"  who  does  not  re- 
ceive an  appointment  as  second  lieutenant  in  the  meantime  will 
■expire  on  the  first  of  September  following  his  examination,  unless 
he  elects  to  appear  before  the  board  at  Fort  Leavenworth  a  second 
time  for  examination  in  competition  with  those  who  may  be  ex- 
amined at  the  time  of  his  second  appearance.  An  applicant  for 
re-examination  will  not  be  required  to  pass  a  departmental  board 
a  second  time.  In  order  to  secure  a  re-examination  he  will  for- 
ward an  application  therefor  through  his  regular  military  com- 
manders (whose  remarks  will  be  indorsed  thereon),  to  the  Ad- 
jutant General,  at  least  three  months  in  advance  of  the  time  of 
holding  tft  annual  competitive  examination.  After  re-exami- 
nation he  will  take  his  place  in  the  relative  merit  list  with  those 
-examined  at  the  time  of  his  re-examination. 

Applicants  who  fail  to  pass  the  competitive  board  at  their 
first  examination  may  secure  a  second  examination  in  the  same 
manner  as  candidates  who  pass  and  fail  to  receive  an  appoint- 
ment. 

No  soldier  will  be  re-examined  who  will  pass  the  age  limit 
prior  to  the  date  set  for  such  re-examination. 

*' Candidates"  who  may  be  guilty  of  misconduct  will  be 
promptly  reported  to  the  Adjutant  General  of  the  Army, 
through  regimental  and  department  headquarters,  the  report 
to  give  a  full  statement  of  the  misconduct  alleged,  with  names 
of  witnesses.  Before  forwarding  such  report  to  the  Adjutant 
General  of  the  Army,  the  department  commander  will  see  that 
the  "candidate"  has  a  fair  and  impartial  hearing,  that  the 
merits  of  the  case  may  be  carefully  and  accurately  determined 
and  reported  on  for  the  decision  of  the  Secretary  of  War. 


Candidates  will  not  be  deprived  of  the  privileges  of  their  po- 
sition except  by  sentence  of  court-martial  as  required  by  the 
law,  or  by  the  decision  of  the  Secretary  of  War.

I— By  direction  of  the  Secretary  of  War  paragraph  665  of  the 
Regulations  is  amended  to  read  as  follows: 

665.  Justification  of  guarantors  and  sureties  shall,  if  practica- 
ble, be  followed  by  the  certificates  of  a  judge  of  a  United  States 
court,  or  United  States  district  attorney,  or,  in  their  absence,  by 
some  other  civil  officer  of  the  United  States,  or  by  the  judge  of  a 
State  court  of  record,  with  the  seal  of  said  State  court  attached 
to  the  certificate,  who  shall  certify  that  the  guarantors  or  sure- 
ties are  known  to  him,  and  that,  to  the  best  of  his  knowledge  and 
belief,  each  is  pecuniarily  worth,  over  and  above  all  his  debts 
and  liabilities,  the  sum  stated  in  his  affidavit  of  justification. 
But,  if  necessary  or  more  convenient,  separate  certificates  may 
be  furnished  as  to  each  guarantor  or  surety. 

II- -By  direction  of  the  Secretary  of  War  the  following-named

By  authority  of  the  President  of  the  United  States  dated  November  22, 1892, 
and  under  the  provisions  of  the  first  section  of  the  act  of  Congress  approved 
July  5,  1884,  entitled  *'An  act  to  provide  for  the  disix)sal  of  abandoned  and 
useless  military  reservations,"  the  military  reservation  of  Fort  Thomas,  Ari- 
zona, declared  by  the  President  May  18, 1877,  is  hereby  transferred  and  turned 
over  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior,  for  disposition  as  provided  in  subsequent 
sections  of  the  aforesaid  act,  or  as  may  be  otherwise  provided  by  law,  the  same 
being  no  longer  required  for  military  purposes. 

The  said  reservation  is  situated  in  Graham  County,  Arizona  Territory,  on 

the  left  bank  and  one-half  mile  from  the  Gila  River,  partly  in  townships  4  and 

5  south,  range  23  east,  and  township  4  south,  range  22  east,  Gila  and  Salt  Lake 

meridian,  and  embraces  an  area  of  ten  thousand  four  hundred  and  eighty-seven 

(10,487)  acres,  more  or  less.

By  direction  of  the  President  the  retirement  from  active  service  on  Decem- 
ber 4,  1898,  by  operation  of  law,  of  Brigadier  General  Beekman  DuBarry,  Com- 
missary General  of  Subsistence  of  the  Army,  under  the  provisions  of  the  act 
of  June  80, 1882,  is  announced. 

Graduated  at  the  U.  S.  Military  Academy  in  the  class  of  1849,  and  assigned 
to  the  artillery,  he  served  in  that  arm  in  Florida,  California,  Kansas,  and  Min- 
nesota, and  performed  three  tours  of  duty  as  an  instructor  at  the  Military 
Academy,  prior  to  the  breaking  out  of  the  war  of  the  rebellion. 

Appointed  in  the  Subsistence  Department  in  May,  1861,  he  served  a  short 
I)eriod  as  a  purchasing  officer  of  the  department  at  Harrisburg,  Pennsylvania, 
and  afterwards  as  chief  commissary  of  subsistence  of  troops  in  the  field  in 
Western  Kentucky,  West  Tennessee,  and  Northern  Mississippi,  until  October, 
1862. 

Thereafter  he  served  in  various  resi)onsible  positions  in  his  branch  of  the 
staff,  including  tours  of  duty  as  chief  commissary  of  subsistence,  as  purchas- 
ing and  depot  commissary  of  subsistence,  as  well  as  treasurer,  quartermaster, 
and  commissary  of  the  Battalion  of  Cadets  at  the  Military  Academy,  and  as 
assistant  in  the  office  of  the  Commissary  General  of  Subsistence,  War  Depart- 
ment. 

He  received  the  brevets  of  lieutenant  colonel  and  colonel  for  faithful  and 
meritorious  services  during  the  war,  and,  on  July  10, 1890,  was  promoted  to 
the  grade  of  Commissary  G(eneral  of  Subsistence  with  the  rank  of  brigadier 
general. 

The  acting  Secretary  of  War  avails  himself  of  the  opportunity  of  this  an- 
nouncement to  invite  the  attention  of  the  Army  to  this  closing  of  an  active 
official  career  characterized  by  zeal,  ability,  and  fidelity  throughout  the  entire 
period  of  forty-three  years  of  continuous  service.  An  efficient  administrative 
officer,  a  wise  counselor,  and  an  upright  man.  General  DuBarry  justly  merits 
the  commendation  of  his  brother  officers.  He  has  the  right  to  carry  with  him 
into  his  retirement  the  consciousness  that  he  has  merited  well  of  his  country 
in  that  he  has  faithfully  and  efficiently  performed  all  the  duties  required  of 
him.

I — The  following  act  of  Congress  is  published  for  the  informa- 
tion and  government  of  all  concerned : 

An  act  to  establish  a  military  post  at  or  near  the  city  of  Helena,  in  Tjcwis  and 

Clarke  County,  in  the  State  of  Montana. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of 
the  United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled.  That  upon 
the  transfer  and  conveyance  to  the  United  States  of  a  good  and 
sufficient  title  to  not  less  than  one  thousand  acres  of  land,  with- 
out cost  to  the  United  States,  situated  at  or  near  the  city  of 
Helena,  in  the  county  of  Lewis  and  Clarke  and  State  of  Mon- 
tana, and  on  or  near  a  railroad,  and  constituting  an  eligible  and 
suitable  site  for  an  army  post,  and  to  be  approved  and  accepted 
by  the  Secretary  of  War  for  that  purpose,  then  and  thereupon 
there  shall  be,  and  is  hereby,  established  and  located  on  said 
land  a  United  States  Army  Post,  of  such  character  and  capacity 
as  the  Secretary  of  War  shall  direct  and  approve. 

Sec.  2.  That  for  the  purpose  of  defraying  the  expenses  of  lo- 
cating said  army  post  as  aforesaid,  and  of  constructing  barracks, 
quarters,  hospitals,  kitchens,  mess  halls,  stables,  storehouses, 
magazines,  defenses,  and  other  necessary  and  suitable  improve- 
ments and  buildings,  there  is  hereby  appropriated,  out  of  any 
money  in  the  Treasury  of  the  United  States  not  otherwise  ap- 
propriated, the  sum  of  one  hundred  thousand  dollars,  or  so  much 
thereof  as  may  be  necessary,  the  same  to  be  drawn  from  the 
Treasury  and  applied  to  said  purposes  under  direction  of  the 
Secretary  of  War :  Provided,  That  no  part  of  said  sum  hereby 
appropriated  shall  be  expended  until  the  aforesaid  tract  of  land 
shall  have  been  conveyed  to  and  accepted  by  the  United  States.

The  agreement  entered  into  by  the  Government  of  the  United 
States  of  America  and  of  the  United  Mexican  States,  as  published 
in  General  Orders,  No.  71 ,  July  2, 1890,  Headquarters  of  the  Army, 
is  renewed  under  the  following  terms  : 

The  uQdersigned,  duly  authorized  thereto  by  their  respective  Governments, 

In  view  of  the  wish  of  the  Government  of  the  United  States  of  America, 
manifested  by  its  Honorable  Secretary  of  State,  under  date  of  the  17th  of  the 
current  month,  through  its  Legation,  to  the  Secretary  of  Foreign  Affairs  of 
Mexico,  for  a  renewal  of  the  agreement  signed  at  Washington  on  the  25th  of 
June,  1890,  to  allow  federal  troops  of  each  of  the  two  countries  to  cross  over 
to  the  territory  of  the  other  in  pursuit  of  savage  hostile  Indians,  such  renewal 
having  become  necessary  by  reason  of  the  raids  which,  according  to  advices 
from  the  War  Department  of  the  United  States,  are  being  committed  by  some 
Apaches  headed  by  the  Indian  called  "KID  "  along  the  dividing  line  between 
Arizona  and  New  Mexico,  it  being  feared  that  they  seek  to  evade  pursuit 
made  by  troops  of  the  United  States,  by  crossing  the  frontier  of  Mexico. 

And,  considering  that  the  understanding  between  the  two  interested  Gov- 
emments  to  avoid  the  continuation  of  the  evils  consequent  upon  the  uprising 
of  the  said  indians  is  urgent. 

T^ey  have  agreed,  in  name  and  representation  of  their  respective  Govern- 
ments, to  renew  the  aforesaid  agreement  of  June  25, 1890,  of  which  a  printed 
copy  in  English  and  Spanish  is  hereto  attached,  to  the  end  that  its  effects  may 
prevail  for  all  such  time  as  said  uprising  may  last  on  the  part  of  the  Apache 
Indians  led  by  the  ring-leader  *'KID,"  and  the  necessity  may  exist  for  their 
pursuit  by  an  armed  force,  provided  that,  in  no  case,  may  the  duration  of  the 
agreement  thus  hereby  renewed,  be  extended  beyond  one  year  from  this  date. 

Done  in.  two  copies,  signed  and  sealed  in  the  city  of  Mexico,  this  twenty-fifth 
day  of  November,  the  year  one  thousand,  eight  hundred  and  ninety-two.

RATES  OF  PAY  FOR  COMMUNICATIONS  BY  TELEGRAPH. 


Post  Office  Department, 

Washington,  D.  C,  November  18, 1892. 

Pursuant  to  the  authority  vested  in  the  Postmaster  General  by  the  act  of  Congre^ 
entitled  **An  act  to  aid  in  the  construction  of  telegraph  lines,  and  to  secure  to  the 
Government  the  use  of  the  same  for  postal,  military,  and  other  purposes,"  approved 
July  24, 1866,  and  by  the  Revised  Statutes  of  the  United  States,  title  LXV,  I  hereby 
fix  the  rates  at  which  such  communications  as  the  said  statutes  prescribe  (not  includ- 
ing those  passing  over  circuits  established  by  the  Chief  of  the  Weather  Bureau,  De- 
partment of  Agriculture)  shall  be  sent  during  the  iiscal  year  beginning  July  1, 1892,^ 
and  terminating  June  30, 1893,  by  the  several  companies  within  the  effect  of  said 
statutes,  as  follows: 

For  day  messages  containing  not  more  than  ten  words  exclusive  of  place  from, date,, 
address,  and  signature,  ten  (10)  cents  for  all  distances  not  exceeding  four  hundred  (400) 
miles,  and  one-half  (^)  cent  for  each  word  in  excess  often  words;  all  distances  being 
arbitrarily  determined  by  the  method  hereinafter  stated. 

For  distances  so  determined  exceeding  four  hundred  (400)  miles  and  not  exceeding 
one  thousand  miles  fifteen  (15)  cents  for  the  first  ten  words  counted  as  above  pro- 
vided, and  three-fourths  (f)  of  one  cent  for  each  word  in  excess  of  ten  words. 

For  all  distances  exceeding  one  thousand  miles  there  shall  be  added  to  the  price  of 
the  message  fixed  for  distances  over  400  and  under  1,000  miles  the  sum  of  ^  cent  for 
each  word  counted  as  above  provided. 

In  cases  where  the  price  of  a  message  determined  as  herein  provided  shall  inclade 
a  fraction  of  a  cent  such  fraction  if  less  than  one-half  is  to  be  disregarded  ;  if  one-half 
ur  more  it  is  to  be  counted  ns  one  cent.  This  applies  only  to  single  messages,  and 
the  totals  of  bills  containing  two  or  mure  items. 

For  night  messages  of  not  exceeding  twenty  (20)  words  exclusive  of  place  from, 
date,  address,  and  signature,  fifteen  (15)  cents  for  all  distances,  and  one-half  (i)  cent 
for  each  additional  word. 

Instead  of  computing  the  actual  distances  of  trausmission,  the  distance  for  pay- 
ment shall  in  all  cases  be  taken  absolutely  to  be  the  number  of  miles  between  the 
capital  of  the  State  or  Territory,  or  from  the  city  of  Washington,  if  from  within  the 
Distiict  uf  Columbia,  from  within  which  (whatever  the  place)  the  message  is  sent, 
and  the  capital  of  the  State  or  Territory,  or  the  city  of  Washington,  if  within  the 
District  of  Columbia,  within  which  (whatever  the  place)  the  message  is  receiTed,  as 
shown  in  the  accompanying  table,  wherein  such  distances  are  given  as  computed 
upon  the  shortest  practicable  route  between  such  capitals,  and  which  is  to  be  taken 
as  part  of  this  order;  provided,  that  if  the  message  be  sent  and  received  within  the 
same  State,  Territory,  or  said  District  of  Columbia,  the  distance  for  payment  shall  be 
taken  absolutely  to  be  the  minimum  distance  of  four  hundred  miles. 

But  it  is  provided,  that  if  at  any  time  during  the  year  ending  June  30, 1893,  any 
such  company  shall  charge  the  public  for  a  message  of  ten  (10)  body  words  a  less  rate 
than  is  herein  Axed  for  a  like  number  of  body  words,  the  rates  herein  prescribed 
shall,  as  to  such  company  thenceforth  during  the  year,  be  reduced  to  the  rates  so 
charged  to  the  public. 


By  agreement  with  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture,  and  in  conformity  with  a  provision 
in  the  act  of  Congress  approyed  July  5, 1892,  entitled  '*An  act  making  appropriations 
for  the  Department  of  Agriculture, for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30, 1893,"  the  fixing 
of  the  special  and  regular  circuits,  drops  and  rates  for  Weather  Bureau  Service  has 
been  transferred  to  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture. 

The  statutes  provide  that  telegrams  between  the  several  Departments  of  the  Gov- 
ernment and  their  offlcent  and  ag&nts,  in  their  transmission  over  the  lines  of  any 
«uch  company,  shall  have  priority  over  all  other  business.  All  oflBcera  of  the  United 
States  sending  such  telegrams  should  indorse  thereon  the  words  "Official  business," 
■and  should  report  to  the  Postmaster  General  any  failure  to  transmit  them  in  such 
priority  and  any  charge  made  in  excess  of  the  nites  above  prescribed. 

Each  company  will  be  allowed  to  charge  for  messages  received  from  another  line  at 

the  same  rate  as  if  received  from  the  Govern  mem  direct  at  the  point  of  transfer  for 

transmission  over  its  own  lino.

rv_ -Summary  courts. — Summary  courts  are  subject  to  the 
restrictions  of  the  83d  Article  of  War.  Under  this  article  in- 
ferior courts-martial  can  award  forfeiture  of  one  month's  pay. 
This  is  the  limit  of  the  jurisdiction.  The  amount  retained  as 
** retained  pay"  is  a  part  of  the  month's  pay,  and  as  the  juris- 
diction of  the  inferior  court  extends  to  the  forfeiture  of  the 
whole  of  a  month's  pay,  it  must  extend  to  that  part  of  it  wliich 
is  retained.  Retained  pay  forfeited  by  sentence  of  courts- 
martial  will  be  deducted  from  the  pay  of  the  soldier  on  his  final 
statements. — [Decision  Actg.  Sec.  War — 11011  A.  G.  O.,  1891.^ 

V_ .Recruiting  returns. — Every  enlistment  and  re-enlist- 
ment must  be  accounted  for  on  the  recruiting  return  for  tho 
month  during  which  the  enlistment  is  made,  and  to  this  end  the 
monthly  returns  of  the  recruiting  service  (Forms  Nos.  30,  31, 
and  32,  A.  Or.  O.)  should  not  be  rendered  to  the  Adjutant  Gen- 
eral's Office  until  each  recruiting  officer  has  made  full  reports 
to  his  superintendent.  To  avoid  unnecessary  delay  in  rendering 
these  monthly  returns  recruiting  officers  should  be  required  to 
promptly  report  to  their  superintendent,  not  later  than  the  first 
day  of  each  month,  all  enlistments  made  by  them  during  the 
preceding  month.  If  for  any  cause  an  enlistment  is  not  re- 
ported to  a  superintendent  until  after  he  has  rendered  his  return 
for  the  month  to  which  it  pertains,  such  enlistment  should  be  at 
once  reported  to  the  Adjutant  General's  Office  on  a  supple- 
mentary return  for  the  proper  month. — [General  decision — 
22440  A.  G.  O.y  1891.] 

VI-  Age  limits  of  recruits. — In  construing  the  meaning 
and  intent  of  General  Orders,  No.  87,  of  1891,  from  this  office, 
in  so  far  as  regards  the  minimum  and  maximum  age  limits  of 
recruits,  therein  fixed,  the  attention  of  recruiting  officers  is  in- 
vited to  the  following  summary  of  decisions  from  the  Adjutant 
General's  Office  regarding  age  qualifications : 


**  Under  the  law  any  male  person  between  the  ages  of  16  and 
35  could  be  enlisted,  if  possessing  other  reqiiisite  qualifications ; 
but  the  Department,  by  regulation,  fixes  the  maximum  limit 
for  enlistment  at  30  years ;  so  under  the  law  and  Regulations, 
boys  between  the  ages  of  16  and  18  may  be  enlisted,  but  here 
the  Department,  exercishig  its  discretion  under  the  law,  has 
for  years  interposed  restrictions  to  govern  in  this  matter,  and 
forbidden  the  enlistment  of  boys  between  these  ages,  except  as 
musicians.  (See  Circular  No.  10,  A.  G.  O.,  1883— Field  Musicians.) 
Again,  as  men  below  the  age  of  21  are  fitted  for  soldiers  only 
Tvhen  their  physical  development  is  exceptionally  good,  the  De- 
partment has  discountenanced  the  enlistment  of  minors,  and 
the  posters  for  general  use  invite  applications  only  from  per- 
sons over  that  age.  But  to  enable  recruiting  officers  to  reply 
to  inquiries  that  might  come  to  them  from  persons  below  that 
..age,  the  recruiting  circular  indicates  the  class  of  cases  of  men, 
between  the  ages  of  18  and  31,  in  which  the  recruiting  officer 
can  exercise  a  wise  discretion." 

The  memoranda  which  accompanied  General  Orders,  No.  87, 
instructing  recruiting  officers  to  note  the  change  in  the  age 
limit  on  all  recruiting  posters,  circulars,  &c.,  distributed  by 
them,  had  reference  to  the  maximum  limit  fixed  in  the  order. 

In  applications  to  advertise  for  recruits,  ages  will  be  stated 
as  between  21  and  30  for  the  general  service;  but  as  special 
regimental  recruiting  officers  conducting  temporary  rendezvous 
«eek  recruits  in  the  immediate  vicinity  of  their  homes,  such 
officers  may  make  application  to  advertise  for  recruits  between 
the  ages  of  18  and  30  when  the  regimental  commander  so  de- 
sires.—[General  decision^  Dec,  10^  91—18853  A,  G.  0.,  1891.] 

VII- -Quarters:  Officers  under  suspension  from  rank 

JLND  CX>MMAND  BY  SENTENCE  OF  COURT-MARTIAX..— -An  officer  Un- 

•der  suspension  is  not  deprived  of  his  usual  right  to  quarters 
according  to  rank. — [Decision  of  Actg.  Sec,  War,  Dec.  12,  91, 
affirming  former  rulings  of  the  War  Department — 6558  A.  G.

If  in  any  case  the  residence  of  a  suspended  officer  at  a  post

The  following  decisions,  rulings,  &c.,  have  been  made,  and  are 
published  to  the  Army  for  the  information  of  all  concerned : 

I. -Absence  of  division  and  department  commanders.— 
As  the  commander  of  a  military  geographical  division  or  de- 
partment is  especially  assigned  to  that  command  by  the  Pres- 
ident, he  cannot  delegate  his  authority  to  any  other  officer,  nor 
relieve  himself  even  temporarily  from  the  responsibility  thus 
imposed  upon  him.  He  therefore  cannot  take  leave  of  absence, 
altliough  he  is  autiiorized  by  the  Regulations  to  grant  leaves  of 
absence  to  those  imder  his  command.  The  provisions  of  para^ 
graph  197  of  the  Regulations  respecting  the  absence  of  command- 
ing generals  from  their  headquarters  is  understood  to  mean 
within  the  limits  of  their  command.  Although  they  may  con- 
tinue to  discharge  the  important  functions  of  their  command 
while  beyond  its  territorial  limits,  it  is  not  considered  proper  for 
them  to  absent  themselves  without  authority  from  the  War  De- 
partment.— [Decision  Lieut,  Gen,  Comdg,  Army,  Mar,  16,  84,  ajh 
proved  by  Sec,  War,  Jan,  9,  92—1451  A,  G,  0,,  A.C,  P,,  1884;

II— Infantry  officers  on  duty,  at  the  u.  s.  miutaby 
PRISON. — ^The  duties  of  infantry  officers  at  the  U.  S.  Military 
Prison,  Fort  Leavenworth,  Kansas,  have  not  required  them  to 
be  mounted  since  December  23,  1890.  The  decision  of  the  Sec- 
retary of  War  of  December  23, 1890,  published  in  Paragraph  II, 
Circular  No.  16,  December  31, 1890,  from  this  office,  that  infan- 
try officers  on  duty  at  the  Military  Prison  are  not  entitled  to 
mounted  pay  nor  to  forage  for  private  horses,  is  recognized 
and  affirmed. — [Decision  Act,  Sec,  War,  Jan,  X,  92 — 3497  A,  C.  P., 
A,  G,  O,,  1891.] 

III..SaMMARY  COURT. — In  connection  with  the  decision  of 
the  Secretary  of  War  of  March  2,  1891,  published  in  Paragraph 
IV,  Circular  No.  2,  March  10, 1891,  from  this  office,  the  following 
is  published  for  the  information  and  guidance  of  all  concerned : 

Delay  in  the  trial  of  a  soldier  by  summary  court  does  not  in- 
validate the  proceedings  of  the  court.  The  time  of  trial  does 
not  affect  the  legality.  The  commanding  officer,  and  not  the 
court,  is  responsible  for  bringing  the  accused  to  trial  at  the 


tingoished  bravery  in  action,  while  certificates  of  merit  should^ 
under  the  law,  be  awarded  for  distinguished  service,  whether 
in  action  or  otherwise,  of  a  valuable  character  to  the  United 
States,  as,  for  example,  extraordinary  exertion  in  the  preserva- 
tion of  human  life,  or  in  the  preservafion  of  public  property,  or 
rescuing  public  jMToperty  from  destruction  by  fire  or  otherwise, 
or  any  hazardous  service  by  which  the  Government  is  saved 
loss  in  men  or  material.  Simple  heroism  in  battle,  on  the  con- 
trary, is  fitly  rewarded  by  a  medal  of  honor,  although  such  act 
of  heroism  may  not  have  resulted  in  any  benefit  to  the  United 
States.  Where  the  conduct  of  an  enlisted  man,  non-commis- 
sioned officer,  or  private  has  been  represented  to  merit  both  a 
medal  of  honor  and  a  certificate  of  merit,  recommendation  may 
be  made  for  both,  either  simultaneously  or  at  different  times. —

ni.. Detail  of  non-commissioned  officers  for  general 
OR  post  mess.— The  clause  of  General  Orders,  No.  129,  October 
80, 1890,  from  the  Adjutant  General's  Office,  forbidding  the 
detail  in  each  troop,  battery,  or.  company  of  any  enlisted  man 
on  special  duty  as  superintendent  of  kitchens  or  messes,  refers 
to  company  messes  only,  and  not  to  the  detail  of  a  non-com- 
missioned officer  as  mess  steward  of  a  general  or  post  mess. 
Under  paragraph  303  of  the  Regulations,  as  amended  by  Gen- 
eral Orders,  No.  13,  February  16,  1892,  from  the  Adjutant  Gen- 
eral's Office,  the  mess  council  shall  allot  to  the  mess  steward  an 
allowance  of  fifty  cents  per  day,  and  in  addition  thereto  a 
proper  share  of  the  per  diem  of  the  remaining  $1.60  allowed  to 
be  distributed  among  the  mess  employes.

I-.DlSCHARGE  ON  SURQEON's  CERTIFICATE  OF   DISABILITY.— 

In  the  case  of  a  man  who,  having  been  enlisted  at  a  recruit- 
ing rendezvous,  was  accepted  at  a  recruiting  depot  and  sent 
to  regiment,  the  following  notation  having  been  made  by  the 
depot  surgeon,  viz :  *  *  Second  toe  flexed^  Not  believed  to  be  dis- 
qualified," and  was  discharged  shortly  after  joining  regiment 
on  surgeon's  certificate  of  disability : 

Decided,  that  while  it  is  probable  the  man  should  not  have 
been  enlisted,  yet  in  view  of  the  facts  recited  he  should  have 
been  allowed  to  serve  until  found  to  be  absolutely  disqualified, 
it  being  held  by  the  Department  that  while  a  theoretical  dis- 
qualification is  a  bar  to  enlistment,  yet  after  the  acceptance 
and  assignment  of  a  man  to  a  company,  nothing  should  war- 
rant his  discharge  but  practical  inability  to  perform  military 
duty  .-^Deeisian  See.  War,  Apr,  1,  BS—^S^U  A.  G.  0.,  189^,] 

n.  .Retained  pay  and  interest. — Paragraph  VI,  Circular 
No.  4,  Adjutant  Gteneral's  Ofllce,  May  9,  1891,  relating  to  **  Re- 
tained pay  and  interest,"  is  amended  to  read  as  follows : 

With  reference  to  the  requirements  of  General  Orders,  No.  85, 
of  1890,  from  this  office,  in  the  matter  of  retained  pay  under  the 
act  of  June  16, 1890,  officers  must  bear  in  mind  that  if  a  soldier 
be  absent  without  leave  in  the  first  year  of  his  enlistment  the 
date  of  expiration  of  said  year  will  not  correspond  with  the 
date  of  enlistment  by  the  number  of*  days  of  absence ;  and  the 
date  given  in  the  column  of  **  Retain  $4  per  month  to  include 
— "  must  be  made  to  show  the  actual  date  of  expiration  of  the 
first  year.  The  facts  and  dates  of  absence  without  leave  must 
also  be  noted  on  final  statements  in  order  that  the  correct  date 
from  which  inWest  becomes  due  may  be  ascertained.  If  the 
dates  be  not  correctly  stated  and  by  reason  of  the  error  the  full 
amount  of  retained  pay  should  not  be  deducted  and  overpay- 
ment in  amount  of  retained  pay  or  of  interest  thereon  should 
occur,  it  will  lead  to  disallowances  which  must  be  charged 
against  the  pay  of  the  officers  who  fail  to  correctly  state. the 
soldier's  account.— [Deciwon  Sec,  War,  Apr.  6,  9S-S8098  A.  Q, 
0.,  189g.] 
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III— Post  exchanob. — A  company  joining  the  exchange, 
when  unable  to  pay  its  assessment  in  cash,  may  be  charged  with 
it,  and  such  charge  may  be  liquidated  from  the  company's  share 
of  the  profits  of  the  exchange.  A  company  so  joining  should 
pass  to  the  exchange  some  written  evidence  of  its  debt  and  obli- 
gation to  pay  the  amount  assessed,  and  such  paper  should  be- 
carried  on  the  books  of  the  exchange  as  a  bill  receivable,  and 
be  regarded  as  an  asset,  which  should  be  reduced  in  value  from 
time  to  time  as  the  profits  are  divided ;  but  not  more  than  one 
company  should  be  permitted  to  be  a  member  of  the  exchange 
on  this  footing  at  any  one  time,  unless  the  working  capital  will 
justify  it. 

Any  amoimt  due  to,  but  for  lack  of  available  funds  not  re- 
ceived by  a  company  when  retiring  from  the  exchange,  should 
be  paid  out  of  the  first  profits  accruing  to  the  institution.  And 
this  amount  so  due  and  unpaid  should  be  carried  on  the  books 
of  the  exchange  as  a  bill  payable,  and  be  regarded  as  a  liability 
unta  liquidated.— [Decmon  Sec.  War,  Feb,  IS,  92S7950  A.  G. 

It  is  held  that  paragraph  344  of  the  Army  Regulations  applies 
to  cases  where  all  the  companies  are  to  be  withdrawn  from  a 
post  at  which  an  exchange  is  carried  on,  notwithstanding  that 
a  detachment  of  the  Hospital  Corps  may  remain  at  such  post. 
The  detachment  would,  of  course,  be  entitled  to  its  proportion- 
ate share  of  the  proceeds  from  the  sale  of  the  property  of  the  ex- 
change, if  a  contributor  thereto.— [Decision  Sec,  War,  Apr,  !Sy 
92—28998  A,  G,  O.,  1892.'] 

IV— Character  of  discharge,  whether  honorable  or 
DISHONORABLE. — A  major  of  the  U.  S.  Army  was  dishonorably 
dismissed,  summarily,  by  Executive  order,  in  1863,  for  alleged 
offenses  for  which  he  had  been  tried,  and  of  which  he  had  been 
acquitted,  by  a  general  court-martial.  Held,  that  his  discharge 
from  the  service  was  not  honorable. — {DedsionWarDept,,  Mar, 
24,  92—961  A.  G,  0,,  A,  C,  P.,  1892,] 

V— Rk-BNLISTMENTS.— The  word  "re-enlistments"  in  Circu- 
lar No.  5,  of  1890,  from  this  office,  is  to  be  taken  in  its  technical 
sense,  viz,  to  refer  to  the  enlistment  of  a  former  soldier  within 
one  month  f  roln  date  of  discharge.  Soldiers  who  are  again  en- 
listed after  an  interval  of  more  than  one  month  frcHn  date  of 
discharge  will  be  required  to  «ign  the  declaration  of  recruit  on 
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enlistment  paper  and  to  satisfy  the  recruiting  officer  as  to  charac- 
ter and  habits  since  discharge. — [Oeneral  decision^  Mar.  22^ 
92—27900  A.  O.  0.,  1892.] 

VI— Notation  on  muster-rolls. — In  every  case  where  a  sol- 
dier's discharge  certificate  shows  that  there  is  objection  to  his 
being  again  enlisted,  this  fact  and  the  nature  of  the  objection 
should  be  noted  on  the  muster-roll  upon  which  such  discharge 
is  reported.— [G'eweraZ  decision,  27502  A.  O,  0.,  1892,] 

VII— Detail  op  a  private  op  the  hospital  corps  as  nurse 
FOR  A  SICK  OFFICER. — A  private  of  the  Hospital  Corps  was  de- 
tailed under  very  special  circumstances  by  a  Department  order 
for  duty  as  nurse  to.  an  officer  on  sick  leave  of  absence  and  res- 
ident in  a  suburban  town.  The  Surgeon  General  is  of  opinion 
that  this  action  is  xiot  legal,  nor  does  the  case  appear  to  be  one 
of  '*  emergency"  contemplated  in  A.  B.  1571.  Section  1265 
B.  S.  authorizes  an  officer  **  when  absent  on  account  of  sickness 
or  wounds"  *  *  *  ix>  receive  ftUl pay  only,  and  the  BevenA 
legal  tribunals  of  the  War  and  Treasury  Departments  have  de- 
cided that  he  is  not  authorized  by  this  section  to  receive  **  al- 
lowances ; "  for  this  reason  the  Army  Regulations  state  in  para- 
graphs 1636  and  1641  that  '*biUs  for  medical  attendance  or 
medicines  for  officers  ♦  ♦  *  not  on  duty  will  not  be  paid 
by  the  United  States ; "  for  similar  reasons  orders  for  the  admis- 
sion to  the  Army  and  Navy  General  Hospital,  Hot  Springs,  Ar- 
kansas, of  officers  on  sick  leave  of  absence  do  not  carry  trans- 
portation. Exceptional  cases  may  arise  where,  human  life  being 
in  jeopardy,  it  becomes  necessary  to  act  without  considering  or- 
dinary requirements,  and  it  is  suggested  that  department  com- 
manders may  then  act  in  the  same  manner  as  is  provided  in 
A.  R.  1394  for  the  issue  of  rations  to  destitute  citizens. — [Opinion 
Surg.  Oen.,  Feb.  9,  92,  concurred  in  by  Maj.  Gen.  Comdg.,  Feb. 
17,  92—2S662  A.  O.  0.,  1892.]

Interest,"  company  commanders  will  cause  the  heading  on  the 
blank  muster-roll  to  be  changed  in  the  column  of  **  Retain  $4 
per  month  imtil,"  by  erasing  the  word  **  until "  and  substituting 
therefor  the  words  **to  include." — [Decision  Sec.  War,  Apr.  6, 
92—S8098A.  Q,  0.,  1892,'] 

II— Gratuitous  issue  of  overcoat-cape  linings.— The  au- 
thority granted  by  paragraph  3,Circular  No.  6,  July  3, 1886,  Adju- 
tant General's  Office,  for  the  gratuitous  issue  of  cape  linings,  was 
intended  to  apply  only  to  recruits  who,  upon  their  enlistment  at 
recruiting  rendezvous,  are  furnished  with  overcoats  having  cape 
linings  of  different  color  from  that  of  the  arm  of  service  to  which 
they  are  finally  assigned.  Enlisted  men  who  voluntarily  trans- 
fer from  one  arm  of  the  service  to  another  are  not  entitled  to 
such  gratuitous  issue.

Ill— Non-commissioned  officers. — Paragraph  IV,  Circular 
No.  9,  August  8,  1891,  Adjutant  General's  Office,  relative  to

Appointments  of  sergeants  and  corporals  will  be  made  to  take 
effect  from  the  date  of  actual  appointment  by  the  regimental 
coinmander,  and  those  of  first  sergeants,  artificers,  blacksmiths, 
farriers,  saddlers,  and  wagoners,  from  the  date  of  the  order  of 
the  company  commander.

IV-. Inspection  of  ordnance  stores. — Haversacks  when 
merely  soiled  or  greasy  must  not  be  condemned  for  that  cause, 
but  should  be  washed  at  the  post.  Portions  of  the  equipments 
rendered  unserviceable  by  the  loss  of  minor  parts  should  be 
repaired  at  the  post.  Timely  requisition  should  be  made  for 
buckles,  rings,  straps,  and  the  necessary  tools  and  materials  for 
repairs.— [Decision  Sec.  War,  Apr,  20,  92^29635  A.  O.  0.,1892.] 
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V_-EhR0NK0US  PINAL  BTATKBfENTS.— Oflacers  signing  and  cer- 
tifying to  the  correctness  of  final  statements  must  be  held  re- 
sponsible for  their  accurate  preparation,  and  also  for  disregard 
of  plain  instructions  as  made  known  through  the  Army  Regu- 
lations, orders,  and  notes  on  the  blank  forms.  Officers  responsi- 
ble for  overpayment  on  erroneous  final  statements  will  be  re- 
quired to  refund  the  amounts  overpaid. — [Decision  Sec.  War,

VI— Arms  for  men  op  signal  corps.— The  proper  position  for 
enlisted  men  of  the  Signal  Corps  in  the  formation  with  troops  is 
with  the  non-commissioned  staff,  and  they  will  be  armed  with  the 
cavahy  B&hei.— {Decision  Sec,  War,  May  2, 9S^S9811  A.  G.  0.,

VII— Drill  regulations. — A  very  large  number  of  questions 
on  minor  points  of  drill  regulations  have  been  received  since 
the  issue  of  the  new  volume  on  that  subject,  very  many  of  them 
arising  from  an  incomplete  study  of  the  new  book,  and  many 
on  immaterial  points  which  might  well  be  settled  by  the  com- 
manding officer  on  the  spot.

I..ESTIMATBS  FOR  REPAIRS  TO  HOSPITAL.— The  senior  med- 
ical officer  of  a  post  should  prepare  and  sign  all  the  necessary 
copies  of  the  estimates  for  hospital  construction  and  repair,  and 
the  post  quartermaster  should  furnish  to  the  medical  6fficer, 
upon  his  request,  the  required  data  as  to  the  amount  of  labor, 
quantity  of  material,  and  cost  of  the  same.  The  Surgeon  Gen- 
eral requires  but  one  copy  of  these  estimates ;  the  number  of 
copies  required  by  the  department  conmiander  is  fixed  by  him.—

II-.HONOES  TO  DBOBASBD  RETIRED  ENLISTED  MEN. — On  the 

occasion  of  the  funeral  of  a  retired  enlisted  man  of  the  Army» 
in  the  immediate  neighborhood  of  a  military  post,  the  com- 
manding officer  was  authorized  to  extend  the  same  honors  as, 
under  the  Regulations,  are  extended  to  deceased  enlisted  men 
of  the  garrison.

ni-. Muster-rolls. — ^At  posts  where  the  troops  are  paid 
monthly,  bi-monthly  muster-rolls  will  be  prepared  in  duplicate, 
one  copy  to  be  forwarded  to  the  Adjutant  Ctoneral,  U.  S.  Army, 
by  the  mustering  officer  within  three  days  after  each  bi-monthly 
muster,  and  the  other  copy  to  be  retained  for  file  with  the 
records  of  the  organization  to  which  it  pertains. — [General  de-

IV— Trust  company  as  surety. — ^The  War  Department  now 
accepts  as  surety  on  bonds  of  contractors  any  company  duly  in- 
corporated under  the  laws  of  the  United  States,  or  of  any  State, 
which  is  authorized  by  its  charter  to  become  surety,  provided 
such  company  furnishes  each  year  a  satisfactory  statement  of 
its  financial  condition,  including  a  statement  of  its  existing  ob- 
ligations of  this  nature,  together  with  a  properly  authenticated 
copy  of  the  record  showing  the  names  of  the  officers  of  the  com- 
pany, and  no  legal  objection  is  known  to, the  acceptance  of  such 
a  company  as  surety  on  the  bonds  of  officers  required  to  be  given 
under  section  1191,  Revised  Statutes.    The  Department,  how* 


•ever,  does  DOt  accept  a  bond  with  a  condition  providing  for  its

Special  Regrimcn^Al  Recruiting:  Service. 

By  dii'ection  of  the  Secretary  of  War,  and  under  the  provis- 
ions of  paragraph  937,  Army  Regulations  (as  amended  by  Gen- 
eral Orders,  No.  36,  June  6, 1892,  from  this  office),  the  following 
instructions  are  published  to  govern  the  special  regimental  re- 
cruitlDg  service : 

general  plan  and  purpose. 

1.  It  is  the  object  of  the  special  reg:imental  recruiting  service 
to  furnish  to  regiments  serving  in  the  more  settled  parts  of  the 
country  the  opportunity  of  recruiting  their  ranks,  by  means  of 
traveling  recruiting  parties,  from  the  communities  surround- 
ing or  of  easy  access  to  their  posts.  Experience  has  demon- 
strated that  this  system  possesses  some  important  advantages 
over  other  methods  of  recruiting,  and  is  well  calculated  to  pro- 
duce excellent  results.  It  is  conducted  by  officers  and  men  im- 
mediately interested  in  the  quality  of  the  recruits  accepted, 
reaches  rural  districts  that  cannot  ordinarily  be  canvassed  by 
general  service  recruiting  parties,  affords  superior  facilities  for 
ascertaining  the  antecedents,  character,  and  age  of  applicants 
and  when  properly  administered  is  attended  with  a  minimum 
of  cost  to  the  Government.  It  may  be  made  the  means  of  dis- 
seminating information  and  correcting  erroneous  impressions 
respecting  the  duties  and  obligations,  rights  and  privileges,  as 
•well  as  the  prospects,  of  the  enlisted  soldier,  and  of  thus  attract- 
ing to  the  Army  respectable  young  men  imbued  with  the  mili- 
tary spirit  who  might  otherwise  be  lost  to  it.  The  Department 
therefore  confidently  looks  to  regimental  commanders  to  make 
this  system,  by  well-directed  efforts  year  by  year,  supply  a  large 
portion  of  the  recruits  required. 

assignment  of  territory. 

2.  Directions  to  the  commanding  officer  of  a  regiment  to  re- 
cruit it  at  temporary  rendezvous,  and  indicating  the  limits  of 
the  recruiting  territory,  will  be  given  from  the  Adjutant  Qen- 
eraFs  Office,  through  the  proper  department  commander.  Any 
re^mental  commander  not  receiving  such  directions  who  may 
deem  the  location  of  his  command,  or  any  portion  of  it,  favor- 
able for  its  special  recruitment  will  apply  for  the  assignment  of 
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suitable  territory  to  the  Adjutant  General,  through  the  depart- 
ment commander.  As  a  rule,  regiments  of  the  same  arm  will 
not  be  allotted  territory  in  common ;  but  such  allotment  may  be 
made  to  regiments  of  different  arms  when  found  necessary,  as 
their  recruiting  operations  need  not  interfere  with  each  other, 
and  in  such  cases  the  regimental  commanders  concerned  will 
be  notified  of  the  Department's  action,  to  enable  them  to  have 
a  mutual  understanding  regarding  the  location  of  their  respect- 
ive rendezvous  within  the  common  territory. 

THE  SUPERINTENDENT. 

3.  The  regimental  commander  is  ex-offlcio  the  superintendent 
of  the  recruiting  service  for  his  regiment  (including  the  special 
recruiting). 

4.  Upon  receiving  directions  to  recruit  his  regiment  at  tem- 
porary rendezvous  he  will  carefully  examine  into  the  conditions 
within  the  territory  assigned  him  and,  bearing  in  mind  the  neces- 
sity for  strict  economy,  especially  in  the  matter  of  travel,  will 
determine  upon  one  or  more  of  the  following  plans  for  conduct- 
ing this  service : 

(a)  A  tour  may  be  outlined  for  a  party  consisting  of  a  cap- 
tain or  lieutenant  and  the  necessary  enlisted  men  of  the  regi- 
ment, to  embrace  a  few  of  the  smaller  cities  and  towns  within 
convenient  reach  of  posts  garrisoned  by  the  regiment  and  not 
occupied  by,  or  in  the  immediate  vicinit}'^  of,  I'ecruiting  rendez- 
vous of  the  general  service ;  and  the  necessary  orders  may  be 
given  for  the  officer  selected  to  proceed  from  place  to  place 
(naming  the  places  in  order)  on  recruiting  duty,  and  on  its 
completion  to  return  to  his  station.  If  the  results  of  such  a 
tour  prove  satisfactory,  others  can  be  undertaken  in  like  man- 
ner. Should  it  be  deemed  unprofitable,  from  knowledge  gained 
after  a  tour  has  been  entered  upon ,  to  visit  some  of  the  places 
designated,  the  recruiting  officer  can  be  instructed  to  omit  them. 

(h)  An  officer  and  party  may  be  ordered  to  some  promising 
point  to  remain  as  long  as  it  proves  productive  and  be  rec5alled 
when  there  is  no  further  promise  of  success ;  meantime,  some 
other  desirable  locality  may  be  sought,  and  when  determined 
upon,  another  officer  and  party  may  be  sent  out  in  like  manner, 
or  the  same  officer  and  party  can  be  successively  ordered  from 
place  to  place.  Thus  as  many  localities  may  be  canvassed  as 
practicable ;  and  when  it  will  contribute  materially  to  the 
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thorough  canvass  of  a  section,  one  or  two  subrendezvous  not 
more  than  20  or  25  miles  distant  from  the  main  rendezvous  may 
be  operated  in  connection  therewith. 

(c)  Rendezvous  can  be  opened  at  two  or  three  points  within 
reasonable  distance  of  a  post  and  each  left  under  the  charge  of 
a  reliable  non-commissioned  officer,  to  be  visited  as  necessity 
may  require  by  the  recruiting  officer,  for  the  purpose  of  ex- 
amining applicants  who  may  have  presented  themselves,  mak- 
ing enlistments,  and  attending  to  other  necessary  business,  the 
recruiting  officer  to  return  to  his  post  after  each  visit  to  the 
rendezvous,  which  should  be  not  more  than  20  or  25  miles  apart. 
This  plan  is  especially  judicious  in  the  event  of  a  scarcity  of 
officers,  as  an  officer  need  be  withdrawn  only  a  small  portion 
of  his  time  from  other  duties  for  the  purpose  of  recruiting.  By 
utilizing  an  officer  in  this  manner  from  each  of  several  posts 
garrisoned  by  companies  of  the  regiment,  different  portions  of 
its  recruiting  territory  may  be  actively  canvassed  even  though 
officers  cannot  be  spared  to  give  their  whole  time  to  recruiting 
•duty.  When  it  is  found  that  satisfactory  results  can  be  accom- 
plished by  maintaining  one  productive  station  in  the  vicinity 
of  a  post,  it  will  not  of  course  be  desirable  to  open  other  stations 
in  connection  therewith. 

(d)  A  captain  or  lieutenant  may  be  sent  with  a  party  of  say 
-eight  or  ten  men,  including  a  field  musician,  and  supplied  with 
such  suitable  means  of  transportation  as  may  be  available  at 
regimental  headquarters,  together  with  the  necessary  camp  equi- 
page, &c. ,  for  a  tour  of  the  surrounding  country,  to  cover  from 
one  to  three  weeks  or  more,  as  circumstances  may  warrant. 
Rations  for  the  men  and  forage  for  the  animals,  beyond  what 
oan  be  conveniently  carried,  also  fuel  when  necessary,  may  be 
purchased  at  different  points  under  instructions  to  be  given  by 
the  department  chief  commissary  and  chief  quartermaster,  re- 
spectively. As  regards  rations,  however,  it  must  be  understood 
that  this  authority  to  purchase  is  limited  to  the  more  bulky  com- 
ponents thereof,  such  as  fresh  meat,  vegetables,  and,  perhaps, 
bread.  Upon  the  return  of  one  such  party,  another  officer  and 
party  may  be  sent  out  in  a  different  direction — or  from  another 
post  of  the  regiment — this  to  be  repeated  as  often  as  desirable, 
thus  giving  an  opportunity  to  different  officers  and  a  number 
of  enlisted  men  to  share  in  the  duty  of  recruiting  the  regiment 
and  of  contributing  toward  securing  for  its  ranks  a  desirable 


class  of  men,  an  object  in  which  all  the  members  of  the  regi- 
ment should  be  alike  interested.  Such  marching  detachments, 
while  having  for  their  primary  object  the  securing  of  recruits, 
are  also  intended  to  serve  the  important  purpose  of  familiariz- 
ing officers  and  men  with  all  the  duties  and  conditions  incident 
to  the  soldier's  life  in  the  field  and  on  the  march. 

5.  The  length  of  a  recruiting  officer's  stay  at  any  temporary 
rendezvous  is  left  to  the  discretion  of  the  regimental  com- 
mander, to  be  determined  by  the  degree  or  promise  of  its  suc- 
cess ;  but  all  officers  and  parties  are  to  be  ordered  in  when  the 
regiment  reaches  its  maximum  enlisted  strengtli,  which  must 
not  be  exceeded,  unless  by  special  authority  from  the  Adjutant 
General's  Office. 

6.  The  superintendent  will  give  the  proper  orders  to  cover 
necessary  travel  by  the  recruiting  officer  ;  also  for  the  journeys 
of  enlisted  members  of  a  recruiting  party  in  joining  rendezvous 
and  in  returning  to  their  posts  upon  being  relieved  from  recruit- 
ing duty.    These  orders  should  be  issued  "pursuant  to  instruc- 
tions from  the  War  Department,"  and  separate  orders  should 
be  given  in  the  cases  of  an  officer  and  his  party,  as  under  the 
law  an  officer  is  entitled  to  mileage  only  when  traveling  ttith- 
out  troops.    Those  in  case  of  the  recruiting  officer  should  recite 
that  '*  the  travel  enjoined  is  necessary  for  the  public  service," 
and  his  journeys  should  be  covered  bj*^  orders  issued  in  advance. 
This  can  be  readily  arranged  when  only  one  station  is  selected 
at  a  time,  by  requiring  the  recruiting  officer  to  advise  the  super- 
intendent, by  telegraph  if  necessary,  two  or  three  days  before 
he  deems  it  important  to  proceed  to  a  new  station.    When  an 
officer  conducts  two  or  more  rendezvous,  or  a  main  rendezvous 
with  subrendezvous,  he  can  be  directed  in  one  order,  if  most 
expedient,  to  visit  the  rendezvous  or  subrendezvous  (naming 
them)  as  occasion  may  require,  and  to  return  to  his  main  ren- 
dezvous, or,  if  it  be  contemplated,  to  his  post,  after  each  visit. 
Ordinarily,  a  visit  once  in  ten  days  to  each  rendezvous  or  sub- 
rendezvous  would  be  sufficient,  and  such  visits  should  not  be 
made  of tener  than  once  a  week  unless  for  the  purpose  of  closing 
a  rendezvous.    A  form  of  order  for  use  in  such  cases  is  published 
in  circular  letter  of  May  31, 1892,  from  this  office.    Orders  con- 
templating travel  by  members  of  a  recruiting  party  at  the  ^' 
pense  of  the  recruiting  fund,  under  the  provisions  of  paragraphs 
33  and  34,  should  provide  as  follows :  *  *  The  Quartermaster's  De- 
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partment  will  furnish  the  necessary  transportation,  chargeable 
to  the  recruiting  appropriation." 

7.  The  order  detailing  an  officer  as  special  regimental  recruit- 
ing officer  should  also  designate  him  as  acting  assistant  quarter- 
master and  acting  commissary  of  subsistence  while  on  this  special 
duty,  so  that  he  may  be  supplied  with  a  book  of  transportation 
requests  under  paragraph  1205  of  the  Regulations,  and  with  the 
necessary  subsistence  funds.  Such  orders  should  be  issued  con- 
siderably in  advance  of  the  time  for  the  officer  to  start  on  his 
tour,  to  enable  him  to  make  all  necessary  arrangements.  Each 
officer  so  detailed  should  be  furnished  with  a  copy  of  this  cir- 
cular ;  additional  instructions,  when  necessary,  can  be  given 
him  by  letter,  a  copy  of  which,  as  well  as  of  each  order  that 
may  be  issued  by  the  regimental  superintendent  concerning  the 
special  recruiting  service,  will  be  promptly  forwarded  to  the 
Adjutant  General's  Office  (Recruiting  Division).  A  copy  of 
each  order  detailing  a  recruiting  officer  must  also  be  furnished 
the  superintendent  of  the  recruiting  service,  New  York  City,  for 
his  information  and  that  of  the  disbursing  officer.  It  is  of  great 
importance  to  select  for  this  duty  officers  of  experience  who  can 
be  relied  upon  to  exercise  the  greatest  care  to  prevent  enlist- 
ments which  are  not  strictly  in  accordance  with  the  Regula- 
tions, and  to  accept  no  applicants  whom  they  would  not  wish 
to  have  in  their  own  companies. 

8.  Before  detailing  for  special  regimental  recruiting  duty  an 
officer  of  his  regiment  not  serving  at  regimental  headquarters 
the  superintendent  must  first  secure  the  authority  of  the  proper 
department  commander.  It  is  the  desire  of  the  Department 
that  a  regimental  commander  when  instructed  to  recruit  his 
regiment  at  temporary  stations  shall  have  the  largest  liberty, 
compatible  with  other  interests  of  the  service,  in  the  selection 
of  officers  of  his  regiment  for  this  duty ;  and  that  a  special  regi- 
mental recruiting  officer  when  properly  detailed  shall  not  be 
withdrawn  from  the  regimental  commander's  orders  unless  for 
urgent  reasons  of  public  necessity,  of  which  the  department 
commander  will  be  the  judge. 

9.  Recruiting:  officers  should  be  informed,  from  time  to  time, 
of  the  number  of  vacancies  in  the  companies  of  the  regiment, 
and  instructed  to  keep  the  superintendent  advised  of  their 
movements  as  well  as  of  the  degree  of  success  they  meet  with 
or  have  reason  to  anticipate ;  any  information  of  special  im- 
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portance  should  be  communicated  to  this  office.  When  a  regi- 
ment, or  any  company  thereof,  approaches  the  authorized  limit 
and  it  is  probable  that  it  will  be  filled  through  the  special  regi- 
mental recruiting  service,  the  superintendent  should  so  inform 
the  Adjutant  General  and  also  the  proper  department  com- 
mander ;  and  whenever  a  recruiting  party  is  withdrawn  from 
the  field  he  should  make  sj^ecial  report  of  the  fact,  through  de- 
partment headquarters,  to  this  office  with  a  statement  of  the 
reasons  for  such  action. 

10.  As  the  losses  in  the  spring  and  summer  are  generally 
large,  while  the  number  of  applicants  for  enlistment  is  com- 
paratively small  from  the  fact  that  farm  laborers  and  others 
secure  ready  employment  during  the  summer  and  until  the 
crops  are  gathered,  it  is  necessary  in  order  to  keep  the  ranks  of 
the  Army  from  being  depleted  that  earnest  efforts  be  made  by 
all  reci-uiting  officers  to  secure  as  large  a  number  of  desirable 
recruits  as  possible,  and  efforts  in  this  direction  should  not  be 
relaxed  even  though  only  a  fair  measure  of  success  be  attained, 
since  a  constant  supply  of  desirable  recruits — though  in  limited 
numbers — to  each  regiment  favorably  located  for  special  re- 
cruiting, will  not  only  benefit  the  regiments  concerned  but 
also  materially  reduce  the  demand  upon  the  general  recruiting 
depots. 

11.  Recruits  forwarded  to  regiments  for  assignment  to  com- 
panies will  be  so  assigned  with  the  least  practicable  delay,  and 
a  copy  of  the  order  of  assignment,  indicating  time  and  place  of 
enlistment  in  each  case,  must  be  mailed  on  date  of  issue  to  this 
office  (Recruiting  Division).  For  convenience  of  record  all  such 
recruits  should  be  promptly  assigned  to  companies,  even  in  cases 
where  discharge  on  surgeon's  certificate  may  be  contemplated 
as  a  result  of  their  medical  examination  upon  arrival  at  a  post. 
(See  paragraph  43.)  When  a  recruit  is  enUsted  for  a  particular 
company  no  order  of  assignment  is  necessary. 

12.  All  recruits  enlisted  by  special  regimental  recruiting  offi- 
cers must  be  duly  accounted  for  on  the  regimental  recruiting 
returns. 

THE  RECRUITING  OFFICER. 

13.  An  officer  on  special  regimental  recruiting  service  acts  in 
the  triple  capacity  of  recruiting  officer,  acting  assistant  quar- 
termaster, and  acting  commissary  of  subsistence.    He  is  to  study 

-efully  these  instructions,  acquaint  himself  thoroughly  with 


his  duties  in  each  capacity,  and  give  close  personal  attention 
to  all  matters  coming  under  his  supervision. 

14.  The  recruiting  officer  should  make  free  use  of  posters  and 
the  printed  letters  to  postmasters,  and  endeavor  by  all  the  means 
at  his  command  to  reach  the  more  intelligent  classes  in  the 
towns  visited  as  well  as  in  the  surrounding  country,  with  a 
view  to  securing  an  exceptionally  good  class  of  recruits.  To 
this  end  he  may,  when  deemed  advisable,  order  a  member  of 
his  party  to  visit  the  towns  or  rural  districts  in  the  vicinity  of 
his  temporary  rendezvous,  for  the  purpose  of  looking  up  de- 
sirable men  and  informing  them  of  the  location  of  the  recruit- 
ing office,  the  terms  of  enlistment,  and  tlie  inducements  to  enter 
the  Army.  Such  visits,  which  may  also  be  made  a  means  of  dis- 
tributing the  recruiting  handbills,  circulars,  and  ]X)sters,  ought 
to  be  attended  with  the  least  possible  expense. 

15.  It  is  earnestly  desired  by  the  Department,  not  only  to  in- 
crease the  number  of  good  men  secured  for  the  Army,  but  also 
to  guard  effectually  against  the  enlistment  of  such  as  are  likely, 
from  any  cause,  to  prove  an  incumbrance  rather  than  a  benefit 
to  it.  Having  this  purpose  in  view  the  recruiting  officer  should 
acquaint  himself  with  the  character,  surroundings,  and  general 
standing  of  each  applicant,  and  in  cases  of  suspected  minority 
he  should,  if  possible,  satisfy  himself  as  to  age,  &c.  ^  by  personal 
inteiwieios  with  parents  or  guardians. 

16.  The  recruiting  officer  will  be  guided,  in  making  exami- 
nations at  rendezvous,  by  Greenleafs  Epitome  of  Tripler's  Man- 
ual. As  one  great  object  of  the  temporary  rendezvous  is  to 
secure  the  best  class  of  recruits,  only  such  applicants  as  are 
obviously  fitted  for  the  duties  of  a  soldier  should  be  accepted. 
Recruiting  officers  enlisting  for  artillery  regiments  should  make 
the  examination  of  applicants  with  regard  to  the  hearing  as 
thorough  as  possible  with  the  means  at  hand,  and  endeavor  by 
proper  questioning  to  satisfy  themselves  that  there  is  no  defect 
of  which  an  appUcant  is  conscious  that  would  disqualify  him 
for  the  artillery  service.  (See  paragraph  3,  General  Orders,  No. 
39,  of  1887.) 

Attention  is  invited  to  paragraph  930,  Army  Regulations,  as 
amended  by  General  Orders,  No.  58,  of  1890,  from  this  office. 
The  register  and  blanks  therein  referred  to,  as  well  as  the  cards 
for  the  test  of  vision  (page  38,  Greenleaf's  Epitome),  are  sup- 
plied by  the  Surgeon  General. 
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17.  Accepted  applicants  Bhould  be  enlisted  for  the  companies 
of  their  choice,  if  there  be  vacancies  therein,  and  the  recruits 
enlisted  at  each  place  should  be  promptly  forwarded  to  posts 
of  the  regiment  under  such  general  instructions  as  the  superin- 
tendent may  give  to  govern  the  recruiting  officer,  each  detach- 
ment of  three,  or  more,  to  be  sent  in  charge  of  a  member  of 
the  recruiting  party.  When  circumstances  require  the  send- 
ing of  only  one  or  two  recruits  from  rendezvous  to  regiment, 
they  may  be  forwarded  without  escort. 

18.  It  should,  when  practicable,  be  arranged  to  enlist  such 
recruits  as  may  be  secured  at  each  place,  in  batches,  and  to  send 
them  to  the  regiment  without  delay,  thus  avoiding,  as  far  as 
possible,  the  expense  of  lodging  and  subsisting  recruits  at  the 
place  of  enlistment.  (See  paragraphs  30  and  31.)  Should  it  be 
inadvisable,  at  times,  to  send  recruits  at  once  to  the  stations  of 
their  companies,  they  may  be  sent,  with  the  sanction  of  the 
superintendent,  to  regimental  hea  1  quarters,  to  be  forwarded 
thence  to  companies  as  soon  as  opportunity  shall  offer,  due  care 
being  taken  to  guard  the  interests  of  the  Government  in  the 
matter  of  the  cost  of  transix)rtation. 

THE  RECRUITING  PARTY. 

19.  The  enlisted  members  of  a  special  regimental  recruiting 
party  should  be  selected  for  their  intelligence,  soldierly  bearing, 
and  adaptability  for  the  required  duty,  and  with  a  view  to  the 
impression  they  are  likely  to  make  upon  the  people  of  the  dif- 
ferent localities  to  be  visited.  In  order  that  proper  arrange- 
ments may  be  made  for  their  lodging  and  subsistence,  they 
should  be  ordered  to  report  to  the  recruiting  officer  at  the  place 
selected  for  the  first  rendezvous,  at  such  time  after  his  arrival 
there  as  he  may  indicate,  and  in  eich  change  from  place  to 
place  the  recruiting  officer  may  precede  the  members  of  the 
party,  say  one  day,  for  a  similar  purpose,  giving  the  necessary 
order  for  them  to  follow. 

20.  Ordinarily,  two  or  three  enlisted  men  will  suffice  for  a  re- 
cruiting party  at  each  rendezvous,  and,  except  for  a  marching 
detachment,  the  number  should  never  exceed  four,  some  of 
whom  should  be  non-commissioned  officers ;  at  a  substation  the 
party  should  not  number  more  than  one  or  two.  It  has  been 
found  to  be  an  advantage  to  have  the  party  made  up  in  part  of 
privates,  for  inasmuch  as  recruits  enter  the  service  in  that  grade 
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they  natorally  desire  to  obtain  information  regarding  the  pri- 
vate soldier's  life  and  surroundings  from  one  actually  occupy- 
ing that  position. 

RENDEZVOUS  AND  OUTFIT. 

21.  For  a  temporary  rendezvous,  say  two  furnished  rooms 
should  be  secured  at  as  moderate  a  rent  as  practicable,  after 
due  inquiry  by  the  recruiting  officer ;  and  the  proposal  of  the 
accepted  bidder,  indicating  the  rate  per  day,  week,  or  month, 
or  for  the  whole  time  it  may  be  designed  to  stay  at  the  place, 
as  may  be  deemed  ^best,  should  be  reduced  to  writing  and  ac- 
cepted in  writing  by  the  recruiting  officer,  copies  thereof  to  be 
appended  to  the  vouchers  for  rent.  (Forms  A.  G.  O.  Nos.  52 
and  0),)  One  of  the  rooms  might  serve  as  an  office  and  the 
other  as  an  examining  room  and  also  as  a  dormitory  for  the  re- 
cruiting party.  If  found  necessary  to  have  a  separate  room  for 
the  examination  of  recruits,  a  third  room  may  be  secured. 

22.  The  lack  of  some  facilities  deemed  necessary  at  a  perma- 
nent rendezvous  need  not  be  seriously  felt  at  the  temporary 
rendezvous.  The  use  of  scales  could  probably  be  secured  in 
any  town,  and  in  addition  a  tape  measiure,  and,  possibly,  a  rule 
(graduated)  or  a  light  portable  measuring  rod  would  be  required. 
For  these,  and  also  for  ordinary  blank  books  and  such  articles 
of  stationery  as  may  be  needed  (see  Gteneral  Orders,  No.  110,  of 
1884,  from  this  office,  for  the  quarterly  allowance),  timely  requi^ 
sition  must  be  made  upon  the  superintendent  of  the  recruiting 
service,  who  is  authorized  to  issue  or  to  otherwise  provide  for 
supplying  the  required  articles ;  also  to  make  extra  issues  of 
stationery  upon  requisitions  approved  by  a  regimental  super- 
intendent and  showing  clearly  the  necessity  therefor.  Blank 
forms  of  requisitions  for  stationery,  &c.,  a  number  of  which 
should  be  kept  on  hand  by  the  regimental  superintendent,  can 
be  obtained  from  the  superintendent  of  the  recruiting  service. 

23.  The  superintendent  of  the  recruiting  service  is  prepared 
to  furnish  a  portable  platform  scale,  with  detachable  measuring 
rod,  in  a  convenient  case  for  packing  the  same,  to  be  carried 
with  the  baggage  of  members  of  temporary  recruiting  parties. 
"When  desired,  one  or  more  of  these  scales  will  be  issued  upon 
proper  requisition,  approved  by  a  regimental  superintendent, 
and  will  be  invoiced  to  the  regimental  adjutant  and  shipped  to 
reginaental  headquarters,  whence  they  can  be  sent  to  a  tem- 
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porary  rendezvous  at  the  first  opportunity,  by  some  member  of 
the  party.  It  is  designed  that  they  be  retained  by  the  adjutant 
during  any  temporary  cessation  of  recruiting,  for  use  of  suc- 
cessive special  recruiting  officers  of  the  regiment.  Circular  No. 
9  of  1891,  from  headquarters  of  the  recruiting  service,  publishes 
directions  for  opening,  setting  up,  and  adjusting  for  use  the  scale 
and  measuring  rod. 

24.  Necessary  heating  of  rooms  secured  for  a  temporary  ren- 
dezvous should,  when  possible,  be  provided  for  in  the  agreement 
for  rent.  When  this  cannot  be  done,  fuel  may  be  purchased 
from  September  1  to  April  30,  at  a  monthly  rate  of  one  cord  of 
merchantable  oak  wood,  or  its  equivalent  in  coal,  for  each  ren- 
dezvous. When  required,  and  not  otherwise  obtainable,  a  light, 
portable  flag-staff,  a  few  articles  for  police  purposes,  &c.,  may 
be  purchased  on  properly  prepared  vouchers,  payable  from  the 
recruiting  fund.  (Form  A.  G.  O.  No.  48.)  As  it  will  be  im- 
practicable to  invite  proposals,  the  purchase  of  such  articles  and 
of  fuel  may  be  made  in  open  market,  and  the  recruiting  oflScer's 
certificate  on  each  voucher  must  contain  the  statement  that  the 
rate  paid  was  the  lowest  obtainable. 

25.  A  recruiting  flag  and  halyards  can  be  obtained  from  the 
Quartermaster's  Department  if  required. 

MILEAGE  AND  COMMUTATION  OF  QUARTERS. 

26.  The  recruiting  officer  when  traveling  under  proper  orders 
withxmt  troopSj  as  contemplated  by  these  instructions,  will  be 
entitled  to  mileage,  as  in  case  of  travel  without  troops  on  other 
military  duty,  and  subject  to  the  same  requirements  regarding 
travel  over  free  roads  and  bond-aided  Pacific  railroads.  He  will 
also  be  allowed  commutation  of  quarters  for  the  period  during 
whicli  he  may  be  absent  from  his  regular  station  engaged  in  re- 
cruiting according  to  plans  designated  (a)  and  (5)  in  paragraph  4. 
Before  leaving  his  post,  however,  he  must  give  notice  to  the 
quartermaster  that  the  quarters  occupied  by  him  are  open  to 
selection  by  any  officer  entitled  to  occupy  them.  Both  mileage 
and  commutation  of  quarters  are  payable  by  the  Pay  Depart- 
ment.    (Forms  P.  M.  G.  O.  Nos.  11  and  17.) 

SUBSISTENCE. 

27.  When  the  recruiting  officer  selected  is  stationed  at  the 
headquarters  of  his  regiment,  the  regimental  commander  may 
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call  upon  the  post  acting  commissary  of  subsistence  to  trans- 
fer to  him  as  acting  commissary  of  subsistence  such  reasonable 
amount  of  subsistence  funds  as  may  be  necessary  to  pay  for 
the  subsistence  of  his  recruiting  party  and  recruits.  When  the 
recruiting  officer  is  taken  from  some  other  post  arrangements 
for  supplying  the  necessary  subsistence  funds  can  be  eflfected  by 
correspondence  with  the  Commissary  General  of  Subsistence. 

28.  The  recruiting  officer  should  disburse  and  account  for  the 
subsistence  funds  so  transferred  to  him  as  required  by  the  Army 
Regulations.  Since,  from  the  circumstances  of  this  service,  it 
will  usually  be  impracticable  to  advertise  for  proposals  and  en- 
ter into  formal  written  contracts,  the  recruiting  officer,  as  act- 
ing commissary  of  subsistence,  may  procure  the  meals  neces- 
sary for  his  men  at  the  lowest  price  practicable  (not  exceeding 
from  fifty  to  seventy-five  cents  per  man  per  day)  in  the  manner 
indicated  in  paragraph  672  of  the  Regulations,  being  careful  to 
transmit  to  the  Commissary  General  of  Subsistence  the  report 
required  by  paragraph  673  of  the  Regulations,  which  should  be 
mailed  before  the  officer  leaves  the  place  at  which  the  meals 
have  been  procured. 

The  blank  forms  required  (viz.  Subsistence  Department  Nos. 
1,  6,  11,  and  70)  may  be  obtained  by  the  recruiting  officer  from 
the  acting  commissary  of  subsistence  at  his  post. 

29.  A  soldier  detached  from  his  recruiting  party  to  visit  sur- 
rounding towns  and  rural  districts,  as  contemplated  in  para- 
graph 14,  may  be  paid  commutation  of  rations  at  seventy-five 
cents  per  day  while  so  detached  (paragraph  1423,  Army  Regu- 
lations, amended  by  General  Orders  87  of  1891,  from  this  office). 
Paragraphs  1424  and  1425,  Army  Regulations,  govern  in  the  case 
of  a  member  of  a  recruiting  party  returning  to  rendezvous  after 
conducting  recruits  to  regiment,  and  also  in  the  cases  of  recruits 
forwarded  from  rendezvous  to  regiment  if  cooked  or  travel  ra- 
tions cannot  he  furnished, 

30.  While  it  may  be  necessary  to  supply  some  meals  to  re- 
cruits at  rendezvous,  the  number  of  such  meals  and  the  attend- 
ing expense  should  be  kept  within  the  smallest  practicable  limit. 
Not  infrequently  it  will  be  found  that  applicants  prefer  to  re- 
main with  their  friends  while  "  on  probation,"  or  until  the  date 
of  departure  for  their  station  in  the  event  of  their  enlistment 
before  that  time.     In  such  cases  they  need  only  be  required  to 
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feport  at  the  rendezvous  at  such  intervals  as  may  be  deemed 
necessary. 

LODGINGS. 

31.  Under  the  provisions  of  paragraphs  18  and  30  there  will 
be  only  occasional  necessity  for  providing  lodgings  for  recruits, 
and  in  the  exceptional  cases  it  may  be  practicable  to  accommo- 
date them  in  the  room  secured  for  a  dormitory.  When  this  can- 
not be  done,  a  separate  agreement  for  lodgings  at  so  much  per 
man  per  night  may  be  made,  adapting  Form  A.  6.  O.  No.  53 
for  the  purpose.  An  abstract  showing  the  number  of  lodgings 
thus  provided  should  be  prepared  (Form  A.  G.  O.  No.  50)  and 
appended  to  the  vouclier  on  which  payment  is  to  be  made  for 
the  same.  (Form  A.  G.  O.  No.  49.)  In  case  it  becomes  neces- 
sary to  provide  lodgings  for  a  member  of  a  recruiting  party  de- 
tached under  the  provisions  of  paragraph  14,  the  same  course 
will  be  followed  except  as  to  the  written  agreement,  which  may 
be  omitted.  The  lodgings  should  be  secured  on  the  best  terms 
obtainable  after  due  inquiry,  and  the  officer's  certificate  to  the 
voucher  should  contain  a  statement  to  this  effect. 

32.  As  subsistence  and  lodgings  are  payable  from  different 
appropriations,  the  rate  for  each  must  be  stated  separately  on 
the  agreements. 

TRANSPORTATION. 

33.  The  transportation  of  recruits  to  their  regiments  is  payable 
by  the  Quartermaster's  Department,  and  the  necessary  instruc- 
tions in  relation  thereto  should  be  obtained  from  the  department 
chief  quartermaster.  The  transportation  of  enlisted  members 
of  special  regimental  recruiting  parties  is  payable  by  the  Quar- 
termaster's Department  only  when  conducting  recruits  to  regi- 
ments and  returning  to  rendezvous  after  performing  such  duty: 
transportation  for  all  other  journeys  made  by  them  under  proper 
orders  is  payable  from  the  recruiting  appropriation. 

34.  All  transportation  for  the  enlisted  members  of  special 
regimental  recruiting  parties  will  be  provided  on  transportation 
requests.  In  issuing  such  requests,  a  special  regimental  recruit- 
ing officer  in  his  capacity  as  acting  assistant  quartermaster,  or 
a  post  or  regimental  quartermaster,  as  the  case  may  be,  must 
be  careful  to  note  on  each  request  to  what  appropriation  it  is 
chargeable  under  the  provisions  of  paragraph  33 ;  i,  e.  * 'Appro- 
priation for  Army  Transportation,"  or  **  Recruiting  Appropria- 
tion ; "  also  to  report  the  service  to  the  Quartermaster  General 
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on  Form  1  A.  (See  Army  Regulations  1335  and  General  Orders 
68  and  96,  of  1886,  from  this  office.)  The  proper  disbursing  offi- 
cers of  the  Quartermaster's  Department  will  state  accounts  cov- 
ering transportation  requests  pa^/abZe/rom  recruiting  funds  axid 
forward  them  for  settlement  to  the  Quartermaster  General,  with 
a  view  to  their  reference  to  the  Adjutant  General. 

35.  Special  regimental  recruiting  officers  must  not  allow  the 
books  of  transportation  requests  furnished  them  by  the  Quar- 
termaster's Department  to  leave  their  personal  custody.  They 
are  pecuniarily  responsible  to  the  United  States  for  any  trans- 
portation which  may  be  furnished  by  reason  of  such  requests 
falling  into  improper  hands  through  their  neglect.  Attention 
is  also  invited  to  paragraph  1207,  Army  Regulations. 

36.  Should  a  recruiting  officer  acting  as  an  assistant  quarter- 
master at  any  time  require  further  detailed  instructions  cover- 
ing the  issue  of  transportation  requests  and  his  accountability 
for  the  proper  use  and  care  of  the  same,  he  should  apply  to  the 
department  chief  quartermaster.  (See  Army  Regulations  1186 
to  1209,  inclusive.) 

37.  In  the  lack  of  the  ordinary  means  of  transportation,  from 
one  to  three  dollars  may  be  paid  for  the  hire  of  a  horse  or  a  con- 
veyance for  a  day's  visit  to  some  rural  district  by  a  member  of  the 
recruiting  party  detailed  under  paragraph  14.  Form  A.  G.  O. 
No.  49  can  be  used  in  such  cases  as  a  voucher,  and  a  copy  of  the 
order  for  the  journey  must  be  appended  thereto ;  when  a  return 
journey  is  contemplated  by  an  order  it  should  be  clearly  stated 
therein. 

38.  While,  ordinarily,  recruiting  property  is  to  be  transported 
by  the  Quartermaster's  Department  as  is  other  public  property, 
it  naay  sometimes  be  necessary  as  well  as  economical  to  send 
with  a  member  or  members  of  a  recruiting  party  such  articles 
as  blanks,  stationery,  the  portable  scale,  &c.  When  this  is  done 
the  number  of  pounds  of  extra  baggage,  if  any,  to  be  charged 
for  must  be  stated  on  the  transportation  request  (Army  Regu- 
lations 1186),  and  the  facts  leading  to  such  charge  must  be  stated 
on  the  request  luider  the  head  of  "  Remarks  ; "  the  expense  can 
then  be  met  from  the  recruiting  appropriation. 

39.  The  transportation  from  station  to  station  of  the  necessary 
baggage  of  members  of  recruiting  parties  traveling  under  orders 
is  generally  covered  by  their  railroad  tickets,  but  the  transfer 
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of  their  baggage  from  a  railroad  depot  to  a  temporary  rendez- 
vous and  back  to  the  depot,  or  from  depot  to  depot  when  through 
transportation  cannot  be  secured,  may  be  allowed  as  a  proper 
charge  against  the  recruiting  appropriation,  provided  the  ex- 
pense to  be  defrayed  in  any  case  by  the  Government  shall  not  ex- 
ceed the  cost  of  transfer  of  one  piece  of  baggage  of  a  maximum 
of  100  pounds  for  each  man.  Tlie  vouchers  (Form  A.  G.  O. 
No.  49)  must  show  that  the  service  is  rendered  at  the  lowest 
rate  obtainable,  and  should  it  be  impracticable  to  obtain  the  re- 
ceipt of  the  party  performing  the  service,  the  certificate  of  the 
proper  member  of  the  party  and  also  of  the  recruiting  officer 
to  the  fact  of  the  service  and  the  correctness  of  the  charge 
should  be  appended.  No  expense  for  the  transfer  of  baggage 
of  recruits  will  be  paid. 

ADVERTISING. 

40.  No  advertisement  for  recruits  must  be  published  in  any 
newspaper  except  in  pursuance  of  written  authority  of  the  Sec- 
retary of  War  obtained  in  advance.  No  allowance  is  made  for 
displayed  advertisements.    (Army  Regulations  597  and  612.) 

41.  When  it  is  deemed  advisable  to  advertise  for  recruits,  the 
following  course  is  suggested  as  best  adapted  to  meet  all  needs : 
After  determining  some  or  all  of  the  places  which  it  is  intended 
the  recruiting  oflScer  shall  visit,  the  regimental  superintendent 
may  apply,  through  this  office,  to  the  chief  clerk,  War  Depart- 
ment (under  Article  LVI,  Army  Regulations),  for  authority  to 
insert  the  desired  advertisement  in  a  certain  number  of  papers 
in  each  place,  daily,  tri-weekly,  semi-weekly,  or  weekly,  for  two 
weeks,  a  month,  or  six  weeks,  as  in  his  judgment  may  promise 
to  be  most  advantageous.  If  not  prepared  to  name  the  papers 
they  can  be  designated  in  the  War  Department.  Upon  obtain- 
ing such  authority  he  will  be  enabled  to  have  an  advertisement 
inserted  in  the  papers  of  a  place  one,  two,  or  even  three  weeks 
before  the  arrival  of  the  recruiting  officer,  if  desirable.  Should 
it  be  found  advisable  to  continue  the  rendezvous  at  any  point 
for  a  longer  time  than  originally  contemplated,  application  may 
be  made  in  due  season  for  authority  to  renew  the  advertisement 
for  a  further  specified  period.  Ordinarily,  an  advertisement 
in  two  of  the  leading  papers  of  a  city  or  town,  inserted  in  each 
three  times  a  week  and  arranged  to  appear  in  one  or  the  other 
each  week  day,  will  be  sufficient ;  but  any  recommendation  of 
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the  regimental  superintendent  for  judicious  advertising  will  re^ 
ceive  from  the  War  Department  the  most  favorable  consider- 
ation that  circumstances  may  warrant.  Owing  to  the  uncer- 
tainty of  the  length  of  the  recruiting  officer's  stay  at  a  place, 
the  date  of  his  arrival  at  any  point  other  than  the  first  cannot 
be  definitely  fixed  in  advance,  and  it  sliould  be  arranged  to  have 
the  advertisement,  when  duly  authorized,  sent  for  insertion  in 
the  newspapers  of  a  place  only  when  it  is  probable  that  the 
recruiting  officer  will  follow  within  a  reasonable  time.  Adver- 
tisements need  only  contain  important  general  information,  and 
may  well  embrace  the  suggestion  that  pending  the  arrival  of  the 
recruiting  officer  a  recruiting  circular,  giving  full  information, 
■will  be  furnished  upon  application  to  regimental  headquarters. 
It  is  not  usual  to  advertise  for  minors  as  recruits:  but  as  special 
regimental  recruiting  officers  seek  recruits  in  the  immediate 
vicinity  of  their  homes,  application  may  be  made  to  advertise 
for  recruits  between  the  ages  of  18  and  30,  when  the  regimental 
superintendent  so  desires. 

POSTERS. 

42.  From  one  dollar  to  three  dollars  may  be  paid  from  re- 
cruiting funds,  on  proper  vouchers  (Form  A.  G.  O.  No.  49),  for 
putting  up  recruiting  posters  in  connection  with  each  rendez- 
vous at  intervals  of  not  less  than  a  month. 

MEDICAL  EXAMINATION. 

43.  Upon  arrival  at  a  post  each  recruit  will  be  subjected  to  a 
medical  examination,  as  contemplated  by  General  Orders,  No. 
33,  of  1889,  from  this  office;  the  record  and  report  of  body-marks 
•will  then  be  made  in  accordance  with  that  order  and  the  recruit 
ivill  be  vaccinated.  (Army  Regulations  927,  amended  by  General 
Orders,  No.  94,  of  1891,  from  this  office.)  If  at  such  examination 
any  physical  or  mental  disability  is  found  which  disqualifies  the 
soldier  for  the  military  service^  certificates  of  disability  should 
be  prepared  and  forwarded  in  accordance  with  paragraph  148  of 
the  Regulations  as  amended  by  General  Orders,  No.  31,  of  1890, 
from  this  office.  Attention  is  invited  to  paragraph  150  of  the 
Hegulations,  and  to  the  importance  in  cases  where  the  disability 
existed  at  the  time  of  enlistment  of  so  stating  in  the  certificates. 
One  important  purpose  of  this  examination  is  to  detect  and  note 
on  the  soldier's  enlistment  papers  and  exammation  form  (see 
paragraph  52)  any  defects  existing  at  time  of  enlistment — 
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whether  necessitating  the  discharge  of  the  recruit  or  not — ^for 
use  should  a  claim  be  made  for  pension.  Should  any  recruit 
•enlisted  for  an  artillery  regiment  be  found,  upon  such  exami- 
nation, to  be  unfitted  for  that  arm  under  the  provisions  of  par- 
agraph 3,  General  Orders,  No.  39,  of  1887,  from  this  office,  but 
capable  of  service  in  the  infantry  or  cavalry,  the  fact  should  be 
reported  to  this  office,  together  with  the  preference  of  the  soldier 
as  to  a  regiment,  with  a  view  to  his  transfer. 

RECRUITINa  FUNDS  AND  VOUCHERS. 

44.  All  payments  from  the  recruiting  fund  of  expenses  con- 
nected with  the  special  regimental  recruiting  service  will  be 
made  by  or  in  the  name  of  the  disbursing  officer  of  the  recruit- 
ing service,  New  York  City,  upon  properly  certified  vouchers, 
which  should  be  carefully  prepared  by  the  recruiting  officer. 

45.  Under  paragraph  680  of  the  Regulations,  the  disbursing 
officer  of  the  recruiting  service  has  been  authorized  to  advance 
to  regimental  recruiting  officers  detailed  on  temporary  tours, 
such  small  sums  as  may  be  necessary  to  enable  them  to  pay 
vouchers  of  amounts  not  exceeding  tiventy  dollars.  This  course 
has  been  taken  on  account  of  the  universal  reluctance,  and  in 
some  cases  positive  refusal,  of  parties  in  smaller  cities  and  towns 
to  accept  vouchers  payable  at  the  headquarters  of  the  recruiting 
service,  in  compensation  for  services  rendered  or  supplies  fur- 
nished. It  is  designed  to  relieve  the  recruiting  officer  from  any 
possible  embarrassment,  but  it  must  be  understood  that  all  pay- 
ments from  funds  thus  furnished  are  to  be  made  in  the  name  of 
the  disbursing  officer  of  the  recruiting  service,  as  he  alone  dis- 
burses the  recruiting  fund.  He  should  be  kept  advised  of  each 
recruiting  officer's  address,  and  should  receive  timely  notifica- 
tion when  recruiting  funds  are  required.  Any  instructions  in 
the  matter  which  he  may  find  it  necessary  to  give  should  be 
promptly  and  strictly  complied  with  by  the  recruiting  officers. 

46.  Vouchers  which  may  be  paid  with  funds  thus  supplied 
should  be  at  once  sent  by  the  recruiting  officer  to  the  disbursing 
officer,  and  on  each  voucher  it  should  be  indicated  that  payment 
was  made  by  cash.  Any  vouchers  (except  for  advertising)  pay- 
able from  the  recruiting  fund  which  may  be  issued  by  the  re- 
cruiting officer  and  not  paid  by  him  should  also  be  at  once  trans- 
mitted to  the  disbursing  officer,  and  in  such  cases  the  former 
should  give  full  information  and  instructions  to  the  parties  con- 
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cerned  as  to  the  mode  of  payment,  in  order  that  there  may  be 
no  misapprehension. 

'  47.  Vouchers  for  advertising  (Form  A.  G.  O.  No.  43)  require 
the  approval  of  the  Secretary  of  War  before  paymeut.    They 
should  therefore  be  promptly  forwarded  to  the  chief  clerk,  War 
Department  (paragraph  608,  Army  Regulations),  vrith  request 
that  after  approval  they  he  sent  to  the  Adjutant  General. 

49.  In  case  it  may  be  necessary  for  the  recruiting  officer  to 
pay  some  small  incidental  expenses  pertaining  to  the  recruiting 
appropriation  at  a  time  when  he  may  be  without  recruiting 
funds,  or  when  circumstances  prevent  the  preparation  of  formal 
vouchers,  the  receipt  of  the  person  to  whom  payment  is  made 
•should  be  taken  as  a  subvoucher,  and  the  officer  can  be  reim- 
bui'sed  on  proper  vouchers,  which  should  include  his  certificate 
that  the  amount  was  actually  paid  by  him. 

50.  Great  care  will  be  necessary  on  the  part  of  recruiting  of- 
ficers to  avoid  any  confusion  of  funds  or  accounts  pertaining  to 
separate  fiscal  years,  and  to  this  end  they  must  give  their  per- 
sonal attention  to  the  matter  and  see  that  no  voucher  embracing 
portions  of  two  different  fiscal  years  be  made  up  or  paid.  It  must 
also  be  distinctly  understood  that  articles  purchased  or  services- 
rendered  within  a  given  fiscal  year  are,  under  the  law,  payable 
only  from  the  appropriations  pertaining  to  that  fiscal  year,  and 
therefore  the  date  of  purchase,  or  the  period  during  which  the 
services  are  rendered,  should  be  distinctly  indicated  on  all  vouch- 
ers. Upon  the  close  of  a  fiscal  year  vouchers  should  be  at  once 
prepared  for  the  settlement  of  all  claims  against  the  recruiting 
appropriation  up  to  and  including  the  last  day  of  the  fiscal  year 
(June  30). 

RECRUITING  REPORTS  AND  RETURNS. 

61.  A  descriptive  roll  (Form  A.  G.  O.  No.  8)  should  accompany 
each  detachment  forwarded  from  rendezvous  to  posts  of  the 
regiment ;  no  duplicate  thereof  need  be  sent  to  this  office,  nor 
to  the  regimental  superintendent  except  when  recruits  are  for- 
v^arded  to  a  post  other  than  regimental  headquarters. 

53.  The  enhstment  papers  (in  duplicate)  and  the  physical  ex- 
amination form  in  cases  of  all  recruits  will  be  sent  to  regimental 
headquai-ters.  (Forms  A.  G.  O.  Nos.  11,  34,  and  39.)  When  a 
recruit  is  forwarded  to  a  post  other  than  regimental  headquar- 
ters one  of  the  duplicate  enlistment  papers  and  the  physical 
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examination  form  should  be  sent  to  such  post,  to  be  forwarded 
thence  to  regimental  headquarters  immediately  upon  completion 
of  the  medical  examination  of  the  recruit.    (See  paragraph  430 

53.  Every  recruiting  officer  should  forward  tri-monthly  re- 
ports for  each  rendezvous  to  this  office,  and  also  to  his  regi- 
mental superintendent.  On  these  should  be  noted,  in  addition 
to  the  number  of  enlistments,  rejections,  &c. ,  all  information 
of  importance,  as  dates  of  arrival  and  departure  of  officer  and 
party,  rent  agreed  upon,  terms  for  subsistence,  &c.  The  final 
tri-monthly  report  for  each  rendezvous  should  be  mailed  on  the 
date  of  closing  the  same,  which  should  be  noted  thereon.  The 
tri-monthly  reports  should  be  promptly  forwarded  on  the  10th, 
20th,  and  last  day  of  each  month,  showing  the  state  of  the  re- 
cruiting service  up  to  the  close  of  business  on  the  days  named; 
when  a  rendezvous  is  closed  on  an  intervening  date,  a  report 
should  be  forwarded  for  the  fractional  period  in  order  to  keep 
these  reports  distinct  for  each  rendezvous. 

The  recruiting  officer  should  be  careful  to  indicate  on  each 
tri-monthly  report  for  ivhat  particular  companies,  if  any,  the 
recruits  reported  thereon  were  enlisted,  and  the  number  for  each 
company,  also  the  number  enlisted  for  tlie  regiment  loithout 
choice  of  company,  A  special  form  (A.  G.  O.  No.  29)  has  been 
prepared  and  so  arranged  that  the  necessary  figures  can  be  en- 
tered under  the  proper  headings  on  lines  which  will  serve  to  in- 
dicate the  different  companies,  or  the  regiment  simply,  without 
additional  remarks.  Special  instructions  are  given  on  this  form 
regarding  subrendezvous  and  marching  detachments. 

54.  All  recruiting  property  that  may  come  into  the  possession 
of  a  recruiting  officer  (by  invoice  or  by  purchase  from  recruit- 
ing funds)  will  he  duly  accounted  for  by  the  recruiting  officer,  on 
quarterly  returns  of  recruiting  property  to  be  rendered  to  this 
office  on  the  prescribed  form  (A.  G.  O.  No.  42),  and  when  relieved 
he  will  turn  over  the  property  remaining  on  hand  to  his  successor 
or  to  the  regimental  adjutant,  ivho  will  in  like  w,anner  account 
for  the  same  until  transferred  to  another  special  regimental  re- 
cniiting  officer,  or  properly  expended  in  connection  with  special 
regimental  recruiting.

AEMY  EEGULATIONS. 


936.  The  commander  of  a  regiment  is  the  superintendent  of 
the  recruiting  service  for  his  regiment.  When  men  are  enlisted 
by  regimental  recruiting  officers,  the  principles  governing  the 
general  service  in  regard  to  qualifications  will  be  observed. 

937  (as  amended  by  General  Orders,  No.  86,  of  1892,  Adjutant 
General's  Office).  In  military  departments  where  a  department 
recruiting  service  is  maintained,  regimental  recruiting  at  mili- 
tary posts  or  stations  will  be  confined  to  the  re-enlistment  of  sol- 
diers for  their  former  regiments  at  some  station  thereof,  v^dthin 
one  month  from  date  of  discharge.  The  special  regimental  re- 
cruiting service  contemplates  enlistments  in  cities  and  towns 
by  recruiting  officers  temporarily  detached  from  their  -poets ;  it 
is  to  be  established  by  a  regimental  commander,  only  upon  au- 
thority from  the  Adjutant  General's  Office,  and  is  to  be  carried 
on  under  instructions  from  that  office.

Telbqraphic  code. — Existing  instructions  require  that  the 
"  Telegraphic  Code  to  insure  secrecy  in  the  transmission  of 
telegrams"  shall  be  taken  up  and  accounted  for  on  the  post  re- 
turn and  transferred,  upon  change  of  post  commanders,  the 
same  as  other  public  property.  The  post  commander  is  required 
to  retain  the  code  in  his  custody ;  and  is  also  responsible  for  the 
*'  Key  "  and  its  proper  use. 

Department  commanders,  through  code  messages  to  post  com- 
manders, will,  from  time  to  time — particularly  when  post  com- 
manders are  changed — ^test  the  use  of  the  code  in  order  to  de- 
termine if  the  instructions  relative  to  its  preservation  and  use 
with  special  secrecy  are  fully  complied  with.  In  case  of  any 
dereliction,  report  will  be  made  for  the  information  and  action  of 
the  Major  General  Commanding.

II- -Hospital  matrons. — The  act  making  appropriation  for 
the  support  of  the  Army  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30, 1893, 
provides  for  the  payment  of  "  not  to  exceed  one  hundred  hospi- 
tal matrons.'-  It  is  therefore  ordered  that,  unless  by  special  au- 
thority of  the  Surgeon  General,  but  one  hospital  matron  shall 
be  employed  at  military  posts  garrisoned  by  two  or  more  com- 
panies ;  one  at  each  recruiting  depot,  one  at  the  Engineer  Depot, 
and  one  at  the  Soldiers*  Hospital,  U.  S.  Military  Academy, West 
Point,  N.  Y.  At  all  other  military  stations  the  service  hereto- 
fore performed  by  hospital  matrons  will  be  paid  for  by  the  Med- 
ical Department,  under  such  regulations  as  may  be  issued  by 
the  Surgeon  Greneral.  All  hospital  matrons  in  excess  of  thia 
allotment  will  be  discharged  on  receipt  of  this  order. — [Decision.

The  following  decisions,  rulings,  &c. ,  have  been  made,  and  are 
published  to  the  Army  for  the  information  of  all  concerned : 

I— Signature  of  recruit. — The  latest  reprint  of  the  "Form 
for  the  Physical  Examination  of  a  Recruit "  provides  for  the 
signature  of  the  applicant,  and  as  these  papers  are  used  in  con- 
nection with  the  system  of  identifying  recruits  under  General 
Orders,  No.  33,  of  1889,  from  this  office,  the  signature  of  the  re- 
cruit is  often  a  valuable  aid.  The  Secretary  of  War,  therefore, 
directs  that  all  recruiting  officers  at  once  discontinue  the  use  of 
the  old  form  and  use  hereafter  only  the  current  form  signed  by 
the  applicant.— [.^7^7  A.  G.  O.,  189^.] 

II- -Summary  courts.— The  extent  of  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
summary  court  is  determined  by  the  83d  Article  of  War,  under 
which  it  cannot  "inflict  a  fine  exceeding  one  month's  pay."  A 
forfeiture  exceeding  that  amount  would  be  illegal,  but  "  deten- 
tion "  is  not  forfeiture  or  fine.  By  the  latter  the  man  loses  his 
money  entirely  ;  by  the  former  he  only  loses  the  use  of  it  for  a 
time,  and  therefore  in  establishing  the  measure  of  punishments 
announced  in  General  Orders,  No.  21,  of  1891,  Adjutant  General's 
Office,  it  was  decided  that  the  equivalent  of  forfeiture  of  pay 
should  be  detention  of  pay  of  four  times  the  amount  of  the  for- 
feiture ;  so  that  in  awarding  a  detention  of  four  months'  pay  a 
summary  court  would  be  awarding  a  sentence  which  would  be 
equivalent  to  a  forfeiture  of  one  month's  pay,  and  would  there- 
fore be  within  the  limit  of  the  83d  Article  of  War. — [Decision 
Act.

Sec.  6.  That  this  act  shall  take  effect  sixty  days  after  its  passage. 

It  is  specially  enjoined  that  the  foregoing  provisions  of  law 
be  fully  explained  to  every  applicant  presenting  himself  for  en- 
listment, with  the  information  that  any.  person  procuring  his 
enlistment  on  or  after  the  25th  day  of  September,  1892,  by  false 
representations  or  other  fraudulent  means,  will  render  himself 
liable  to  trial  and  punishment  by  court-martial.

I-_Ck)URTS»MARTiAL. — By  the  third  section,  paragraph  1,  of 
Greneral  Orders,  No.  21,  Adjutant  General's  Office,  1891,  it  is  pre- 
scribed that  the  punishment  for  an  offense  cognizable  when  com- 
mitted for  the  first  time  by  an  inferior  court-martial  may,  upon 
proof  of  five  or  more  previous  convictions,  be  three  times  as 
great  as  the  maximum  limit  of  punishment  for  the  offense  when 
committed  for  the  first  time ;  or,  in  lieu  of  it,  **  dishonorable  dis- 
charge, with  forfeiture  of  all  pay  and  allowances."  This  latter 
punishment,  if  awarded  at  all,  must  be  awarded  in  its  entirety ; 
it  is  a  single  substitute  which  the  order  provides  for  the  sentence 
which  might  otherwise  be  awarded.  The  court  has  no  authority 
to  award  a  punishment  less  than  dishonorable  discharge  with 
forfeiture  of  all  pay  and  allowances,  but  in  excess  of  the  limit 
before  prescribed. — [Decision  Sec,  War,  Sept.  1,  92-^78^0  A, 
G,  O.,  1892.'] 

II— Court-martial  sentences.— When  a  sentence  of  con- 
finement or  forfeiture  is  in  excess  of  the  legal  limit,  that  part  of 
it  which  is  within  the  limit  is  legal,  and  may  be  approved  and 
carried  into  execution. — [Decision  Actg.  Sec.  War,  Sept.  IB,  92, 
modifying  the  paragraph  under  head  of  *  *  Forfeiture  of  Pay, "  on 
page  S,  Cir.

Numbers  and  insignia  for  officers'  undress  coats.— The 
numbers  to  be  embroidered  in  silver  bullion,  and  the  insignia 
in  gold  or  silver  bullion,  conforming  to  patterns  in  the  office  of 
the  Quartermaster  Greneral  ;,to  be  f  of  an  inch  in  height  and  of 
proportionate  width.  They  will  be  placed  on  each  side  of  the 
coat  collar  li  inches  from  the  edge  and  i  of  an  inch  from  the 
top  of  the  collar,  making  the  distance  between  the  insignia  or 
numbers  8  inches  in  the  clear.    Numbers  to  be  block-shaped.

The  following  decisions,  rulings,  &c.,  have  been  made,  and 
are  published  to  the  Army  for  the  information  of  all  concerned : 

I- -Post  exchange. — Organizations  casually  at  a  post  may, 
upon  application,  participate  in  all  the  privileges  of  the  post  ex- 
change, including  the  right  to  credit  under  paragraph  338,  Army 
Regulations  ;  but  shall  not  purchase  a  direct  interest  therein,  and 
shall  not  be  represented  in  the  management  thereof.  Profits 
accruing  to  an  organization  during  such  temporary  membership 
shall  be  determined  by  the  regular  exchange  council,  upon  such 
equitable  basis  as  may  seem  expedient  in  each  case. — [Decision 
Sec,  War,  Nov.  11,  92—39782  A.  O,  O.,  189£.] 

II- -Summary  court. — Under  the  summary  court  act,  ap- 
proved October  1, 1890,  when  the  *' court"  consists  of  the  second' 
in  rank,  and  he  is  the  accuser,  the  case  is  to  be  tried  by  the  post 
commander;  and  when  the  "court"  consists  of  the  post  com- 
mander, and  he  is  the  accuser,  the  case  is  to  be  tried  by  a  regi- 
mental or  garrison  court-martial. — [Decision  War  Dept,  Nov. 
ei,' 9^—4^887  A.  O.  O.,  1892.] 

Ill— Charges  on  rolls  for  transportation  and  subsist- 
ence.— Whenever  charges  on  account  of  transportation,  and 
subsistence  while  traveling,  appear  on  muster  and  muster  and 
pay  rolls,  the  number,  date,  and  source  of  the  order  directing 
the  same,  together  with  the  names  of  the  officers  furnishing  the 
transportation  and  subsistence  and  the  dates  thereof,  and  the 
points  of  travel  involved,  must  in  every  instance  be  indicated  in 
the  column  of  **  Remarks  "  in  the  following,  or  similar,  manner  :

The  following  is  substituted  for  instructions  heretofore  issued 
on  the  same  subject : 

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  General  Orders,  No.  60, 
Headquarters  of  the  Army,  Adjutant  General's  Office,  Wash- 
ington, District  of  Columbia,  September  3,  1892,  the  following 
information  is  published  to  the  Army: 

The  Army  and  Navy  General  Hospital  at  Hot  Springs,  Arkan- 
sas, is  designed  for  the  treatment  of  officers  and  enlisted  men 
who  are  ill  with  diseases  for  which  the  Hot  Springs  waters  seem 
better  suited  than  any  methods  of  treatment  available  at  their 
respective  stations.  Relief  may  reasonably  be  expected  at  the 
Hot  Springs  in  the  following  conditions: 

In  the  various  forms  of  gout  and  rheumatism,  after  the  acute 
or  inflammatory  stage ;  neuralgia,  especially  when  depending 
upon  gout,  rheumatism,  metallic  or  malarial  poisoning ;  paraly- 
sis, not  of  organic  origin  ;  the  ear  her  stages  of  locomotor  ataxia, 
or  tabes ;  the  early  stages,  only,  of  Bright's  disease ;  diseases  of 
the  urinary  organs ;  functional  diseases  of  the  liver ;  gastric  dys- 
pepsia not  of  organic  origin  ;  chronic  diarrhoea ;  catarrhal  affec- 
tions of  the  digestive  and  respiratory  tracts ;  chronic  skin  dis- 
eases, esx)ecia]ly  the  squamoiLS  varieties  ;  and  chronic  conditions 
due  to  malarial  infection. 

Speaking  generally,  treatment  by  the  Hot  Springs  water  may 
be  said  to  stimulate  all  the  secretions  and  the  organic  functions, 
to  promote  digestion  and  assimilation,  and  to  favor  tissue  meta- 
morphosis and  excretion,  thereby  relieving  internal  congestions, 
stimulating  blood-making,  increasing  the  appetite,  and  favoring 
new  and  healthy  tissues  at  the  expense  of  the  old  and  inactive. 

The  Hot  Springs  water  is  contra-indicated  in  all  acute  inflam- 
matory diseases,  tuberculosis,  organic  disease  of  the  heart  or 
brain,  cancer  and  other  malignant  disease,  aneurism,  and  all 
cases  where  stimulation  of  the  circulation  is  to  be  avoided. 

The  General  Hospital  affords  accommodation  for  sixteen  offi- 
cers, and  preference  will  be  given  to  those  on  the  active  list  who 
require  actual  hospital  treatment. 

Authority  for  the  admission  of  an  officer  of  the  Army  on  the 
active  hst  will  be  obtained  on  his  personal  application,  through 
the  regular  militaiy  channels,  to  the  Adjutant  General  of  the 
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Army,  for  a  sick  leave  of  absence,  based  upon  a  medical  officer's 
certificate  that  shall  set  forth  the  disability  for  which  treatment 
at  that  hospital  is  recommended,  and  the  opinion  of  the  medical 
officer  that  such  treatment  will  conduce  to  the  more  rapid  re- 
covery of  the  patient. 

Sick  leave  of  absence  to  enter  the  hospital  will  then  be  granted. 

In  exceptional  oases,  upon  his  application  approved  by  the  post 
and  department  commanders,  wherein,  for  special  reasons,  it 
may  be  for  the  public  interest,  and  in  any  case  at  the  discretioB 
of  the  War  Department,  an  officer  may  be  ordered  to  the  hos- 
pital on  sick  report  for  treatment. 

Having  been  admitted  under  either  of  these  conditions,  the 
officer's  continuance  in  the  hospital  will  be  determined  by  the 
senior  medical  officer,  who  shall  from  time  to  time  report  to  the 
Adjutant  General  as  to  the  officer's  physical  condition  and  shall 
express  his  opinion  as  to  the  length  of  time  required  for  treat- 
ment. If  this  is  approved,  the  sick  leave,  if  the  officer  has  such, 
will  be  extended  accordingly.  Ordinarily  officers  on  the  active 
list  will  not  remain  longer  than  four  months  at  the  hospital,  and 
a  special  report  shall  be  made  in  the  case  of  an  officer  who  shall 
be  under  treatment  there  six  months.  When  his  hospital  treat- 
ment terminates  the  officer  shall  join  his  station  without  delay. 
unless  otherwise  authorized  through  the  Adjutant  Oeneral  of 
the  Army. 

Retired  officers  of  the  Army  may  make  direct  application, 
accompanied  by  a  medical  certificate,  to  the  Adjutant  General 
for  permission  to  enter  the  hospital.  Retired  officers  may  leave 
the  hospital  at  their  discretion,  and  shall  not  remain  there  longer 
than  three  months  without  special  permission  based  on  the  rec- 
ommendation of  the  senior  medical  officer. 

The  accommodations  for  enlisted  men  of  the  Army  shall  be 
divided  among  the  several  military  departments,  notice  of  their 
allowance  being  sent  to  the  department  commanders  from  the 
War  Department. 

For  the  admission  of  an  enlisted  man  application  will  be  made 
to  the  department  commander  by  the  man's  immediate  com- 
manding officer,  on  the  recommendation  of  the  senior  medical 
officer  present,  which  shall  accompany  the  application.  Should 
the  medical  director  so  advise,  the  department  commander  may 
order  the  soldier  to  report  to  the  commanding  officer  of  the  hos- 
pital for  admission  for  treatment. 


When  in  his  opinion  it  is  proper,  the  officer  in  command  of 
the  hospital  will  issue  the  necessary  orders  for  the  soldier  to  re- 
join his  company  or  station.  Should  he  be  a  fit  subject  for  dis- 
charge for  disability,  or  should  a  change  of  climate  be  thought 
necessary,  the  officer  in  command  of  the  hospital  will  notify  the 
Adjutant  General  and  make  such  recommendations  as  he  may 
deem  proper,  when  suitable  orders  will  be  issued  in  the  case. 

Department  commanders  will  be  notified  from  time  to  time 
as  to  the  number  of  beds  at  their  disposition. 

In  selecting  cases  for  this  hospital  medical  officers  will  exer- 
cise their  discretion,  and  are  only  to  recommend  those  that  are 
serious  or  obstinate  and  that  do  not  promise  good  results  at  their 
posts,  but  they  will  remember  that,  while  none  are  to  be  sent  un- 
advisedly or  hastily,  extreme  delay  is  detrimental  to  the  success 
of  the  treatment.  It  is  not  required  to  certify  that  treatment 
at  Hot  Springs  is  necessary  to  restore  health,  but  to  establish  a 
reasonable  probability  that  the  facihties  there  will  materially 
aid  in  the  rapidity  and  permanence  of  the  recovery.  Besides 
the  transfer  slip,  an  outline  of  the  history  and  treatment  of  the 
case  must  accompany  each  patient. 

Patients  reach  the  hospital  from  the  west,  north,  and  east 
most  conveniently  by  way  of  St.  Louis  over  the  Iron  Mountain 
road  to  Malvern,  twenty-five  miles  from  Hot  Springs,  thence  by 
rail.  By  leaving  St.  Louis  at  night,  patients  arrive  at  a  con- 
venient hour  the  next  day.  Those  from  the  south  should  go  by 
-way  of  Memphis,  Little  Rock,  and  Malvern.
